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H E following ſheets were written to guard the minds of my 


3 ſuperiors againſt the ſuſpicions to which all great political 
movements are. liable, eſpecially ſuch as pals at a diſtance from ob- 


ſervation, and are attended with violent convulſions, or revoluti- 


ons in any of the great dependencies or relations of Government, 


and to which from their conformity to that deſcription my late tran- 
factions in Banaris were particularly expoſed. On the ſame grounds 


they are now made public for the purpole of effacing the like unfa- 


vorable impreſſions from the breaſts of my countrymen, if I, or my 


actions, ſhall have been deemed of ſo much conſequence as to have 


drawn on me that effect of their attention. Had I been prompted 


by the vain ambition-of diſplaying my own importance, a levity of 


which I have never betrayed any ſymptoms, I ſhould certainly have 
ſelected other paſſages of my public life, for the gratification of 
ſuch. a diſpoſition. 1 claim no merit in having furmounted, by 


the ſucceſsful zeal and exertions of others, the troubles, of which 


tough long before conceived, my own acts had accelerated the 


birth; unleſs 1 may be allowed a ſmall portion of applauſe, that I 
never ſuffered them to embarraſs the hands in which I had left the 


care of the ſuperior Government, nor myſelf to deſpair of the pub- 


ic ſafety.

| HAVE now the honor to ſend you the Narrative which 1 promiſed in my letter : 
1 of the 18th of Oftober, of the tranſuttions a and e events which paſſed during the courſe 
of the late Inſurreftion of this Province.

T had begun it at the time of the date which ts prefixed to it 3 but the buſy ſcenes | 
which followed, both while I was at Chunar aud after my return to Banaris, hindered © 
me from proſecuting it till a few days before the date which I have ſubjoined to it. I did 
not chuſe to alter the introduction, although written at ſuch a diſtance of time from that 
in which the body of the work was executed, and even from the exiſtence of the events 
which are recorded in the latter ; becauſe 1 found it not eaſy to give it a new form, with- 
out a total emiſſion of what had been already produced, while my mind was animated by 
the recent and aftual | ſcenes in which it was engaged, to.an anxious and moſt feeling ſoli- 
citude, not more for the iſſue of the impending conteſt, than for its conſequences on my 
own reputation. In the conſeaouſneſs of the refitude of my intentions, I had allowed my- 
ſelf to uſe an appeal the moſt ſolemn and moſt ſacred that could bind ny relation to truth, 
or impreſs the conviction of it on the hearts of others; nor could I con emily with my 
own ſenſe of its obligation withdraw it, or coldly place it after tie Narrative already 
written, and written under the check which I had impoſed upon it. I know not whether

TN whatever manner the fcene may cloſe in which I am now engaged, the ca- 
1 lamities with which it opened will not fail, in their firſt impreſſion, 'to in- 
fluence in ſome degree the minds of all men in forming their judgment of it. In " ua; 
the following narrative, if I can truſt to my own ſentiments; or if thoſe who ſhall 
read it will credit this declaration of them, I ſhall lefs ſtudy to efface that impreſ- 
fion, than ſeek to diveſt my mind of all partial bias, and to deliver all the paſt 
tranſaQtions and occurrences with the ſtridteſt and moſt faithful regard to truth; in 
which if I fail, I fail unknowingly :' And may the God of Truth fo judge me, as 
my own conſcience ſhall condemn. or acquit me of intentional deception. - 6 
THE motives and objects of my journey were various. With theſe the deſign 
of my tranſactions at Banaris had but a remote and ſecondary connection. I left 
Calcutta on the 7th of July. At Buxar Rajah Cheit Sing paid me the cuſtomary 
duty of reſpect, by advancing to that place, which lay the neareſt to the bounda- 
ry-line of his Zemeedary. He brought with him a great flect of boats, which, 
as I afterwards learned, were crouded with two thouſand armed and choſen men. 


This circumſtance was noticed by many of the gentlemen who accompanied me, 


A | and 


and was certainly a deviation from the eſtabliſhed rules of decorum; not only ſuch, © 
as are obſerved from vaſſals to their ſuperiors, but even ſuch as Pafs between e 
quals. An inſtance of this will be remembered by many to have happened at Ba- | 
naris in the year 1773, in the meeting which took place there between the late Vi 
zeer Shujah-ud-Dowlah and myſelſ. He had left his Capital with a large retinge 4 4 
but hearing that I came unattended, he diſmilled his followers, and met me with. 
a ſtate as humble as mine. 185 
I received the Rajah with civility, and without any pre of diſpleaſure. I 
left Buxar the next morning, and received a ſecond viſit from the Rajah in my boat. 
Aſter a ſhort ſpace he deſired to ſpeak to me in private. The particulars of our 
converſation I do not exactly remember: I can only relate the ſubſtance of it. He- 
profeſſed much concern to hear that I was diſpleaſed with him, and contrition for 


having given cauſe for it; aſſuring me that his Zemeedary, and all that he 
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poſſeſſed were at my devotion; he expreſſed his fears for Owſan Sing who had been, 
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ſome days in my ſuit, and of the intrigues of his relations; and he accompanied 
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his words by an action either ſtrongly expreſſive of the agitation of his mind, or 
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his deſire to impreſs on mine a conviction of his fincerity, by laying his turband on 
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my lap. I replied, that J had not ſeen Owſan Sing, nor concerned myſelf about

him, nor ſhould I deſcend to be a party in his family diſagreements ; that my bu- 
linels was with him, and with him only, that what he had heard, or might have 
con jecdtured, of my diſpleaſure was true, and 1122 into a full diſcuſſion of 


the cauſes of it; that I had been already once deceived by his oaths and proteſta- 
tions, and ſhould not ſuffer my purpoſe to be changed, or my duty to be over-rul- 
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ed, by any verbal conceſſions or declarations, which were made with little coſt, 
and for the obſervance of which I had no pledge, nor warrant to credit them. He 
pleaded his inability to anſwer my. charges againſt him; admitted that he was in 
every reſpect faulty; but deſired that I would forget the paſt, and form my opini- 
on of him on his future behavior. 1 declined any further converſation upon the 
ſubject, and he took his leave. | | 
As the preceding converſation was accidental, and made no part of the plan | 


which;

yhich I had concerted in my own mind for my conduct with the Rajah, 1 kept nd 
minutes of it, nor ould have thought it deſerving of a place in this narrative, 
but for the weight which he has ſince given to it, and that it might not be im- 
puted to me as a deſigned ſuppreſſi jon, if I made no mention of it. IHall proceed 
to relate the ſabjedts to which it alluded, and add the purpoſes which I had in 
contemplation concerning them. 

Ox the firſt intelligence of the war with Drs) in July 1778 it Was reſolved 
in Council that Rajah Cheit Sing ſhould be required to contribute an extraordina- 
ry ſubſidy, for the expence which this new exigency had impoſed on dur Govern- 
ment; and the ſum was limited to five Lacks of Rupees for the current year. Af 
ter many excuſes and Proteſtations of inability, he at length conſented, with a 
very HI grace, to the payment, and with a much worſe diſcharged i, The next 
year the ſame demand was repeated, and he attempted in like manner to elude it, 
affecting to borrow money in {mall ſums, and to ſell his plate and qewels to raiſe 
it . nor was it paid at laſt till he had reduced the board to the extremity of order- 
ing two battalions of Seepoys to the neighbourhood of Ramnagur, and quartering 
them upon him with their pay charged to his account, _ the whole payment 
was completed. 2 he "Th . 


EarLy in the following year out the month of May, he Vestel Lalla Sud- | 
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danund, who was his Buxey, and the confidential manager of his affairs, on a 
private commiſſion to me to ſolicit my forgiveneſs of his paſt conduRt, and to give 
me aſſurances, confirmed by oath, of his future ſubmiſſion to the orders of my go- 
vernment, and compliance with my advice: I accepted his excuſes, and promiſed 
him an oblivion of all that had paſſed of exceptionable in his conduct, and my 
future protection and every good office in my power, ſo long as he adhered to his 
profeſſions; requiring only as the pledge of their ſincerity, that he would imme- 
diately notify his ready and unreſerved conſent to the demand which would be made 
upon him, this being the period for it, of the ſubſi idy for the current year, and 
that he would uſe no delay in diſcharging it: I at the ſame time explained to 


Suddanund the nature of the demand, its conformity to the cuſtoms of all ſtates 
in

in times of extraordinary emergency, and aſſured him that though he muſt expec 
a repetition of it every year ſo long as the war laſted, yet it could not be juſtly 
. drawn into a precedent for exacting an increafe on his regular and ſtipulated rent; 

and ſo far as it could depend upon me, I gave him the ſtrongeſt aſſurances, and 1 
believe, very ſolemn aſſeverations, that it ſhould not. Suddanund vowed the 
| fulleſt obedience on the part of his maſter; the demand was accordingly made; 
and the Rajah anſwered it with a liberal and unreſerved declaration of his acqui- 
eſcence. I expected the immediate payment of the whole ſum according to his pro- 
miſe, and I placed a reliance upon it ſo far, as to deſtine the appropriation of it to 
the ſupport of the detachment, which was then acting in the province of Malva, 
under the command of Lieutenant- Colonel Camac, not apprehending any policy 
which could warp him from the ſtrong obligation of ſuch an enga gement, and from 
the evident intereſt which he had in fulfilling it. I was miſtaken. The firſt pay- 
ment was made 1n different periods in the courſe of a month, amounting to about 
a Lack of Rupees; and there, as I recollect, he ſtopped, and even deſcended to the 
meanneſ of writing to ſolicit the forbearance of the remainder, that it might be 
included in the regular payments of the enfuing year which was then approach- 
ing. I am not poſſeſſed at this time of the materials for aſcertaining the dates of 
the demand and of his letter written in acquieſcence of it, nor the dates and cor- 


reſpondent ſums of the ſubſequent payments; but I defire that theſe may be in- 
ſerted by the Secretary as a note to this page of the narrative. It is ſufficient to

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fay that the demand was made, and the whole payment conſequently due in July, 


that it was not until the month of October, nor until the ſame conſtraint was prac- 
tiſed to compel his obedience as had been uſed in the preceding year, by an order 
for the advance of two battalions of Seepoys for that purpoſe, that the balance of 
the ſubſidy, which was two lacks and a half of Rupees, was diſcharged. In the mean 


time the reſident received an order from the board to remit the money, as he receiv- 


ed it, by bills to the Pay-maſter of Lieutenant-Colonel Camac's detachment ; but 
theſe from the latenefs of the receipts were not ſent until the detachment had ſuf- 
fered the extremity of diſtreſs from the want of money, and very great deſertions; 
all which calamities I charge to Rajah Cheit Sing's account, as it is certain that 
my reliance on his faith, and his breach of it, were the principal cauſes that no other 
proviſion had been made for the detachment, and that it ſuffered ſuch want in con- 
ſequence. 4; 

IT is with the greateſt tenderneſs that I recur to the paſt diſſentions in our go- 
vernment; but I am compelled to it on this oecaſion for the elucidation of the 


conduQ of this man, which had the appearance of being invariably guided by the 
reports which were made to him of the ſtate of my influence. When he deputed 


his Buxey Suddanund to me in the manner which I have mentioned, an apparent 


harmony had taken place in our Councils, with the general ex pectation of its being 


permanent. The powers of our government whenever united, and, if I may uſe 


the term, conſolidated, by ſuch an event, will ever recover the reſpect which is 


due to them, eſpecially from thoſe who W rendered themſelves obnoxious to its 
terrors. The ſubject which produced the ſubſequent conteſt between Mr. Francis 


and myſelf originated a little belore the departure of Suddanund from the Preſi- 

dency, but was not perhaps either generally known, or known to have grown in- 
to a decided breach, till the latter end of ] uly. A reference to the proceedings of 
that period will prove the grounds of this fuppolition.. It was the preſcribed du- 

ty of Cheit Sing's Vakeels in Calcutta to furniſh him with every little anecdote 

which bore any relation to the ſtate of our government. I believe that the deli- 

berate manner in which he made the firſt payment of the ſubſidy of that year was 

dictated: 


«- 
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dictated by the doubts ſuggeſted of the firmneſs of my authority; 7 and I am d- 
rally certain that his ſubſequent excuſes and delays 1 in the payment of the reſidue 
ol the ſubſidy were cauſed by the belief that I was no longer able to enſorce it; and 
Poſſibly, for ſuch was the report, that a few months would cloſe the period of my 
adminiſtration altogether. That I had his ſolemn promiſe in the manner which 
T have recited to pay the ſubſidy, T as ſolemnly affirm; and his letter aſſenting to 
the payment, which is recorded on our conſultations, IS a frong preſumptive evi- 
dence of it; and that he evaded the performance of his promiſe, that he attempted 
to the utmoſt of his power to elude it altogether, is alſo proved by the record of 
the dates of the different payments, the minutes of the board relating to them, and 
the order of the board for the march of a detachment for the purpoſe of compell- 


ing him to perform it. That this order had a principal effe& in bringing him te 
a compliance I believe; but I alſo attribute a ſhare of it to the approaching depar- 
ture of Mr. Francis, which was publiſhed and generally expetted. 


I owe it in candor to the gentleman whole name 1 have reluctantly repeated 
in thisdi greſſion, to obviate an inference which might otherwiſe be unwarilydrawn 
from it, by declaring that I mean not by the moſt diſtant hint to impute any part 
of this policy to him, and in my heart do totally and deliberately acquit him of 
any concern in it; however in the reſentment of inſtant diſappointment I may 
have ſuffered my mind to catch ſuch a ſuſpicion ; although I believe that, if T have, . 
it has been ſacredly confined to my own breaſt. 8 

Trn1s was the firſt direct charge which I had to prefer againſt the Rajah, The ſe- 
cond was ſimilar in its quality and principle. On the 2d of the month of November 
1780, a reſolution pafſed the board, that a letter ſhould be written to the Nabob 
Vizeer, adviſing him to require from the Nabob Fyz-Oolla Khan the number of 
troops ſtipulated by treaty, expreſſed, as it was then underſtood to be, 5000 horſe; 
and that the like demand {Lould be made on Rajah Cheit Sing for all the cavalry in 
his pay which he could ſpare for our ſervice. At that time we ſtood in need of eve- 
ry aid that could be deviſed to repel the multiplied dangers which ſurrounded us. 
The Rajah was ſuppoſed to maintain a very large and expenſive ſanding force, and 

| the 


1 
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the ſtrength of his cavalry alone was eſtimated at two thouſand. I had formerly” 
experienced their utility in the war with the Senaſſees, in which they were ſucceſſ- 
fully employed, and liberally rewarded: The demand was formally made both in 
a letter from myſelf, and in perſon by the Reſident, Mr. Fowke, in the eaſy and 
indefinite terms mentioned above. His anſwers were evaſive, pleading (as I re- 
calles, for I am not in poſſeſſion of them) the ſcantineſs of the eſtabliſhment, its 
employment in enforcing the collections, and the danger of theſe failing, if the. 
detachment were withdrawn. At length a more peremptory order was ſent to, 
him, and repeated: by the preſent Reſident, Mr. Markham. Ihe number requir- 
ed was 2000, and afterwards reduced to the demand of 1500, and. laſtly to 1000, 
but with no more ſucceſs. He offered 250, but furniſhed none. 
TuLen inſtances of contumacy and diſobedience, criminal as they were in them- 
ſelves, and aggravated by the extreme and known diſtreſſes and dangers of the ſu- 
perior ſtate, to which he owed not only perſonal fealty, but every voluntary aid 
which all the reſources of his Zemeedary could contribute, appeared to me of leſs 
conſideration as ſuch, than as they were evidences of a deliberate and ſyſtematic 
condu&; aiming at the total ſubverſion of the authority of the Company, and the. 
ereion of his own independency on its ruins. This had been long and generally 
imputed to him. It was reported that he had inherited a vaſt maſs of wealth from 
his father Bulwant Sing, which he had ſecured in the two ſtrong fortreſſes of 
Bidjeygur and Lutteefpoor, and made yearly additions to it; that he kept upa large 
military eſtabliſhment both of cavalry, of diſciplined and irregular infantry, and 
of artillery - that he had the above, and many other fortreſſes of ſtrong conſtructi- 
ON, and in good repair, and conſtantly well ſtored and garriſoned; that his Au- 
mils and Tenants were encouraged and habituated to treat Engliſh paſſengers with 
inhoſpitality, and with enmity ; that he maintained a correſpondence with the 
Marattahs, and other Powers who either were, or might eventually become, the 
enemies of our ſtate ; and if the diſaffected Zemcedars of Fyzabad and Behar were 
not included in the report, which I do not recollect, we have had woful proof that 
there was equal room to have ſuſpected the like intercourſe between them; and 
2 laſtly 


N 


lattly, that be was collecting, or had prepared, every proviſion for open revolt, 
waiting only for a proper ſeaſon to declare it, which was ſuppoſed to depend either 
on the arrival of a French armament, or on a Marattah invaſion. 

Tuis deſign had been greatly favored by the unhappy diviſions of our govern - 
ment, in which he preſumed to take an open part. It is a fact that when theſe had 
proceeded to an extremity bordering on civil violence by the attempt to wreſt 
from me my authority in the Month of June 1777, he had deputed a man, named 
Sumboonaut, with an expreſs commiſfion to my opponent ; and the man had pro- 
ceeded as far as Moorſhedabad, when hearing of the change of affairs which had 
taken place at the Preſidency, he ſtopped, and the Rajah recalled him. 

Ir may perhaps be urged in favor of Rajah Cheit Sing, that he was juſtifiable 
by the principle of good policy in ſeeking a ſtate of independency ; that we had no 
natural right to his vaſſalage, having acquired it, with all our other rights of do- 
minion, by no other charter than the ſucceſsful ſpirit of enter prize. Were this 
truly the caſe, it would reduce the relation between us to the primitive law of 
nature; and it would be equally incumbent on us on that ground alone, to uſe every 
incans to confirm and perpetuate his ſubjection, as it would be allowable in kim to 
emancipate himſelf from it. But ſomething more, I apprehend, was due both as 
a political, andeven moral obligation from him. His father Bulwant Sing derived 
the degree of independency which he poſſeſſed, during the latter period of his life, 
from the protection and intervention of our government. His Son Cheit Sing ob- 
tained ſrom our influence exerted by myſelf the firſt legal title that his family ever 
poſſeſſed of property in the land of which he till then was only the Aumil, and of 
| Which he became the acknowledged Zemeedar, by a Sunnud granted to him by 
the Nabob Shujah-ud-Dowlah at my inſtance in the month of September 1773. 
On the ſucceſſion of the Nabob Afoſ-ud-Dowlah the rights of ſovereignty which 
were held by him over the Zemeedary were transferred by treaty to the Compa- 
ny. Thoſe rights were indiſputably his, and became by his alienation of them as 
indiſputably the Company's ; and every obligation of fidelity and obedience which 
is due from a Zemeedar to the ſuperior Magiſtrate by the conſtitution of Hindo- 

ſtan - 
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flan became as much the right of the Company from Cheit Sing, as it had been 
due to his former ſovereign, with the additional ties of gratitude ſor the ſuperior ad- 


vantages which he was allowed to poſſeſs with his new relation. The unexam- 
| pled lenity of our government in relinquiſhing to him the free and uncontrouled 
rule of his Zemeedary ſubject to a limited annual fine, and the royalties of the 
mint, adminiſtration of juſtice, and police, ought to have operated as an ad litio- 
nal claim on his fidelity ; but evidently ſerved to ſtimulate his ambition, and 
perhaps to excite in his mind an opinion that he poſſeſſed an inherent right of ſelf- 
dependency. 

I conſidered Cheit Sing as culpable in a very high degree towards our ſtate, and 
his puniſhment, of which I had given him frequent warnings if he did not amend 
his conduct, as an example which juſtice and policy required equally for the repa- 
ration of the wrongs which its dignity had ſuſtained, and for the future preſervati- 
on of its authority. I was reſolved to draw from his guilt the means of relief to 
the Company's diſtreſſes, and to exact a penalty which I was convinced he was able 
to bear, from a fund which I was alſo convinced he had deſtined for purpoſes of the 
moſt dangerous tendency to the Company? s dominion. In a word, 1 had deter- 
mined to make him pay largely for his 8 or to exact a ſevere vengeance for 
his paſt delinquency. 

Tos who have been accuſtomed to regard Cheit Sing as a vaſlal or tri- 
butary Prince may revolt at the idea of treating him with ſuch indignity, and 
call it an oppreſſion. They will ſuppoſe nothing due from him to the Company 
but the payment of his ſtipulated tribute, and that the pledge of his exemption from 
every other claim. I ſuſpect too that thedeeds which paſſed between him and the 
Board. on the transfer of the Zemeedary to the Company in 1775 are by many 
underſtood to bear the quality and force of a treaty of optional conditions between 
equal ſtates. To ſuch I reply, that ſuch an opinion is itſelf criminal to the ftate 
of which he was af ubject, and that he was himſelf amenable to its juſtice, if he gave 
countenance to the belief. He paid no tribute to the Company; but a fixed annu- 


al rent. The deeds by which he held his Zemeedary, and the Company their 
B claim 
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* tlaimto their portion of its revenue, were a Sunnud or grant, and a Potta or leaſe, 
executed on the part of the Company; and a coboolecat or agreement, and Kiſt- 
bundy or account of payments to be made by inſtallments, on his part. Theſe, ex- 
cepting the ſpecial priviledges allowed to the Rajah, of the Mint, the Cutwallees 
of Banaris and Jowanpoor, the Fowjdary and Aumeeny : ; that is ſo far as they relate 
to the Zemeedary alone, are drawn preciſely i in the ſame forms as inſtruments 


of the ſame denominations interchan ged-with the Zemeedars of Bengal. I refer 
to the inſtruments themſelves, which. will make a number in the Appendix to this. 


narrative, in which it will be ſeen on how different a tenure, and how infi- 
nitely below independencyy he really held his Zemeedary. The Sunnud and 
Coboolecat are counter-parts of each other. The former preſcribes the revenue 
which was to be paid, and the duties which were to be performed, as the conditi- 
ons on Which the Rajah was confirmed in the poſſeſſion of his Zemeedary,; and 
of theſe conditions the Coboolceat. is a pledge or engagement for the performance. 
In the firſt the Government and Sovereignty of the Zemeedary transferred by the 
Nabob Aſſoſ- ud-Dowlah to the Company, are ſtated as the baſis. of it: The Ze- 
meedary is confirmed to him: A ftria obſervation and execution of the. duties in- 
eumbent on him; — to behave with moderation and kindneſs to the Reyots and People; 
to promote the cult vation and increaſe of the inhabitants and produce of the lands 3 — to 
preſerve the peace and puniſi the diſturbers of it ; and to pay a yearly rent of twenty 
three lacks, forty thouſand, two hundred and forty-nine Mahidar Rupees in month- 


ly paymentsagreable to the Kiſtbundy ; are moſt ſtriftly and poſitively command- 

ed and enjoined : And the officers of the Zemeedary are commanded to regard 
him as the Zemeedar, and to acknowledge his authority in the ſeveral acts appertain- 
ing thereunto. I muſt obſerve that in the tranſlation of the Sunnud the yearly. re- 
venue is in one place through the negligence of the tranſlator expreſſed by the word 
tribute; but it is not on the tranſlation, nor on the will of a tranſlator, that the 
rights of the Company depend. I athrm the word to be falſe, as 1t is inconſiſtent 
with the proper term revenue immediately following in the ſame tranſlation, and 


with the ſame: term revenue occurring in the tranſlation of the Cobooleeat or agree- 


ment. | The: 


Tux Cobooleeat alſo ſets off with ſtating the Company's ſovereignty as the baſis * 
of the agreement, and acknowledges the grant made by the Company to Rajah ; 
Cheit Sing of the Zemeedary, and other priviledges recited in the Sunnud: And 
1t proceeds to expres, that 2 tall be his duty to do everything that may be needful and 
uſual for the intereſt of the country ; to provide for the welfare of the inhabitants to be 
attentive to the increaſe and ſecurity of cultivation and improvement of the revenues; to uſe 
his endeavours — to expel robbers Gt. and pay the annual revenue of Government in the 
manner preſcribed by the Sunnujc. 4g 

To obviate miſapprehenſions I think it proper to remark, that in the above re- 
citals I have abridged the text where it was too prolix and involved for literal quo- 
tation, and given the ſubſtance in the cloſeſt ſenſe of it; but where I have uſed 
the original words of the tranſlations I have diſtinguiſhed them by Italic letters as 
ſuch. The copies in the appendix will ſhew with what UoeUty I have confor- 
med to the text in both inſtances. 

I have dwelt with a greater ſtreſs, and with a more minute exactneſs, on the ſore- 
going ſubject, becauſe it is on this point that the juſtice and propriety of my con- 
duct muſt wholly turn. Tf Rajah Cheit Sing poſſeſſed the Zemeedary of Banaris 
in his own right, and with an inherent and excluſive authority; if he owed no 
allegiance to the Company, nor obedience beyond the payments of a ſtipulated tri- 
bute; J am liable to condemnation ſor exacting other duties from him, and for 
all the conſequences of that exaction; and he is guiltleſs: but if the Company 
poſſeſſing the acknowledged rights of his former ſovereign held an abſolute autho- 
rity over him; if in the known relation of Zemeedar to the ſovereign authority, 
or the power delegated by it, he owed a perſonal allegiance and an implicit and 
unreſerved obedience to that authority, at the forfeiture of his Zemeedary, and 
even of his life and property, at the diſcretion of thoſe who held or fully repreſented 
the ſovereign authority; if in corroboration of the general and implied obligation, | 
he was bound to it by written engagements and ſpecific conditions: - Iam warrant- : 

ed in my aſſertion of the rights of government which were fully and wholly de- 
legated to me; and he alone is reſponſible for his oppoſition to them, and for all 
the 
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# the conſequences which have attended that oppoſition. 


Whether I have exerciſed the power veſted in me with ;afticn and with ma 
ration, will 1 from the * relation, and the following parts of this 


narrative . 


Before I quit this digreſſion, I muſt further rreſpak on the patience of the board, 
and of thoſe for whoſe judgement it is ultimately written, by a more 3 ap- 


plication of the above to my own perſonal conduct and charaQter. 
I will ſuppoſe ſor a moment, that I have erred ; that I have ated with. a an un- 
warranted rigor towards Cheit Sing, and even with injuſtice. Let my motive be 
conſulted. I leſt Calcutta impreſſed with the belief, that extraordinary means 
were neceſſary, and thoſe exerted with a ſtrong hand, to preſerve the Company's 
intereſts from ſinking under the accumulated weight which oppreſſed them. I ſaw 
a political neceſſity for curbing the over-grown power of a great member of their 
dominion, and making it contribute to the relief of their preſſing exigencies. If 


I erred, my error was prompted by an exceſs of zeal for their intereſts operat- 


ing with too ſtrong a bias on my judgment. But rare are the inſtances in which 


the judgment ſuffers the bias of ſuch an operation ; and much ſtronger is the pre- 


ſumption, that as prompted by an unmixed attention to the public intereſts are 


founded on juſt principles, than that they are the reſult of a miſguided judgment. 

Poſſibly it may be ſuſpeQed, - and may God forgive thoſe who know me, and 
countenance the ſuſpicion ; I have no title to an exemption from it with others : — 
that I was influenced by a ſecret and mercenary intereſt. 


I have heard of the pract- 
ice of holding out the terrors of authority, and the denunciations of diſgrace, diſ- 


miſſion, and war, as the inſtruments of private rapacity. . Though the charge if 


true, is capable of poſitive conviction, yet I know of no direct evidence which could 


refute it, where it were falſe ; for no one can be conſcious of the receſſes of another's 


I can therefore only offer ſuch preſumptive proofs of my intention as the 
nature of it will admit, and accident has provided. Theſe are my early and con- 


fidential declarations, and the atteſtations of thoſe to whom they were made. In 


a point of ſuch public moment, independently of the near intereſt which [ have 


mind. 


in 
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in eſtabliſhing the truth of it, Mr. Wheler will pardon my appeal to him, although 
in one light it may tend to invalye him in a participation of the reproach of thoſe 
who may regard every ſeverity Lewin to Cheit Sing as criminal, however found- 

ed. Hewill doubtleſs recollect the converfation which I had with him on the ſub- 
ject, on the eve of my departure from Calcutta; our mutual opinion of Cheit 
Sing's paſt conduct; mine of the juſtice and policy of exacting an exemplary pu- 
niſhment for it by a large pecuniary mulct; the ſum to which I then declared my 


reſolution to extend it; my conviction of his ability to pay it; and the two alter- 


natives on which I had reſolved, if he refuſed to ſubmit to it. He will alſo re- 
member, that I beſpoke his confidence in the means which I ſhould uſe ſor this end, 
and his ſupport in the iſſue of them. I entreat him to give me his formal and cir- 
cumſtantial atteſtation of theſe facts, and that he will permit it to be inſerted in 
this part of my narrative. F After ſuch an appeal it would be as ſuperfluous as in- 
delicate to call in the aid of other teſtimonies, if all that were required were no 
more than to aſcertain that I did hold ſuch a converſation as that which I allude to 
with him. The concluſion will be much firengthened by its agreement with de- 


clarations made by me on the ſame ſubject, and nearly at the ſame point of time, 
to:

I recolle@ that the Governor General thought 
the Rajah's offences were ſuch as to require early puniſhment ;, and as his wealth was great, and the Company's 
exigencies preſſing, it was thought a meaſure of policy and juſtice to exact from him a large pecuniary mul& 
for their relief. The ſum to which the Governor declared his reſolution to extend the fine was ſorty or fifty 
Lacks. His ability to pay it was ſtated as a fact that could not admit of a doubt; and the two alternatives on 


which the Governor declared liimſelf to ha ve re ſolved, if Cheit Sing refuſed to comply with the requiſition, were 


to the beſt of my recollection, either a removal from his. Zemeedary entirely, or by taking immediate poſſe flian-

I ſhall therefore require ſimilar atteſtations + from Major Palmer my 
military Secretary, and from Mr. Anderſon my appointed Aſſiſtant on this depu- 
tation. With theſe reſerences and their reſult, I {hall make my laſt and ſolemn 


appeal to the breaſt of every man who ſhall read this; whether it is likely, | or 
morally poſſible, that I ſhould have tied down my own future conduct to ſo decid- 


ed a proceſs and ſeries of acts, if I had ſecretly intended to threaten, or to uſe a 
degree of violence, for no other purpoſe than to draw from the object of it a mer- 
cenary atonement for my own private emolument, and ſuffer all this tumult to 
terminate in an oſtenſible aud unſubſtantial ſubmiſſion to the authority which I 
repreſented : Whether it is likely, or morally poſſible, that I ſhould have choſen 
to irritate the ſcelings of my colleague in office, and expoſe myſelf to all the effects 


ol his indignation, by ſo wanton and unnceeſſary a deception x or lower my own 


dignity and character, and afford ſo baſe an example to my inleriors, by pretend- 
ing to make them privy to acts which I never meant to perform, and from which 
I could not depart with any poſſible ſhew of reaſon, but the manifeſt ſacrifice of my 
integrity. A man actuated by ſuch a motive, and poſſeſſing the truſt which I held, 
would have uſed a cover to his venality : He would not have compromiſed him- 
ſelf by poſitive declarations of what he would do, much leſs by detailing his inten- 
tions in a ſeries of trials, as they might ſucceſſively fail; but would have been 
contented with diſtant and indefinite intimations and ſuggeſtions, which obviouſly 
leſt his ations open to inquiry and variation ; Which could not ſubject him to the 
imputation of inconſiſtency, if they were productive of no effect; and which he 
might uſe as juſtifications, if his artifices ſhould chance to operate with the cllect 
oſtenſibly portended by them. 

I now return to my narrative. 

T arrived at Banaris on the morning ofthe 14th of Auguſt ; the Rajah ſome hours 
later. I forbad his coming that evening to my quarters, as he had intended ; and 


required him to defer his future viſits until he ſhould receive my permiſſion, as I 


had ſome previous matters to ſettle with him, of which he would be informed by 


the Reſident, whom I ſhould depute to him the next morning for that purpoſe.

I cannot learn with certainty what is become of the Rajah; but the prevailing 
report is that he fled from Ramnagur, his uſual reſidence on the other fide of 
the river, in the middle of the night, and proceeded with his Zenanna and effects 
*.t0 Lutteefpoor, a ſtrong fort of his fituated about ten miles from Chunar. He 


was accompanied by Sujan Sing, his brother, and Munnihar Sing a relation and 


ſon by adoption of Rajah Bulwant Sing. He has alſo had the precaution to 
take with him Ranny Goolaub Kooer, the widow of Rajah Bulwant Sing his 


father, her ſon-in-law Doorgbijey Sing, and his two ſons, her grandſons. In 


them he poſſeſſes every member of his family who can have any plea to diſpute | 


with him the right of inheritance from his father Rajah Bulwant Sing, if that 
were ever a queſtion, his right to the Zemeedary being derived excluſively from 
Sunnuds which his father never poſſeſſed, but which were firſt granted to Cheit 
Sing by the late Vizeer Shujah-ud-Dowlah through the inffuence of our govern- 
ment in 177 3, and fince repeated by ſimilar grants from our government, when 
the ſovereignty was ceded to the Company by the preſent Nabob Aﬀot-ud-Dow- 
lah. 

] have made choice of Bauboo Owſan Sing who held the office of Dewan dur- 
ing ſeveral years of the life of Rajah Bulwant Sing, and for a conſiderable peri- 
od ſince the acceſſion of the preſent Rajah, to adminiſter the revenues and go- 
vernment of this country in the quality of Naib, until it can be determined to 
whom the Zemeedary may legally belong, and who may be in a capacity to re- 
- ceive it.

© P. 8. The delay occaſioned in copying this letter from its great length has 
« afforded me an opportunity of contradicting the latter part of it, and I have 
e now the ſatisfaction to add, that Ranny Goolaub Kooer, together with her ſon- 
“ in-law, Doorgbijey Sing, and his two ſons, are ſafe at Banaris. I have 
« this morning received a viſit from Doorgbijey Sing, and his eldeſt ſon, Mehi p- 
© narain. ” 

I nave read over the preceding letter with great attention, but can find no- 
thing init, with the advantage of recent and better means of information, to correct; 
nor do I know that it requires a comment. That which I am now about to make 
may appear trivial; but I make it as it impels me by its preſent impreſſion. The 
Rajah in his reply to the charges which I had preferred againſt him inſiſts much 
on the many letters which he wrote to me praying to be diſpenſed from his obe- 
dience to the orders of government, and my neglect to anſwer them; and this 
charge againſt me he repeats in a manner not the moſt reſpectful. I do not know 
but 1t may be true. He had received politive orders, and thoſe had been repcat- 
ed. It was his duty to obey them, not to waſte my time with letters of excuſe, 
to cavil with my anſwers for evaſions, or with my filence for delays. His Vakeel 
was in daily attendance on me, and knew my mind ſufficiently upon theſe ſub- 
jects ; and what he knew I am ſure he wrote to his maſter. As to his plea of in- 
ability to pay the reſidue of the ſubſidy without preparation, that is, without con- 
triving the means to raiſe the money, after having ſacredly promiſed the full and 
inſtant diſcharge of it, it was as inſolent as we now know too ſurely that it was 


moſt egregioully falſe. 
| It 
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It was truly reported that Cheit Sing after his eſcape from Shew allah Ghaut im- 


mediately fled to Lutteefpoor, taking his family, and his whole forte, with him, 


except the ordinary guard which had been early appropriated in the time of his 
father Bulwant Sing, under the command of Gudgerauge Sing, who had the title 
of Kelladar, to the charge of Ramnagur. This was a vaſt pile of irregular but 
maſſy buildings conſtructed of ſtone on the Tiver-fide, and within the bed of the 
river. To its original ſtrength Cheit Sing had added two or three ſmall baſtions 


of ſtone and earth: A large town had grown round it, which rendered the ap- 


proach to it ſuſpicious; and the intricacy of the apartments and paſſages of the 
palace was ſuch, that a cautious officer would heſitate under almoſt any encour- 
agement to enter it. I had early information that it was in effe evacuated, and 
I believed it; but not being certain, I did not chuſe to hazard a repulſe, nor had 
I a force equal to any operation of doubtful ſucceſs, much leſs of enterprize. My 
whole ſtrength had conſiſted originally of fix companies of Major Popham's regi- 
ment, about ſixty Sepoys which I had taken from the garriſon of Buxar for the 


protection of my boats, and a ſew men who had been newly recruited for the 


Reſident's guard, who had yet neither arms nor diſcipline. Of Major Popham's 


regiment 82 men had fallen in the maſſacre of Shewallah Ghaut, and 92 were 


wounded. The whole number of killed and wounded of every corps and denomi- 


Every circumſtance of an event and time ſo critical to the preſent exiſtence, 
and to the permanency of the Britiſh intereſts in India, will merit notice in a relation 


of this kind. If Cheit Sing's people, after they had effected his reſcue had proceed- 


ed to my quarters at Mahadew Daſs's garden, inſtead of crouding after him in a 


tumultuous manner, as they did, in his paſſage over the river, it is moſt proba- 


ble that my blood, and that of about thirty Engliſh gentlemen of my party, would 


have been added to the recent carnage; for they were above 2000 in number, 
furious and daring from the ealy ſucceſs of their laſt attempt, nor could I aſſem- 
ble more than 5o regular and armed Sepoys for my whole defence. Let it not be 


thought that I attribute too much conſequence to my own perſon when I ſuppoſe 
the 
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ihe fate of the Britiſh Empire in India connected with it. Mean as its ſubſtarer 
may be, its accidental ee were acquivalent to thoſe which, like the ma- 
gical charadters of a Taliſman in the Arabian mythology, formed the effence of 
the Rate itſelf; repreſentation, title, and the eſtimate of public opinion. Such 
a firoke as that which T have ſuppoſed would have been univerfally conſidered as 
deciſive of the national fate; every fate around it would have ſtarted into arms. 
againft it ; and every ſubject of its on dominion wonld according to their ſeveral 
abilities have become its enemy. What really paſſed approaching to ſuch an ef- 
ſect from the ſole apprehenfion of fuch a cauſe more than warrants the concluſion of 
what would have followed the caufe itſelf, had it exiſted. 
me effeds of the firſt conflernation having fubſided, a number of men, repute® 
2000, returned to Ramnagur on the 18th under the command of Ramjeeawun, a 
confidential and domeſtic Chief of the family. | 4 

The remainder of Major Popham's detachment, conſiſting of four companies of 
Sepoys, one company of Artillery, and the company of French Rangers, lay at 
Mirzapoor. 
Theſe were ordered to march immediately to Ramnagur. Lieutenant-ColoneTt 
Blair was ordered to detach a battalion of Sepoys from the garriſon of Chunar on 
the fame deſtination. It was intended that as ſoon as theſe corps had joined, and 
were properly equipped for ſervice, Major Popham ſhould take the command, and 
proceed againſt the forces quartered in Ramnagur. I wrote an order expreſs to 
Captain Blair who commanded the battalion from Chunar, commanding him to- 
halt at a ſecure diſtance from Ramnagur, and wait for further orders; and Ma- 
jor Popham, whom I had afterwards veſted with 5 in form, wrote a 
ſimilar order to Captain Mayaffre, the officer commanding the reſidue. of his de- 
tachment, with an additional caution to avoid hoſtilities and attend to the ſafe- 
ty of the whole party, of which being the ſenior officer he would have the com- 
mand till Major Popham affumed it. To enſure the ſucceſs of his operations 
on that fide, he had choſen a convenient and open plain on the ſhore oppolite to- 
Ramnagur for a battery of two mortars which were expected from Chunar ; nor

can there be a doubt that a place ſo peculiarly ill formed for ſuch a mode of 
attack, and in no Rate of defence againſt a wary afſailant, would have proved 
an eaſy conqueſt. Unhappily the ill-timed ambition of a raſh individual defeat- 
ed this plan, and had nearly cauſed the deſtruction of the whole party. Captain 


Mayaffre unwilling, as it appears, for no other poffible motive.can be aſcibed to 
ſo precipitate and irregular a conduct, to loſe the opportunity which his preſent 


and caſual command afforded him of acquiring a military reputation, without 


plan, without inquiry, againſt the advice of his officers, -and againſt order, ordered 


the detachment to march into the narrow lanes of the town, where they were 


oppoſed by the fire of an enemy ſurrounding them unſeen ; and the party which 


entered was in an inſtant annihilated rather than defeated. Twenty-three men 


of the corps of Rangers, with their commander Captain Doxat who led the attack, 


were killed, and ten wounded, The 1ſt battalion of the 6th regiment of Sepoys 
commanded by Captain Blair which followed loſt 57 killed and 41 wounded. The 
whole loſs ſuſtained in all the corps was 107 killed, and 72 wounded. Captain 
Mayattre was killed. The detachment inſtantly retreated. The retreat appears 
to have been conducted by Captain Blair, and in a manner that did him much ere- 


dit. The enemy purſued with little effect, theirmumbers gradually lefſening till 


the detachment arrived within four miles of Chunar, which 1t regained the ſame 


evening. | 

This unfortunate affair happened on the morning of the 2oth-of Auguſt. 

I conſidered myſelf now as plunged in a decided war, and made every proviſion 
both for its ſpeedy termination, and for its confinement to the ſcene in which it 
had opened. | 

Orders were written and diſpatched in multiplied copies to the different military 


ſtations for aſſiſtance ; to the Reſident of the Vizeer's Court for a ſupply of trea- 


ſure, and to Lieutenant-Colonel Blair for an inſtant reinforcement. The detail 


of theſe orders will be ſound in the Appendix. Very few reached their deſtina- 
tion, the communication with every quarter being intercepted, and all the coun- 
try in arms againſt us, and our emiflaries, unuſed to this dangerous ſervice, either 
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made priſoners, or not dating to execute it, and ſecreting their diſpatches. Two 
of my letters reached Colonel Blair, who ordered Captain M' Dougal with the 


2nd battalion of the 6th regiment to march on the next day, which was the 2 iſt, 
to Banaris. I now paſſed an interval like that of. a dead calm preceding a violent 
far, and fraught with all the ſymptoms of its certain approach. Succeſſive 
notices were brought to me by various channels of preparations making at Ram- 
nagur for an aſſault on my quarters, which ſtood in the midſt of the ſuburbs of 


Banaris, and conſiſted of many detached buildings within one large encloſure, 
ſurrounded by houſes and trees, which intercepted. every other proſpect. Ihe 


whole force which I had left amounted to about 450 men. The reports of an 
intended aſſault, which was fixed for that night, grew ſtronger as the day advan- 
ced; the boats on the other ſide of the river were ſeen to be in motion ; and beſides 
the moral certainty of the real. exiſtence of ſuch a deſign, the obvious advantages 


Which it preſented to the enemy who had nothing left to fear, and nothing elſe 


to do, precluded all heſitation but on the choice of expedients for defeating it. 


There were but two, which were, to wait the danger and try the chance of re- 


pelling it, or to retreat to a place of greater ſecurity or of equal advantage for the 


encounter. The confined ſtate of the place, of which any deſcription will be in- 
ſufficient to convey an adequate idea, rendered the firſt plan impraQticable. We 


had not a force ſufficient to guard all the defences of that place, nor a tore for | 
the proviſions of a day, even for that {mall number. The only arguments for it 


were the diſgrace of a flight, and the conſideration of our wounded Sepoys whom 


it might leave at the diſcretion of a mercileſs enemy. The former conſideration 


yielded to the ſuperior weight of neceſſity : The latter to the impoſſibility of pro- 
tecting the wounded men in either caſe, as they were quartered at the diſtance of 
near a mile from Mahadew Daſs's garden; nor would it have been poſſible in 
their condition, and in the multiplicity of preſſing exigencies-which the reſolu- 
tion to remain would have created, to remove them. Yet theſe conſiderations 
held me ſuſpended during the whole courſe of the day. In the evening it be- 
came nceeſſary to come to a final determination, as the delay of a few hours might 
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now preclude every Sp. | I conſulted Major Popham. He declared the de- 
Fence of that place impoſſible and adviſed a retreat to Chunàr. There were other 


Field- officers with me. I aſked for their opinions ſeparately. They clearly and 


unheſitating}; 7 agreed in the ſame advice. My opinion had been determined from 


the inſtant that Ireceived the certain information of Captain Mayaffre's defeat. I had 
not yet received the news of Captain M Dougal march, nor any anſwer to the 
letters which I had written to Lieutenant-Colonel Blair for a reinforcement ; nor 
could I know whether theſe had reached him. TI yielded to the reluctance of a 
ſew minutes. My reſolution was taken, and declared, and orders given to form 
our little corps, that we might have time to gain the open country. before the 
enemy having notice of the deſign could croſs and attack us at the diſadvantage 
of the ſtreets, lanes and broken ground which we had to pals before we could reach 


it. Theſe orders were iſſued between ſeven and eight o' clock, and by eight the 


the line was in motion, having been much retarded and impeded by an incredible 
tumult of ſervants, Palankeens and baggage of every denomination, which for. a 
time threatened a total obſtruction to our march. Fortunately this enormous maſs 
took the wrong road, which left the right with a free and undiſturbed paſſage for 
the Sepoys. On the way we paſſed Captain M Dougal's battalion about nine 
O' clock. We ſent him timely notice of our movement : He turned ind join- 
ed us. Early the next morning we arrived at Chunar. 

It is proper to mention that as ſoon as I had formed my reſolution to leave Bana- 
ris, I ſent my Moonſhy to the Nabob Saadut Ally Khan to inform him of it, and 
to recommend the wounded Sepoys to his care, believing that the Rajah from a con- 
fideration of policy would not chuſe to moleſt them, eſpecially as he could have 
no motive or objed to it but revenge, if he would ſhew a determined reſolution 


to protect them. The ſame requeſt I made to him in writing after my arrival at 
Chunar. I owe him the juſtice to atteſt that he faithſully and liberally complied 


with my requeſt, He viſited them himſelf, and furniſhed them with proviſions 
and with money, and appointed native ſurgeons toattend them, and as they were 


able to bear it he cauſed them all to be removed to his own quarters. 
Many 
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Many reports and ſ aſpicions have hevailed of his being * in ſome of the 
Ae which were formed againſt us. I can neither eredit nor refute them. The 
evil imputed to him is at beſt doubtful: The good which he did is certain, and 
he is entitled to the entire merit of it. | 

I avail myſclf of this repoſe in my narrative to relate another inftance of private 
merit in Beneram Pundit the Vakeel or miniſter of the Rajah of Berar, and his 
brother Biſſumber Pundit. Theſe perſons had come to pay their cuſtomary attend- 
ance at my quarters about the time that the line Was already on the march. They 
immediately joined it. Some time after Haw, and ſpoke to them, expreſſing ſome 
concern to find them in that fituation. They were on foot without a ſingle ſer- 
want or attendant. I ſuffered them to accompany me till we came to the plain 
and halted. I then thanked them for the proof which they had ſhewn of their 


attachment, with which I was ſatisfied, and deſired them to return, as they had 


alarge family in Banaris which would be expoſed by their continuance with me 
to the reſentment of Cheit Sing, and perhaps to the worſt effects of it; nor could 
by their preſence afford me any ſervice which could repay what I myſelf ſhould feel 
of compunction for ſuffering.them to be expoſed to ſuch hazards. They refuſed me 
in a peremptory manner, without compliment, or the oſtentation of performing 


meritorious ſervice ; and perſiſted, although I as peremptorily inſiſted on their re- 


turn. I then deſired that the elder brother who was corpulent, and of a conſti- 


tution leſs equal to fatigue, would return, and the younger only remain; but 
could not prevail. A few days after my arrival at Chunar I caſually mentioned 
to them my diſtreſs for proviſions, which was occahoned principally by the want 
of money; for ſuch was our total loſs of credit that we could not raiſe a ſufficiency 
even for the ordinary wants of our {mall detachment ; and it was with.great dif- 
ficulty, and a degree of violence that Licutenant-Colonel Blair extorted from the 
Shroffs of Chuvar, who had lived and grown opulent under the protection of the 
garriſon, the ſmall ſum of 2, 500 Rupees, which was diſtributed among all the Se- 


Poys, and afforded a ſatisſadory relief. Beneram Pundit immediately, and with 


an. eagerneſs which belonged to his character, told me that he had a Lack of Ru- 
E Pes 
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pees in ready- money lying in his houſe at Banaris, which I might take, if I could 
find any means to receive and convey it to Chunar; and the younger brother ad-

viſed, as the ſimpleſt expedient, to ſend a battalion of Sepoys ſor that purpoſe, which 


could eaſily go and return without interruption, as there were no troops ſtationed 
near the town on that fide of the river, offering to accompany it himſelf, and 


to bring away the money. I rejected this propoſal for an obvious reaſon, and pre- 
ferred the trial of the means which the Shroffs are ſuppoſed to practiſe for the con- 


veyance of money on ſuch occaſions. I accepted a draught on their family for 
the ſum, payable. to Contoo Bauboo, my Dewan, who had been leſt in Banaris, 
and ſent it incloſed in a letter to him, with directions to concert with Gopaul Daſs 


the means of conveying it to Chunar. This proved ineffectual. Con too Bauboo 
could not be found. Gopaul Daſs was ſeized, I forget at what exact period of. 


time, and ſent a priſoner to Lutteefpoor ; and in a ſhort time after Contoo Bau- 
boo was alſo taken, and conveyed to the ſame place of confinement. T:was O- 


bliged therefore to wait for a more favorable opportunity, which never happened 


while I remained at Chunar. After my return to Banaris, Beneram — 


peated the offer. I accepted it, and received the whole amount on the inſtant, 

giving him a note in the Company's name and in the uſual form for the ſame. 
Examples of fidelity and national attachment merit the ſirſt reward of bein g re- 

corded. In me it is a duty both of public and private obligation to relate What 


I have related. Their merit is national; for under whatever impreſſions their 


aſſiſtance was offered, its object was the national ſervice ; nor can my perſon in 


ſuch an. inſtance be ſeparated from my public character. 5 + 

On'the-2oth or 21ſt, I forget which, I received a letter from Rajah Cbeit Ang, 
filled with expreſſions of ſlight concern for what had paſſed, and profeſſions, but 
indeffinite and unapplied, of fidelity. I did not think it becoming to make any 
reply to it, and I think I ordered the beater of the letter to be told that it requir- 
ed none. . Fd 


On the morning of the 2 iſt a perſon came to Mr. R. Johnſon,* who was one of my

party, and deſired his inter poſition with me to receive a letter and meflenger from 


the 
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"the Rajah in the evening with propoſals for an accomodation. The like applica- 
tion was made by Myrza Abdullah Beg, the Rajah's Vakeel, to my Dewan Con- 
too Bauboo; and with my permiffion Contoo Baubov returned to his own houſe 
in the evening to meet the Vakeel by appointment for that purpoſe ; by which: 
means he miſſed the opportunity of going off with:me, the intelligence of my in- 
tention reaching him too late for him to join me, or his infirm ſtate of body not 
admitting of his taking ſo haſty a reſolution. The ſubſtance of the meſſage, as it 
has been ſince delivered to me by Abdullah Beg in writing, was to exculpate him- 
ſelf from any concern in what had paſſed, which he charged to the inſolent be- 
| havior of a ſervant of the Reſident ho was preſent, and the reſentment of his 
own people; and to profeſs his obedience and ſubmiſſion to my will in whatever” 
way I ſhould diQate. | 

I regarded this as an artifice"to gain time, ſince the meſſage, whatever were the 
ſubſtance of it, might as eaſily have been delivered in the morning as in the even- 
ing, and the meſſenger might have obtained an eaſy acceſs to me without the in- 
trigue and myſtery of ſecret and indirect applications. 

I have been ſince confirmed in this opinion by the two following anecdotes, 
and their exadt coincidence with the deſign to which I attribute that juſt recited. 

On the morning of the 21ſt, while preparations were making to croſs Captain 
M“ Dougal's battalion, three men, two ſtrangers, and all volunteers, went ſucceſ- 
lively to Colonel Blair with intelligence that a deſign was formed to eſcalade the 
fort of Chunar with a numerous force on that night, and an earneſt caution that 
he ſhould not diminiſh the ſtrength of his garriſon. 

The intelligence and advice delivered by each were expreſſed nearly i in the ſame. 
words. When M*-Dougal's battalion was on the road, three men, ftrangers and 
volunteers like the former, came to him ſucceſſively with intelligence that a larger 
body of armed men lay wait to intercept him at a village called Beeteeburr, and 
warned him not to procced. He proceeded, but did not meet a man. Lieute- 
nant-Colonel Blair cauſed a more than ordinary watch to be kept on that night | in 
the fort, but not a man appeared to attack it. Not one of theſe emiſſaries has ever 
been ſeen ſince. TY As 


. 


As it had beck my . intention to meke but a ſhort. Ray at Bense, the 


Nabob Vizeer in the expectation of my viſit had already left his capital, and ad- 
vanced to a thort diſtance to meet me. I conſidered that his preſence would prove 


of much ſervice by its influence on our eredit; and his troops, rabble as they were, 


might ſerve to keep the country in awe, and to divide the attention of the enemy. 
But theſe advantages would invert the relation of our alliance, and give him a 
ſuperiority in our meeting which would defeat the purpoſes of it Beſides that 
did not think it conſiſtent with the dignity of our government to employ a foreign 
aid for the ſuppreſſion of a rebellion of its own ſubjedts. I therefore wrote a letter 
to the Nabob requeſting him to return to Lucknow, and remain there until I ſhould 
have leiſure from the actual diſturbances to proſecute my original journey. The 
Nabob refuſed to comply with this injunction, and on the firſt; intimation of my 
difficulties refolved to join me; and he executed this purpoſe with ſuch apparent 
earneſtneſs, that he made his firſt ſtages with no other attendance than about 100 
horſe, and about four companies of his body- guard, with his uſual domeſtic attend- 
ants. As ſoon as I was informed of this, to remove any unfavorable impreſſion 

of my former letter under the conſtruction of diſtruſt, I wrote another to the Na- 
bob expreſſing the warmeſt ſenſe of ſuch a teſtimony. of his attention, apelogiz- 
ing for what Thad before written from an unwillingneſs to involve him in a ſcene 
of trouble, and expreſſing my W to ſee him at Chunar according to. own. 
wiſhes. 


In the mean time I had received ſeveral intimations imputing evil 'defigns to 
the Nabob, and warning me to guard myſelf againſt them; and eſpecially to be 
careful that I did not expoſe myſelf to the effects of concealed treachery by viſit- 
ing him without a ſtrong guard. Many circumſtances favored this ſuſpicion. 
No ſooner had the rebellion of this Zemeedary manifeſted itſelf, than its contagion: 
_ inſtantly flew to Fyzabad and the extenſive territory lying on the north of the 
river Dewa, and known by the names of Gooruckpoor and Bareech. In the city 
of Fyzabad Nawaub Allea and Jenauby Allea, the mother and grand-mother of 
che Nabob, openly eſpouſed the party of Cheit Sing, encouraging and inviting:

cd to enliſt. ſor his ſervice; and. their ſervants took up arms againſt the Eng- 
ith Two battalions of regular Sepoys in the Vizeer's ſervice under the;command 
of Licutenant-Colonel Hannay, Who: had been entruſted with the charge of that 
diſtrict, were attacked and ſurrounded in various places; many of them cut to pieces, 
and Colonel Hannay himſelf encompalled by. multitudes narrowly eſcaped the 
ſame fate, The Nabob Vizeer was charged with being privy to the intrigues which 
had produced and fomented theſe diſturbances, and the little account that he ſeem- 
ed-to make of them, ſerved to countenance the ſuſpicion. I can truly ſay for my- 
felf, that I never afforded it the {lighteſt degree of credit, neither his character, 
| the tenor of, his paſt condudt, the expectations which I knew he entertained of aſ- 
ſiſtance and relief from myſelf, nor his inability to ſupport himſelf without the 
proteRign of our government, allowing me ſor a moment to entertain a thought 
fo injupibus;to his fidelity, and ſo contrary to probability. Yet I was not perſect- 
ly free from apprehenfions ſimilar to ſuch a ſuggeſtion. Tbe Nabob was ſurround- 
ed by men baſe in their characters, and improvident in their underſtandings, his 
favourites, and the companions of his looſer hours. Theſe had every cauſe to 
dread the eſſect of my influence on theirs; and both theſe, and the relations of the 
family, whoſe views of conſequence and power were intercepted by our partici-

pation in the adminiftration of his affairs, entertained a mortal hatred to our na- 
tion, iand.openly avowed.it. Theſe all joined in preſcribing the moſt pernicious: 
and fatal counſels to the Nabob, repreſenting this as the time to deliver himſelf 
from What they deſcribed as the yoke. of ſervitude. Although he firmly rejected 
all their perſuaſions, and I was affured.of it, yet he himſelf was at their mercy; 
andjit was in their power to uſe both his authority and his perſon for the perpe- 
tration-ofitheir-own deſigns; nor eould I uſe any precaution to avoid them, which 
would not appear to proceed from a diſtruſt of the Nabob himſelf. I never com- 
municated my apprehenſions, nor acted from them; and had the ſatisfadtion of re- 
ceiving· che Nabeb, of maintaining an intercourſe with him with every mark of 
the moſt ſecure and mutual confidence, and n e e him with We de- 
moriſtration ef mutual ſatisfadion.

had before written to Colonel Morgan for àffiſtance. I now repeated the 6r- 
der; and as the iſſue of a war begun with ſuch diſadvantages on our ſide, and 
with the total loſs of the country, was doubtful, T added an order to follow with 
his whole ſorce, with another to Colonel Sir John Cumming, who commanded 
at Futtehgur, to fupply his place at Khaun poor. I confidered that if we were 
ſucceſsful with a leſs exertion, it would be eaſy to countermand theſe orders be- 
fore the troops could have advanced far in the execution of them; but if we fail- 
ed of ſucceſs, and ſuch orders were not ſent, it might be too late to iſſue them with 
any hope of effe&t from chem, or even of their being received, fince the communi- 
cation which was now very difficult and uncertain, might then be abſolutely pre. 
clud:d. None of my letters reached Colonel Morgan till he had taken his reſolu- 


tion. Reports were conveyed to him of my fituation, and paſt miſadventures. joe 
ſudden failure-of intelligence convinced him of the truth of what he heat, 


juſtly concluding that orders had been ſent which had been ſtopped aden dae to 


him, he at once reſolved to execute their ſuppoſed and obvious purport, and de- 
tached a force ſuperior to that which I had required, to my aſhſtance. It conſiſted 
of two regiments of Sepoys, thirty European Artillery-men, and two com- 


panies of the European regiment, with four ſix-pounders, one howitz, tumbrils, 


ammunition, draft and carriage cattle. For the greater expedition he ordered his 


detachment to proceed by water. The zeal of the officers ſo well ſeconded that - 


of their commander, that although it appears that the reſolution was taken on 
the 29th, the whole were embarked, and in movement on the 3 iſt of the month. 


Major Crabb commanded the detachment. 


A long interval of time, which acquired its full meaſure from the magnitude 


of the events which were expected to grow out of it, and their uncertain produc- 
tion, paſſed in total ignorance of the ſucceſs of the various orders which had been 


diſpatched, and of the ſuccors which might be preparing for us. One half of the 
province of Owd was in a ſtate of as complete rebellion as that of Banaris. Fut- 
teh Shah had invaded Sirkar Saurun in our own province, Bahar, ſupported by 


ſupplies of money, and encouraged with promiſes of more, from Cheit Sing m 
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of the Zemeedars of Bahar had-diſcovered ſymptoms of difafeion; and jreports 
were made to me of levies of men openly entertained: for the enemy from our owN]/n 
ſubjects in that province even the wretched. ſubjecds of Na paul dared. to ſeize by 

force ſome villages to which they had a claim, and had ſometime before ſupplicat- 
ed the attention of our government to it. In my impatience; for advices I dread- 

ed that every packet would bring a freſh accumulation to our: diſtreffes, and the 

news of commotions in every quarter. At this period a letter found its way to me 
from Colonel Muir, who commanded the army employed againſt Mahdajee Sin- 
dia, informing me of overtures made by that Chief for aſeparate peace. This had 
been one of the objects of my journey to this quarter; but eagerly as I bad ſought 
ſuch an event, I was proportionably mortified to learn with what facility it might 
have been accompliſhed, and how unſeaſonably our domeſtic misfortunes had hap-- 
pened to defeat ſo fair a proſpedt of-it. I had no money, nor credit equal to the 
ſupply of 3000 Rupees and by an unfortunate train of official perplexitics, which 
had happened ſome time preceding this, both Major Popban' 8 regiment, the Ran- 
gers, and all the cor ps of the garriſon of Chunarg \ Were four months f in arrears,

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On the 3d of September Major Popham detached Captain Blair with His buttali- 


on and two companies of his own grenadiers to ſurprize the camp at Pateetat 
They marched at three in the mornin 85 and arrived at the ground by day-li glit; : 


but found it abandoned, and the enemy waiting for them in complete order at 


about a mile beyond it. A bloody action enſued; in which the enemy, as might 
be expected from men fluſhed with recent ſucceſſes, fought with a deſperate intre- 
pidity. Our Sepoys began to break into diſorder, when by a well-timed and ſuc- 
ceſsful attack of the enemy's guns by two companies of grenadiers headed by 
Licutenants Fallon and Birrell, the fortune of the day turned in our favor, and 
the field was leſt to our poſſeſſion, with four guns and four tumbrils. One 


of the guns, its carriage being broken, Was ſpiked and left. The other three, 


with one of the tumbrils loaded with asmuch ammunition as it could carry, were 


brought away. The other three tumbrils, with 200 Maunds of looſe dene

mered, were ſound and leſt in a village adjacent. | 
Our loſs in this adtion was very great. We had 48 men killed, * 8 5 wound- 


ed. That of the enemy was unknown, but muſt have been conſiderable. Their 


guns were well ſerved, and it was from their execution that we principally ſuf⸗ 


fered. It was remarkable that they had all the apparatus of our artillery, ſuch 


as port-fires, tubes, chain' and quilted grape ſhot &c. equal, or nearly equal, to 
the production of an European laboratory. Samples of each kind will be ſent to 


the board. Their artillery did not anſwer to the quality of the ſtores. One gun 
was of modern caſt, and with its carriage, which was not bad, ſaid to have been 
made at Ramnagur. The others were of a very old caſt and conſtrudion, and their 


carriages bad and much worn. This was the general character of all the ordnance 


taken in the courſe of the war. 
Dearly as this victory was purchaſed, with the expenditure of one fourth of the 


party, it was yet a victory, aſcertained and acknowledged and had its due effect 


of impreſſing the enemy with diſcouragement, and our own men with confidence ; 


and it was an earneſt of our future ſucceſs in the public opinion, which at all times

I muſt not omit in this place an inſtance of vengeance which marks the ſangui · 
nary character of Cheit Sing, and too ftrongly proves, that if the other exceſſeʒ 


committed by his people were not authorized by his expreſs order, they were per- 
petrated under che iofluence of his example, and the knowledge of his inclination, 
Fourteen men of the corps of Rangers had been left ſick at Mirzapoor when 
the remainder of Major Popham' s detachment marched under the command of Cap- 
tain Mayaffre to Ramnagur. They were made priſoners, and ſent to Lutteef- 
poor. They arrived there on the gd of September, about the ſame time that news 
was received of Captain Blair's action at Patceta, which happened on that mor- 
ning. What provocation they gave, or whether any, is not known. It is ſur- 
miſed, but I know not the authority, that one of theſe unhappy men expreſſed 
a joy on hearing that our arms had been ſucceſsſul. They were all butchered-on 
the ſpot, and almoſt in the immediate preſence of the Rajah; except one man who 
made a ſhift to crawl wich a mangled body to the neighbouring woods, Where he 
ſubſiſted for a ſew days; returned ! received * and is ſtill a4 
and in our camp. (a?; 515 . 
On the 10th of September at 3 7 in NaN Major art

Pateeta is a very large town ſurrounded by a rampart of earth ext ing to a 
great diſtance beyond it to the hills adjoining. The fort itſelf is a ſmall ſquare 
houſe of ſtone, itſelf fortified with four round towers, and encloſed with a high ram-- 
part, and a ditch, which is in moſt parts broad and deep. Its greateſt advantage 
againſt an enemy to whem delay. was defeat, was that it was inviſible to its aſ- 
failants..

aſſertions of his own innocence, chargin g the maffacre at Shewallah to the Chubdar 


whoſe [ſults provoked the reſentment of his ſervants whom he could not reſtrain, 


and claiming a merit from his having in the three paſt actions been the ſuffering 
party, though ſucceſsſul, and in none the aggreſſor; adding general offers of ac- 


commodation, and in the letters written by his order a pompous diſplay ol his in- 


exhauſtible wealth, the multitude and bravery of his ſorces, and the devoted affec- 


tion and fidelity of all his ſubjects. I refuſed to anſwer them, letting him know 
that they were written with too much preſumption, in the ſtyle of equality, and 


with inapplicable proſeſſions, which were no better than none. Some of theſe 


letters will appear in the appendix : The reſt were loſt. 


It had been intended to begin ouroperations with the attack of Ramnagur; part- 
ly becauſe it had been the ſcene of our firſt diſgrace, and principally becauſe the 


repoſſeſſion of the capital, which would follow the capture of Ramnagur, would, 


it was thought, redeem our credit with the public, and be deemed equivalent, 
in the diftant reports of it, to the complete recovery of our authority over the 


country; as the exiſtence of a ſugitive chief in the wilds and mountains would 


be little regarded, when he was expelled from the capital of his government and 
the ſeat of his colle.oce. For this purpoſe battering cannon and mortars were 


ordered 
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a dered to Major Popham's Camp, and every other preparative m made Y a ſiege: 
This cauſed the delay of ſome days. In the mean time a man, named Bundoo 
Khan, a native and inhabitant of the © town of Chunar, gave information, that 

as the Rajah's 5 force was principally collected at Lutteeſpoor and Pateeta, and was n 

daily accumulating, it would become exceedingly difficult to diſlodge him, if he 
was allowed to gain too great ſtrength there by a proceſs of detailed and conſecu- | 
tive operations; that the approaches both to Pateeta and Luttcefpoor 1 were ſtrong 
ly guarded, and eſpecially thoſe of Lutteefpoor, which he deſcribed: as unaſſaila- 
ble, but with a great and certain loſs, on this fide, the only road to it lying 

through Pateeta; and even if carried, untenable from the ſtrength of the paſs be- 

hind it, of which the enemy would keep poſſeſſion in defiance of all our efforts, 
and againſt any ſuperiority of numbers. This paſs takes its name from the adia- | 
cent village of Suckroot. He adviſed a divided plan of attack, to be executed” at 

the ſame point of time; one on the fort of Pateeta, the other on the paſs of Suck 
root; of which, our forces coming on it by ſarprize, it being unguarded and eaſi- 
er of acceſs from above, might eaſily obtain poſſeſſion, and by that means gain 
the ſame advantage over the garriſon of Lutteefpoor, as that would have over us 
if we firſt took poſſeſſion of the fort; with the command of every road of commn- 
nication, if, which he-did not-doubt, we ſucceeded againſt Patecta. He offered 
to conduct the party which ſhould be deftined on the ſervice againſt the paſs of 
Suckroot, by a road unfrequented, and unknown, which he deſcribed with a mi- 
nute, and as it has fince appeared, correct detail. The confidence with which he 
ſpoke, and the confiſtency of his aſſertions and reaſonings upon them, acquired 

a great additional ſtrength from his former recent conduct. He had accompanied 
Captain Blair in both actions of Ramnagur and Pateeta, and had been very fer- 
viceable to that officer by his knowledge of the ground, and by his advice in the 
application of it. His ſervice on both occaſions had been gratuitous, nor did he 
profeſs any motive for that which he now offered, but the-intereſt and r. of a- 
large family, which depended on our fueceſs.

The news of theſe concurrent ſucceſſes being conveyed to the Rajah at the 
ſame inſtant of time alarmed him exceedingly tor his own perſonal ſafety. His 
fears were excited with a more forcible impreſſion by the ſurprize of the ad- 


vance of ſo great a force from a quarter where he had not expected any. With 
his face turned towards Chunar, and his whole attention and that of his people 
directed to the movements which were made on that fide, they had-no ſuſpicion 
of any deſign being formed behind them. The firſt intelligence which was re- 
ceived of Major Crabb's party deſcribed it as conſiſting of the followers of Owlan 
Sing, and only three companies of our Sepoys ; the Hircarrahs who conveyel the 
news poſſibly miſtaking the advanced-guard for the whole force, and reporting it 
accordingly.; nor was the real ſtrength of the party known even by that which was 
detached to oppoſe it, until the inſtant of the action. Ibis circumſtance was related 
at the time, and has been ſince confirmed to me by an officer named Myher, Who 
commanded a ſmall body of the Rajab's Sepoys and the guns in the action. No 
deſign could be more judictoully planned, or more happily executed. Even the 
impediments and diſappointments which attended it ſerved but to promote the 
coincidence of the final movements of its operation, with ſo well-timed an effeQ, 
that the difference of time which paſſed between the engagement at Lora and 
the conqueſt of Pateeta, was little more than that which would be required by 
the difference of the diſtances of each from Lutteefpoor, for the news ol each ſuc- 
ceſs to reach Luttecfpoor at the ſame inſtant. | 

Cheit Sing inſtantly prepared for flight. His road to Bidjeygur, which was 


his laſt reſuge, lay through the paſs, which he durſt not attempt. He left Lutteef- 


Poor about three or four in the afternoon ; and making a circuit over the hills 


gained the high road at the diſtance of Tome miles beyond the paſs, and proceeded 
with a few followers to the neighbourhood of Bidjeygur. Some others followed 
and rejoined him. The reſt left without orders ſtayed but to plunder the place, 
and evacuated it. The Gaung-wallahs, or Militia compoſed ol the huſbandmen, 


who had been ſummoned to attend him, all fled to their own homes. So rapid 
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was the report of this event in its communication, and ſo decifive i in its eſſect, that 


the fort of Suttecſgur, which lies about ſeven'or eight miles to the northward of 8 


Lutteefpoor, and the palace of Ramnagur, were evacuated on the ſame evening ö 
and the allegiance of the whole country reſtored as completely i in the courſe ol a 
few hours from a ate of univerſal revolt to its PIojer channel, as if! it bad never 
departed from 1 1 

On the next morning, the 2 1, Major Crabb marched through the paſs to Lut- 
tecfpoor, and found it abandoned. 


On the ſame day Major Moſes Crawford, with the 28th regiment of Sepoys, = ar- 


rived from Dinapoor, and, joined the detachment. | 


Major Balfour was detached on the morning of the 22d to Ramnagur, of which 


he took quiet poſſeſſion. No one remained to oppoſe him. 

Being defirous of returning without loſs of time to Banaris, and the preſence 
of the Nabob Vizeer being more urgently required for the quiet of his country, we 
parted on the 25th with every expreſſion of mutual and real ſatisſaction. The 
annexed copy of my letter to the Board dated the 29th of November contains the 
detail of my tranſactions with him (a). 


On-the next. morning I arrived at Ramnagur, and on the 28th returned to 


my old quarters at Mahadew Daſs 5 garden at Banaris. 8

To quiet the minds of the people proclamations were iſſued, offering pardon to 
all who ſhould peaceably return to their obedience, excepting the perſons of Cheit 
Sing, and his brother Soojaun Sing, whom their late rebellious conduct, and their 


rancour manifeſted to our nation in the. deliberate murder of our ſoldiers, and 


even defenceleſs paſſengers, who had the misfortune to.fall into their hands, had- 


precluded from every title to lenity. Among the unhappy ſufferers to whom the 


above exception alluded was a perſon of the name of Hooker, who had followed 
the occupation of a dealer in European wares to our camps, and had ventured to 


pals in his Budgerow, a little after the unhappy affair of Shewallah, near Ramnagur, 


where he was ſeized, and unarmed as he was, and pleading the innocence of his 


profeſſion, murdered 1 in cold blood. * Soojaun Sing had the command at that time

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in Ramnagur. Two ſoldiers alſo. of Major Crabb's detachment having wander- 
ed from the line were taken and murdered at Gopee Gunge. For this reaſon — 
town was excepted in the proclamation, and has ſince been deſtroyed. 

Muy firſt care after my return to Banaris was to determine the ſucceſſion to tlie 
Zemeedary and Rauje vacated by the forfeiture of Cheit Sing. The right of the 
Company to the diſpoſal of it certainly had not ſuffered by the paſt events. The 

territory had been wholly loſt to their dominion, and wholly conquered by their 
arms: Yet the reſt of the family who formerly poſſeſſed it had nor merited by 
any act of theirs to be involved in the puniſhment of a' man who had been equal- 
ly their enemy, and whom they had regarded as the uſurper of their more legal 
rights; nor perhaps would it have been ꝓrudent to have put the ſubmiſſion of 
the people to the teſt of a new fpecies of dominion. | I thereſore reſolved; in vir- 
tue of the full powers which I poſſeſſed from the board for that purpoſe, to be- 
ſtow it on the next lineal heir. This was Bauboo Mehipnarain. He: was the 
grandlon of Rajah Bulwant Sing by a daughter married to Bauboo Doorgbijey 
Sing. The widow of Bulwant Sing, named Ranny Goolaub Kooer, was Nil liv- 
ing and i in an extreme old age. By the Hindoo law {he might claim the inheri- 
tance. Her daughter alſo, the wiſe of Doorgbijey Sing, might aſſert the like pre- 
tenſion. Had it become a matter of conteſt, I had reſolved to leave it to the de- 


ciſion of the whole body of the Pundits of Banaris. But this reference was unne- 
ceſſary. Doorgbijey Sing yielded up the pretenſion of his wife, and the old Ran- 


ny her own by a writing, ſealed with her name, and acknowledged in the pre- 
ſence of a confidential perſon whom I deputed to her for that purpoſe, declaring 
it to be her wiſh and requeſt, that the Rauje might be conferred on her grandſon 
Mehipnarain. He was accordingly inveſted and proclaimed on the zoth of Sep- 
tember. His father Bauboo Doorgbijey Sing was at the ſame time inveſted with 
the office of Naib, and is in effect the ſole ting manager. He 1 15 about thirty>five 
years of age, his ſon nineteen. | 

I have thought, it proper to etablit, a diſtin and ee beer ſor 
the town of Banaris, The reaſons for this act, the deſcription of the office, and

of the officers ſubordinate to it, are detailed in the ſubjoined letter to the board 


dated the iſt of November (a). Allee Ibrahim Khan, the perſon choſen for this 


charge, was duly inveſted with it on the 2oth of October. 


Oa' the 5th of November I concluded the ſettlement of the revenue which was 


to be Paid by Rajah Mehipnarain, being Rs. 33, 33,3335 8 for the current Mar, 
and a perpetual rent of 40, oo, ooo Rs. for the ſuture. 

The particulars of this tranſaction are contained in my letter to the board da ted 
the 21ſt November (b). 

It has been already mentioned that ſoon aſter my flight to Chunar Colonel Muir 


adviſed me of overtures made by Mahdajee Sindia for a ſeparate peace. I ſent lo 


Colonel Muir credentials and inftruQtions; and on the 13th October a treaty was 
concluded with Mahdajee Sindia. To confirm and improve the advantages obtain- 


ed by it, Ideputed Mr. Anderſon to Mahdajee Sindia, and at the ſame time ſent 


Mr. Chapman, with Biſſumber Pundit, on a ſimilar commiſſion to Mooda] jee Bools- 


lah, the Rajah of Berar. The particulars of theſe tranſactions, and of my views 
relating to them, are contained in the annexed copies of my inſtructions to Colo- 
nel Muir, and of my letter to the board adjoined, dated the 25th November (ch. 
The annexed letter to the board dated 22d November contains alſo the circum- 
ſtances of ſome new arrangements made in the cuſtoms (d). 
On the 8th October Major Naylor with the 23d regiment rie been detached. 


to the relief of Lieutenant-Colonel Hannay, arrived on the northern banks of the 


Dewa, deſeated a large force which had aſſembled round Colonel Hannay, and 
entirely diſperſed them. The return of the Nabob ſoon aſter effectually reſtored 


the quiet of the country. | 
About the ſame time a regiment of Sepoys under the command of Major Lucas 
defeated' and drove Futteh Shah from the diſtrict of Sirkar Saurun. 
After having gained poſſeſſion of Lutteefpoor, Major Popham loſt no time in 


proſecuting his march to Bidjeygur. Cheit Sing did not wait his approach, but 
5 8 fled,.

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fled, taking with him as much treaſure as his elephants and catnels could carry, 
which has been reported to me to have conſiſted of one Lack of Mohrs, and fif- 
teen or fixteen of filver (a), beſides jewels to an unknown amount. His wiſe, a 

woman of an amiable character, his mother Pauna, and all the other women of 
his family, -and the ſurvivors of the family of his father Bulwant Sing who were 
connefted with his, were left in the fort of Bidjeygur. He took the route of Re- 
wa, and from thence proceeded to Panna, the capital of Boondelcund, pay in g and 
plundered as he paſſed. He was by the laſt advices in that country, the Rajah 


proſeſſing in his letters to me a reſolution to withdraw his protection from him, and 


bv 


ſecretly favoring him. 
The ſortreſs of Bidjeygur ſurrendered by capitulation on the 10th of November, 


yielding to Major Popham the peculiar credit of having ſurmounted all the ob- 
ſtacles which nature and art had oppoſed to the conqueſt of two of the fortreſſes 
of Hindoſtan which had been before univerſally deemed impregnable. 

I have now brought my narrative to its proper concluſion, at that point in which 
all the movements which ſorm the ſubject of it, and all their objects, appear to 
have attained their full and complete termination. I regret the length to which 
it has been drawn „ and fear that it will appear unreaſonable to thoſe who may 
conſider it a point of duty to give it a thorough peruſal, and who will ſcarce fail 
to refle, that it contains in effect the hiſtory of but one month. e myſelf the 
reflection affords a different ſenſation, when applied to the multitude of events, 
and their magnitude, comprized within ſo ſhort an interval of my public life. 
I have aimed at brevity, both in the ſeledtion of ſaQs, and in the narration of 
them ; having omitted every circumſtance which, though engaging a portion of 
my attention at the time, had no connefion with the general train of events, o 
influence on the character by which they are diſcriminated from the ordinary courſe 
of aflairs. F or the ſatisfaction of ſuch as ſhall have more patience or leiſure to look 
into them, I have added as an appendix copies of all the material papers which 


have a relation to the narrative, but which would have encreaſed the bulk of it, 


and diſturbed the attention, if inſerted in the body of it.

ſtrike my mind, that matters of ſuch nctoriety here would require. "oY more au- 


thentic verification of them at home, than the recital of the man ;whoſe reputation 
is ſo immediately concerned, as mine is, in the judgment which my ſuperiors, and 
which the public at large will have a right to ſorm upon it. I am ſenſible of the 
wiſdom of the precaution, and ſorry that it was not earlier intimated, that I might 
have had time to have collected a larger fund of evidence; although I have reaſon 
to be ſatisfied with the weight of that which I have obtained. Let it be allo re- 
membered that this relation itſelf has been written under the force of an obligati- 
on as binding as. that of an oath adminiſtered and taken in all its legal forms. 
Whatever judgement may be paſſed on my particular conduct, I am yet hap- 
py that it has proved the means of calling forth the inherent virtue of my country- 


men, and diſplaying to all the powers and people of India both the national cha- 


racer, and the national conſtitution, by ſuch effects as have been unrecorded in 


their hiſtories, and are ſcarce conceivable by their habits of thinking. 


The ſuddenneſs of our calamities; the diſtance of aſſiſtance; the privation of 


every preſent reſource; the maniſeſt intereſt which animated and impelled every 
corps and every individual to the ſupport of the common cauſe ; and the rapidity 
with which they ruſhed to repel the common danger ; are ſaQs of univerſal ob- 
ſervation ; and will contribute more effectually to the permanency of the Britiſh 


influence and dominion, than the moſt ſplendid victories obtained over adverſaries 


ol the higheſt reputation; becauſe they ſhew the harmony which unites all the parts 


of our government, and their augmented ſtrength under the compreſſion of exter- 


nal violence ; and will be remembered as a molt ſtriking example, which every 


man concerned in its operations will apply to his own intereſts and feelings, that 


its greateſt and moſt ſucceſoful exertions have ariſen out of the moſt deſ perate emer- 
gencies, and have Jallen in every ſuch inſtance with the moſt dreadful vengeance 


on the heads of its aggreſſors. 


For the ſenſe which 1 have entertained of the particular condud ol the officers 
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no have gitinguiſhed demſclets in the late ſervice, I cannot expreſs myſelf in

Several of the officers have merited and received particular thanks by name 5 
and it would give the greateſt ſatisfaQion to diſtinguiſh and reward each indy 


vidual in proportion to his ſtation and ſervices. But as no government is poſ- 


ſeſſed of the means of ſuch diffuſive recompenſe, it muſt be unavoidably con- 
fined to thoſe whoſe elevated rank, or pecular ſituation, affords them opportu- 


s nities of laying immediate claim to the more honorary or beneficial teftimonies 


of public gratitude. But ſuch teſtimonies, whilſt they are in poſſeſſion of per- 
ſons in ſuperior rank, give hopes to and excite the emulation of thoſe alſo who 
are in the inferior; and thus by well timed and judicious rewards the * 
rity of the ſtate and the intereſts of its ſervants are united. 


It is on this principle that I requeſt permiſſion to ſolicit the conſideration of 
the board for an honorable recompenſe to the two officers who have been firſt 


inrank, and moſt conſpicuous in ſervices, during the commotions jn this diſtrict. 


„ Lieutenant-Colonel Blair who commanded at Chunar-gur, from the day of 


the fatal cataſtrophe in this town, maniſeited a generous zeal for the public in- 


tereſts, and for my ſafety above all conſiderations for his own. Every requi- 


ſition which I made to him was inſtantly complied with, and he ſent me a rein- 


forcement of a battalion of Sepoys at a time when he had the ſtrongeſt grounds 


to believe that an attack would be made on his own garriſon, which it was in- 


capable of ſuſtaining.

GENTLEMEN, | - 


MUST have recourſe to your indulgence on the occaſion of every report of im- 

portance for the delay in tranſmitting it. Many are the cauſes of theſe delays 
which I need not enumerate, as Jam myſelf the principal ſufferer by them: In- 

deed I am almoſt tempted to ſay that I find a ſufficiency ſor the occupation of 

each day in the evil thereof, and in a thouſand little occurrences leſs known in 
a regular proceſs of buſineſs, which exact their ſhare of attention and paſs with- 
out any ſubſtantial effect. It was for this principal reaſon that I have again ſhit- 
ted my reſidence from Banaris to this place, where I ſhall hope for more leiſure 
to bring up a long arrears of buſineſs, than it would have been poſſible for me to 
have cleared if I had continued there.

To whatever cauſes it may be attri- 
buted, it is certain that we do not at pre- 
ſent reap thoſe advantages which we. 
promiſed ourſelves, and which we at 
firſt derived, from the inſtitution of the... 
Temporary Brigade. The actual. diſ- 
burſements of it have ſallen upon our 
own funds, and we ſupport a body of 
Troops eſtabliſhed ſolely for the deſence 
of the Nabob's poſſeſſions at our own ex- 
pence. It is true that we charge the 
Nabob with this expence ; but the large 
balance already due from him ſhews too- 
juſtly the little proſpect there was of 
diſengaging ourſelves from a burthen, 
which was daily adding to our diſtreſſes, 
and muſt ſoon become inſupportable. 
Although it were granted that the Na- 
bob's debt, thus ſuffered to accumulate, 
might at ſome future. period be liqui- 
da ted, 
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dated, our immediate wants are too 


preffing, and our means of ſupplying 
them too limited, to admit of ſuch a 


drain from our funds as is cauſed by 
the current diſburſements of the Tempo- 
rary Brigade; and their recall on that 


ground alone would be indiſpenſable. 


In ſhort, the exiſtence of this corps added 


conſiderably to a debt which might ne- 
ver be realized, and intolerably to our 
current expences.

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controul of the board afforded too much 
opportunity and temptation ior unwar-

remarkable and incontrovertible, proof 


of the prevalence of this ſpirit has been 
ſeen in the Court-martial upon Captain 
Erſkine, where the court, compoſed of 
officers of rank and reſpectable charaQers 
unanimouſly and honorably, moſt honor- 
ably acquitted him upon an aeknow- 
ledged ſact which in times of ſtricter 
diſcipline would have been deemed a 
crime deſerving the ſevereſt puniſh- 
ment. | 
In a political view the removal of 


theſe ſtations will be of important ad- 


vantage, by contracting our frontier and 
adding to our interior ſecurity and de- 
fence.

Letter of Inſtructions from the Governor General to the Reſident at the 
Vizeer's Court. 


To Mr. NATHANIEL MIDDLETON 
Reſident at the Court of the NABOB VIZ EER. 


SIR, 5 


AVING on the 19th inſtant entered into certain engagements with the 
Nabob Vizeer tending to relieve his finances of a burthen they were no lon- 
ger able to ſuſtain, with ſundry other clauſes, the execution of which is entruſted 
to you, I herewith encloſe an authentic copy of the ſame for your guidance. The 
Nabob on his behalf has ſubſcribed and ſealed an Agreement 1n your preſence, and 
in the preſence of Mr. Richard Johnſon and Hyder Beg Khan, reſpecting the bet- 
ter adminiſtration of his affairs, of which I allo tranſmit you an authentic copy. 


To theſe papers, and to the points conſequently and neceſſarily dependant on 
them, I think it neceſſary to add the lollowing Inſtructions, - to which I require 
your moſt implicit obedience. | a 

I need ſcarcely inform you that my chief object in my negociations with the 
Nabob has been to induce and aſſiſt him to bring his government and finances in- 
to ſuch regularity as to prevent his alliance from being a clog inſtead of an aid to the 
Company ; and to enable him to diſcharge his debt in the ſhorteſt time poſſible. 
To this end the moſt eſſential point is to limit and ſeparate his perſonal diſburſe- 
ments from the public accounts. They muſt not in their total annual amount 
exceed What he has received in any of the laſt three years. This amount in twelve 
equal parts ſhould be paid him monthly out of the firſt receipts; and the remain- 
der of the net collections placed ſeparately in a public treaſury, from whence his 
public military and civil eſtabliſhment muſt be paid under the ſole management 
and controul of the Miniſters with your concurrence. It is of courſe to be un- 
derſtood that this has no connection, and is in no ſhape to interfere with the Com- 
pany's affignments and the collections upon them, which are to be conducted as u- 
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ſual: And as by the addition of the Jagheer lands with their revenues to the Na- 
bob's regular collections his income will, or ought to be, confiderably encreaſed, I 
ſhall expect that the whole of the excels be appropriated to the diſcharge of the 
Nabob's debt to the Company. | 


After ſettling the amount of the perſonal diſpurſements of the Nabob Vizeer 
and his houſehold, the next point that will require your exertion towards the gene- 
ral arrangement of the public charges is to reform the eſtabliſhed Muttaiena 
Troops, reducing them into one eſtabliſhed corps for the whole ſervice. If this 
corps ſhould be brought to conſiſt ſolely of cavalry, it would beſt anſwer mutual 
benefit, leaving no infantry in the Nabob's ſervice but what may be neceſſary tor 
his Body Guard; and to ſupply the deficiency, ſhould any occur from ſuch ar- 
rangement, our infantry may be employed where infantry are wanted. 


The corps reformed and eſtabliſhed, their pay muſt be iſſued from the public trea- 
ſury. No aſſignments to be in future granted them, and thoſe already iſſued to be 
recalled. To complete this, all numbers above what the real ſervice may require, or 
the actual net receipts may be adequate to the full payment of, muſt be diſband- 
ed as faſt as their arrears can be paid off. 


The Nabob will ſelect and appoint his own Commanders; but if he {hould no- 
minate improper perſons, ſuch as men commonly known by the name of Orderlies, 
or others deriving their influence from them, or of known diſaffection to our Go- 
vernment, you are in ſuch caſe to remonſtrate againſt it; and if the Vizeer {hall 


perſiſt in his choice, you are peremptorily and in my name to oppoſe it as a breach 
of his agreement. 


For the management of the collections the Miniſters with your concurrence 
are to chuſe all Aumils and Collectors, and in their choice to be guided by the 


reſponſibility, good reputation, and known ability of the perſons they elect, that 
charges may, as far as poſſible, be avoided. | 


Much is to be ſaid, though little may now ſuit, upon the ſubject of the diſ- 
ſtribution of juſtice in the Nabob's Dominions. For the preſent I limit myſelf to 
direct you to urge the Nabob to endeavour gradually, if it cannot be done at once, 
to eſtabliſh Courts of Adaulut throughout his diſtricts, the Darogahs, Mowla- 
vies, and other officers of which muſt be ſeleQed, as in the caſe of the Aumils, by 
the Miniſters with your concurrence. 'The want of theſe courts is equally hurt- 
ful to the revenue, government, and reputation of the Nabob. 


In conſequence of the diſturbances which the rebellious example of Rajah Cheit 
Sing has cauſed in the Nabob Vizeer's country, I have inſtructed Colonel Morgan 
to affiſt you, on the requiſition of the Vizeer communicated by you to him, or 
at your own ſingle application if any caſe of emergency ſliould make it needful, 


With 
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with ſuch detachments as may be neceſſary, excluſive of the regiment of Sepoys: 
which is ſtipulated: to remain with you at Lucknow. This power you are not to- 
exerciſe but in caſes of the moſt urgent and manifeſt neceſſity. It is directed, that 
the regiment ordered for the immediate protection of your office and perſon at 
Lucknow {hall be relieved every three months, and during its ſtay there ſhall 
act ſolely and excluſively under your orders. T0 


It is finally my poſitive order, that you do not permit any Britiſh ſubject, or 
others claiming the name and protection of the Company, to reſide at Lucknow, 
or within any part of the dominions of the Nabob Vizeer, except the officers and 
ſoldiers of the army acting in their duty, and ſuch perſons as are officially appoint- | 
ed to remain there. And that to ſuch as are now at Lucknow, or in any other = 
part of his dominions not falling within the deſcription of the above exception, - 
you give due notice in writing, that they quit the country, allowing them a 
reaſonable time, not exceeding three months, to ſettle their affairs; and in caſe 
of their refuſal, you are to inform the Nabob thereof, that he may uſe his own: 
authority to compel them to depart. ; I”;

To Epward WIHELER and Joun MpnERSON Eſquires 
Members of the Council of FORT WILLIAM. 


GENTLEMEN, 


AVING thought it neceſſary to eſtabliſh Courts of Judicature for the pro- 
tection of the perſons and property of the inhabitants of the town of Bana- 
ris, [now do myſelf the honor to lay before you a copy of the plan on which theſe 


courts are formed. I ſhall proceed to ſubmit to you the reaſons which have given = 
riſe to this plan, and flatter myſelf that they will induce you to honor it with your = 
concurrence and approbation, 7 B 


The town of Banaris has long been deficient in all thoſe regulations which in 
populous: 


populous places are neceſſary for the preſervation of peace and good order, and 
the protection of the property and perſons of the inhabitants. Whilſt however 
the ſovereignty over it -was retained by the Nabob of Owd, ſome appearance 
of public juſtice was ſtill preſerved, and the awe of a deſpotic prince produced 
reſtraints on the minds and actions of individuals which bore a reſemblance, 
however faint, to the effects of more regular and perſect inſtitutions: But 
theſe reſtraints ceaſed with the cauſe which-produced them. By the treaty made 
with the Nabob Aﬀof-ud-Dowlah on the 2 #{ of May 1775, the ſovereignty of Ba- 
naris was ceded to the Company, and foon aſter the Cutwallee or Superintendance 
of Police was formally made over by us to-the late Rajah. From this-period the 
appearance of public juſtice was gradually effaced, until at laſt without any ſyſ- 
tem of police, any courts of judicature, or any awe of the ſovereign power, the 
inhabitants of Banaris were guilty of enormities and crimes which reflected the 
greateſt diſgrace on the government to which they were ſubject. The relations 
and dependants of the Rajah, or the merchants whoſe credit was uſeſul in the pay- 
ment of the revenue, might violate the rights of their fellow citizens with im- 
punity ; and the ſacred character of a Brahmin, or the high rank of the offende 

were conſiderations which ſtamped a pardon on the moſt flagitious crimes. 


Such was the ſtate in which I found the civil government of the town when 1 
arrived at Banaris. All ranks of people joined in their repreſentations of the ne- 
ceſſity of a reformation ;: and this appeared the more neceflary from a eonfideration 
of the circumſtances which are peculiar to Banaris. Its Temples are-held in par- 
ticular veneration by the proſeſſors of the Hindoo religion, who flock to them on oc- 
caſional pilgrimages from the moſt remote parts of Hindoſtan; and many who have 
acquired independant fortunes retire to cloſe their days in a place ſo eminently eſ- 
teemed for its fanctity. It may therefore rather be conſidered as the ſeat of the 
Hindoo religion than the eapital of a Province: But its inhabitantsare not com- 
poſed of. Hindoos only : "The former wealth which flowed into it from the offer- 
ings of pilgrims, as well as from the tranſactions of exchange, for which its central 
ſituation is peculiarly adapted, has alſo attracted numbers of Mahommedans, who 
ſtill continue to reſide in it with their families. Amongſt ſuch a mixture of per- 
ſons, moſtly without employment, of different countries, and of different ſects 
and religions, it is obvious that every defect of civil government muſt be produc- 
tive of more than ordinary evils; and theſe evils are propagated in all quarters 
of India, to the diſcredit of our government, and to the hindrance-and diſcour- 
agement of thoſe, who under more favorable circumſtances might wiſh to repair 
with their wealth to Banaris.. 


For theſe reaſons, after my return from Chunar, when I begar to ſettle the 
affairs of this Province, the reformation of the civil government of the town of 
Banaris was one of the firſt objects to which I thought it neceſſary to turn my at- 
tention. The plan which I have formed is now ſubmitted to your conſideration. 
Lou will.obſerve that I have eſtabliſhed three diſtin& departments for the police 


and 
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and the civil and criminal juriſdiction, and I have put the whole under the regu- 
lation and controul of one Chief Magiſtrate, who is to be ſubject to the immediate 
orders of the Board. It was at firſt my intention to have included allo under his 
authority the colledion of the Revenues and Cuſtoms of the town; but I found 
that this would give great diſcontent to the new Rajah, and might perhaps hurt 
his influence in the management of the revenues of the reſt of the Province: I 
have therefore left it out; at the ſame time I am ſenſible that it is a defect which 
may occahon ſome inconveniences from the claſhing of the authorities of the Ra- 


Jah and the Chief Magiſtrate. 


The perſon whom J have choſen to fill the important ſtation of the Chief Ma- 
giſtrate is Allee Ibrahim Khan, a man who has long been perſonally known to my- 
ſelf, and I believe to many individuals of our government, and whoſe character for 
moderation, diſintereſtedneſs, and good ſenſe will bear the teſt of the ſtricteſt en- 
quiry. On his good conduct muſt doubtleſs in a great meaſure depend the ſucceſs 
of a plan which is to take effect at ſo remote a diſtance from the ſeat of our Go- 


vernment; and it is chiefly from the reliance which I have in him perſonally that 


I have ventured to delegate a degree ofauthority to him, which 1t would perhaps 
be unſafe to veſt in a perſon of a leſs eſtabliſhed charadter. 


In forming the eſtabliſhment, I have calculated the allowances of the Chief Ma- 
giſtrate and his officers in proportion to the importance and degree of truſt annex- 
ed to their ſeveral employments ; and I have fixed them at ſuch rates as will ſet 
them above the neceſſity, and I hope the temptation, of having recourſe for a ſub- 
fiſtance to the practices of corruption.

W HE RE A 8 the town of Banaris is, and has been for many years paſt, 
totally deficient in every eſſential regulation uſually eſtabliſhed in all large 


and populous places, for the maintenance of peace, and the ſecurity of the 
| perſons

perſons and property of the inhabitants: And W HEREA'S the ſaid place 
is the fixed reſidence or occaſional reſort of perſons of all religions from every part 
of Hindoſtan and Deccan ; and in effect rather the capital ſeat of the religion of 
the Hindoos, than of the territory to which it immediately appertains; and from 

that conſideration alone demands a more immediate protection and attention from 

the powers of government; for theſe reaſons the Governor General, in virtue of 

the powers veſted in him by the Governor General and Council, and in the name 

of the Eaſt India Company, doth hereby ordain and proclaim: 


THA I a perſon ſhall be inveſted with the Chief Magiſtracy of the ſaid town, 
with full and complete authority over every perſon inhabitant or reſident there- 


in, for the preſervation of the peace and adminiſtration of juſtice, with the title 
of Chief Magiſtrate of the ſaid town of Banaris. 


AND it is further ordained and proclaimed, that to enable him duly to exe- 
cute the ſaid duties ſo aſſigned him, three Offices as herein after deſcribed ſhall 
be eſtabliſhed in the manner, and with the powers herein after mentioned. 


FIRST, a Cutwall; whoſe duty it ſhall be to apprehend perſons who ſhall be 
guilty or accuſed of murder, robbery,. burglary,. theft, or any other acts of vio- 
lence committed in the town of Banaris againſt the peace, perſons, or property 
of the people; and to deliver over the ſaid perſons to the Court of criminal juſ- 
tice herein aſter appointed and deſcribed ; and to ſuppreſs and prevent all riots 
and diſturbances in the ſaid town, with the power of inflicting immediate puniſh- 
ment, with {tripes of a rattan, not exceeding twenty, on any offender. For which 
purpoſes as aforeſaid a certain number of Pykes or Peons in monthly pay, and diſ- 
tiaguiſhed by certain known Badges, ſhall be put under his charge and authority 
by the Chief Magiſtrate, to patrole the ſtreets at ſuch times as he ſhall appoint, and 
to be occaſionally employed in executing the other ſervices of his office. And the 
ſaid Cutwall ſhall receive his appointment from the Chief Magiſtrate, who ſhall 
allo have the power of diſmiſſing him and appointing another, and of diſmiſſing 
any of the officers employed under him. And the ſaid Cutwall is required to obey 


all orders relative to the dutics aforeſaid, which he ſhall receive from the Chief 
Magiltrate. | 


SECONDLY, one criminal Court, or Fougedary Adaulut ; which ſhall be 
compoled of one. Darogah and three Mowlavies, men of approved integrity and 
{kill in the knowledge of the Mahommedan laws, for the trial of all perſons who 
ſhall be brought before them and accuſed of murder, highway-robbery,. burgla- 
ry, theft, or any other ads of violence againſt the peace, perſons, or property of 
the people, committed in the ſaid town. And the Sooruthall and Futwah, or 
Proceedings and Sentence, of the ſaid Court, ſhall on the cloſe of every trial be 
laid before the Chief Magiftrate, who after a due examination thereof, fl.

turn 
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turn the ſame to the Darogah and Mowlavies of the ſaid Court, with his warrant 
for carrying the ſame into execution. And the Darogah and Mowlavies of the 


ſaid Court are required and commanded to carry the ſame into execution. And 
the ſaid Darogah and Mowlavies {hall receive their appointments from the Chief 
Magiſtrate, who ſhall alſo have the power of diſmiſſing them and appointing 


others in their room. And the Chief Magiſtrate ſhall have power to eſtabliſh 


Rules of Proceſs for the ſaid Court, which Rules the ſaid Darogah and Mowlavies 


are hereby required to obey. 


THIRDL Y, one Civil Court, or Dewanny Adaulut; which ſhall be com- 
poſed of one Prefident or Darogah, and three inferior Judges, being men of known 
integrity and underſtanding, who {hall be choſen from among the inhabitants 
of the ſaid town, for the trial and deciſion of all debts, pledges, mortgages, 
diſputed accounts, transfers of property, rights of neighborhood, conteſted boun- 
HS. rights of marriage and claims of inheritance, and of all other claims of pro- 
perty, whether real or perſonal, according to the principles of natural juſtice, in 
all caſes not depending on the particular and preſcribed laws and inſtitutes of the 
parties; and in all caſes which ſhall depend on the particular laws and inſtitutes 
of the parties, the {aid Preſident and Judges ſhall firſt determine on the faQs as aſ- 
certained by the evidence before them, 1 5 {hall adjudge the right as eſtabliſhed 
by thoſe facts, according to the reſpedtive laws and inſtitutes of the parties whether 
they be Muſſulmen or Hindoos. And for this purpoſe they ſhall be aſſiſted by 
two Muſſulmen verſed in the Sherrah or Mahommedan law, and two Pundits 
verſed in the Pootee or Code of Juſtice inſtituted for the profeſſors of the Hindoo 
Religion, whoſe opinions {hall be conſulted and taken in all caſes referable to them 
as aforeſaid. AND it is further ordained, that in all caſes wherein the Judges 
ſhall not agree in one judgement, their opinions ſhall be ſeverally delivered ind 
recorded, and the greater number of opinions on one point {hall be taken and con- 
ſidered as the compleat zadgement of the Court thereon ; and if the number of. 
opinions {hall be equal, that of the Preſident ſhall be taken and deemed as equiva- 
lent to two opinions, and the judgement of the Court ſhall be paſſed accordingly. 
And their judgement ſhall be fowl } in all cauſes of which the original amount or 
matter in ſuit ſhall not exceed one thouſand Rupees; and in all cauſes of which 
the original amount or matter in ſuit ſhall exceed one thouſand Rupees, it ſhall 
be allowable to appeal from the judgement of the ſaid Court, within the limited 
time of one month from the date of the judgement, to the Chief Magiſtrate, who 


{ſhall have power to reviſe the ſame, or if he ſhall think fit, to try the cauſes a- 


gain with ſuch further evidence as the parties ſhall bring before him, ſufficient 
reaſons to his ſatisfaction being given for their not having been before produced; 
and either to confirm or reverſe the former judgement, or to paſs a new Judgement 
on the cauſe, and his judgement ſhall be final and concluſive. 


* N D it is hereby required and tack that the Chief Magiſtrate a the 
Preſident 
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Preſident and Judges of the ſaid Court of Dewanny Adaulut ſhall keep records of 

their reſpective proceedings, which records {hall be admitted as evidence in all fu 
ture cauſes. And the Preſident and Judges of the ſaid Dewanny Adaulut ſhalhre- 
ceive their appointments from the Chief Magiſtrate, who ſhall alſo have the power 
of diſmiſſing them and appointing others in their room; And the Chief Magiſ- 


trate ſhall, have the power to eſtabliſh rules of proceſs for the ſaid Court, Which 


rules the Preſident and Judges of the ſaid Court are hereby required to obey. 


AN D it is further required and commanded, that the Chief Magiſtrate, do 
tranſmit to the Governor General and Council monthly copies of his proceedings, 
and reports of all perſons appointed or diſmiſſed in the ſuperior offices; and-of all 
new regulations eſtabliſhed by him as aforeſaid; and of all rules of proceſs inſt- 
tuted for the two Courts of Fougedary and Dewanny Adaulut ; and in general of 
all other matters of conſequence which ſhall relate either to the general ſtate of, the 
town, or to the ſeveral branches of his department ; and ſhall obey all ſuch orders 
as he ſhall receive from the Governor General and Council. Although the autho- 
rity of the Chief Magiſtrate is for the purpoſes of this inſtitution reſtricted. to the 
limits of Banaris, yet, that the ends oi it may not be defeated by offenders flying 
from his juriſdiction beyond thoſe limits, IT IS-HEREBV explained and declar- 
ed, that if any.perſons ſhall be guilty of offences within the town of Banaris, and 
ſhall eſcape beyond the limits of the {aid town, the Chief Magiſtrate, or his officers, 
{hall have power to apprehend with a written warrant, and bring them to juſtice, 
And it is required and commanded, that the Zemeedars, Aumils, or other-officers 
of the diſtrict into which ſuch offenders ſhalb be ſo purſued, do aſſiſt the officers of 
the Chief Magiſtrate in apprehending the ſaid offenders. And that it ſhall be alſo 
lawful for the officers of the Judges of the two Courts of Juſtice to require and 
compel the attendance of witneſſes living beyond the ſaid diſtricts, reaſon. being 
firſt ſhewn to the ſatisfaQtion. of the Judges of the ſaid Court, that the evidence of 
the ſaid witneſſes is neceſſary. „ . 01 


AND IT IS HERE BY. further ordained and proclaimed by the Gover- 
nor General, that Ally Ibrahim Khan be appointed, and that he is accordingly 
from this date appointed the firſt Chief Magiſtrate of the town of Banaris.

Nou will obviouſly: perceive that the fix firſt numbers ſerved as the materials 
on which the ſettlement was formed. The firſt is an eſtimate of the collections 

received: by Rajah Chett Sing, and was delivered to me by the Refident : It cor- 
| reſponds in its total amount with my recollection of a fimilar account, which was 
1 formerly in my pofſeſſion, and ſufficiently with the account No. 3. G. for the pre- 
1 famption of its authenticity. As is was the beſt account that I was able to obtain, 
and the accounts delivered by the Naib were confeſſedly made up of imperſect ma- 
terials, all the accounts having been either carried away by Cheit Sing, or deſ- 
troyed, and all the principal officers of the revenue who could give any infor- 


mation on the ſubject having accompanied him in his flight, I made this the . 
for forming the new ſettlement. 


Although I arty convinced that with pro per manegttront the Zemeedary might 
yield an amount conſiderably exceeding that which I have taken as the eſtimate 
of its value, yet I muſt expreſs my apprehenſion, that unleſs the Naib can find 
means to avail himſelf of better official aſſiſtance than he at preſent poſſeſſes, his 
real profits will fall below their allowed amount; and on that account I have en- 

couraged him to hope, that if he ſhall prove himſelf dihgent in his office, and 
punctual in the diſcharge of his Kiſts to the Company, he may hereafter obtain from 
the indulgence of the Board ſome remiffion from the ſtipulated Jummah, when- 
ever the actual demands of the Company ſhall be leflened, and the ſtate of their 
treaſury will admit of it; and this I ſhall recommend as an act of generoſity be- 
coming their former relation to this province, and equally warranted by the prin- 
ciples of good policy; for there are certain lines beyond which the exaction of a 
public revenue will not only defeat its own purpoſe, but operate as effeually to 
a reduction as an intentional aq of bounty could do. But it is not my wiſh to en- 
gage the preferit attention of the Board in a diſcuſſion upon this ſubject, my deſire 
being only to premiſe what I may hereaſter wad necellary to introduce to their 


further 


wag 
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further conſideration, ſo that any future propoſition may not appear to ariſe whol- 
ly from the inſtant occaſion of it. e 
I now proceed to the explanation of the particulars of the ſettlement as con- 
tained in the account No. 3. H. The firſt deduction made from the groſs eſtimated 
Jummah of Rupees 53,06,002-12 is the ſum of Rupees 61, 496 granted in Jagheers 
and other alienations. The firſt is a Jagheer granted to Beneram Pundit of the 
yearly amount of Rupees 25,000. I have already acquainted: the Board with the 
faithful ſervices of this man and his family during the late troubles, which I can 
take upon ine to aſſure the Board, whatever was our opinion of them at the time, 
and however repugnant it may be to our national character to regard any fitua- 
tion of affairs with the eye of deſpondency, were conſidered univerſally by all 
but ourſelves,” equally by friend and by foe, as utterly deſperate. To the merits 
of Beneram Pundit and his brother on this occaſion I muſt add a long ſeries of at- 
tachment and effeQual ſervice from the year 1773 to the preſent time. Though 
the immediate ſervants and confidential miniſters of a foreign ſtate, to the con- 
ſtitutional members of which they have always proſeſſed an almoſt enthuſiaſtic 
devotion, they have zealouſly adopted all my views for the promotion of a con- 
nection between their government and ours. For this purpoſe Beneram Pundid 
at my requiſition made one journey to Naugpoor, and attended Colonel Leſlie and 
Colonel Goddard in the firſt operations of their detachment. Another of the bro- 
thers ſtill attends General Goddard in the ſame a oh and has been of great 
uſe by his letters in refuting the falſe repreſentations which were made from Poo- 
na to the government of Berar of the events of the war. Beneram Pundit pro- 
ceeded to Naugpoor, and chiefly at my requiſition returned, with a conſtitution 
much impaired by the cuſtomary effects of the malignant. chmate of the route ly- 
ing between Calcutta and Naugpoor. To his influence I entirely aſcribe the ge- 
nerous conduct of that government to ours in many ſignal inſtances, which ſtand 
recorded on our conſultations, and will be univerſally acknowledged as ſuch 
when time ſhall have effaced the prejudices with which they have been, and per- 
haps ſtill are repreſented by ſome; and to him I owe the influence which I my- 
ſelf poſſeſſed with the late Dewan Dewaugur Pundit, and its effects while he was 
living. In the ſame ſpirit of common attachment Biſfumber Pundit, the younger 
brother, went inſtrudted by me to Chimnajee Bauboo, the commander of the ar- 
my employed laſt year in the province of Oriſſa, and affiſted Mr. Anderſon in his 
negotiations. In all theſe inſtances I have conſidered and treated them equally 
as the friends of our Government, and the faithful ſervants of their own ; and 
wherever I have been, one or both have been my conſtant attendants. s 


If theſe ſervices ſhall be admitted as meritorious, although they ſhould be aſcri- 
bed to motives of perſonal reſpec to myſelf, ſtill let it be conſidered that it was in 
my character of the firſt and executive member of our ſtate that I received ſuch 


inſtances of it, or could have the means of inſpiring it; and that I doubt whether 
a 
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a national attachment in an alien breaſt can either grow or ſubſiſt on any other 
principle.

For all theſe united reaſons J have thought it incumbent upon me to recom- 

enſe the merits of this family by the ſeaſonable grant of a public income derived 

from the ſettlement of the province in which they reſided, and in the recovery of 
which to our authority they have made to themſelves ſo near an intereſt. 


"I The Board have been pleaſed to repoſe ſo generous a confidence in me, that I 
:B perſuade myſelf that I ſhall not need their excuſe for having determined this act 
1 by my own authority. It was neceſſary to include it in the ſettlement, as it 
would have been the ſource of much embarraſſment, and given riſe to unreaſona- 
ble claims, had it been ordered after the ſettlement had been concluded. I might 
indeed have applied to the Board, and received their anſwer in ſufficient time for 
the concluſion of the ſettlement, had I known that the latter would have been ſo 
long delayed; but it had been from the beginning my intention to form it im- 
mediately on my return to Banaris, and I was only prevented from finiſhing it 
ſooner by the delays and procraſtinations of others which I could not conquer. 


Upon this ſubject I have only to add, that the bounty of our government has 
been rarely exerciſed on ſuch occaſions; that no occaſion ever did more juſtly de- 
mand the exertion of that principle; and that it is one of the duties of govern- 
ment, as it is one of its beſt inſtruments, to exerciſe it for the reward of paſt, and 
for the encouragement of future deſerts. | 1 


The next article will require little explanation and no apology. Bundoo Khan, 
whoſe name is affixed to a Jahgeer of 2000 Rupees annual rent, is an inhabitant of 
the town of Chunar. He attended Captain Blair in the unſortunate attempt on 
Ramnagur, and in the battle fought at Pateeta; and was of much ſervice to that 
officer on both occaſions by his knowledge of the Ground, and by a natural good 
underſtanding which enabled him to apply that knowledge to the incidents before 
him. This man ſuggeſted the expedition, which was afterwards formed, to take 
poſſeſſion of the Paſſes lying behind Lutteefpoor by an unknown and ſecret route, 
and was himſelf the guide of the detachment. Although his former ſervices and 
that which he oſſered upon this occation were gratuitous, yet as the fueceſs of the 

_ enterpriſe appeared to me from his deſcription of it likely to prove the criſis of the 

war, I thought it adviſable to ſecure his fidelity and animate his exertions by ſuch- 

incitements as were likely to operate with the greateſt power on a man of his rank 

and ſituation in lite ; Ipromiſed him a Jagheer in any part of the Company's do- 
minions of which he ſhould make choice, to the amount of one thouſand: Rupecs 

clear yearly rent, if the enterpriſe ſucceeded. The event proved the juſtice of his 

advice, and the truth of his repreſentations ; and his conduct in the coutſe of it ob- 

tained the moſt favorable teſtimony of Major Crabb, the officer who commanded. 
x the 
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the party. On his return to Chunar I inflantly granted him a Perwannah for the 
Alle of Jalaul poor, of which I had allowed him to make choice, ſitua ted in the 
Pergunnah of Patecta. He himſelf told me that it yielded a revenue exceeding 
1500 Rupees, and to prevent future diſputes if it were ch I have inſerted 1t at 


the round ſum of two thouſand. 


Jaggernaut Sing, late Commandant in the 3d regiment of Sepoys, having been 
ſtrongly recommended to me by Colonels Muir, Auchmuty, and other officers of 
rank, whoſe recommendation at this time had particular weight with, me, for a 
proviſion i in his declining; years, after having paſſed thirty of his life in faithful 
and meritorious ſervice, I procured for him a Jagheer in the Zemeedary to the 
yearly value of 1200 Rupees, I am perſuaded that the board will admit the ex- 
pediency as well as the juſtice and, humanity, of making a more comfortable pro- 
viſion than our ordinary invalid eſtabliſhment allows for ſuch native ſoldiers as; 
have merited the particular attention of their ſuperiors ; and I flatter-myſelf that 
the preſent inſtance, as well as the principle on which it is founded. wall. meet 


with their approval. 


The laſt article will be explained in the ſeparate paper No. 3. I. It is a Ga ple act 
of juſtice, and I Was plcaſed that our government ſhould have the credit of rafting 
it. On the ſame principle I iſſued a Sunnud for the reſtoration of certain vil- 
lages which are a part of the original endowment of two Durgahs in the precinds; 
of Chunar. The particulars of this claim are ſet forth in the accompanying pa- 
per No. 3. K. Theſe form no part of the diminution of the revenues. 


With reſpect to the other deductions, they ſtand exactly as they were ſtated by 


the Naib himſelf, except the laſt article, which I myſelf inſerted merely for ad- 


juſtment, that it might make the remaining {um of the net Jummah clear 40 Lacks, 
bt which amount I had predetermined to fix it. : 


The accounts of the ſettlement No. 3. L. M. N. O- require no explanation 
The deduction allowed for the preſent year from the fixed Jummah for devaſtations 
is accounted for in the term itſelf. In the unequal ſums of the Kiſtbundee I was com- 
pelled to yield to the pertinacious inſtances. of the family. I ſhould have been 
better-pleaſed that ſo large a ſum had not been thrown upon the laſt month of the 
year; but this advantage may and ought to be derived from it, that as it has en- 
abled them to make their payments with greater facility, it will leave them with- 
out excuſe if wear fail in any part of them. 


The Agreement No. 3J P. paſſed intl my inclination as well as my advice. A 
ſubſtantial revenue having es obtained to the Company, I wiſhed to pay more, 
regard to their credit than to-the proſecution of any immediate intereſts which 


were not of eſſential 1 UNportanes.”" I knew that an inquiry might ſerve for an in- 
ſtrument. 


strument of gra iieation to i influence, and wiſhed to prevent the tempta- 
tion. Having already allowed the ſum of Rupees 6,66,666 10 10 as a deduc- 
tion from the firſt year's Jummah, I wiſhed to bring the Rajah to agree to the pay- 
ment of the arrears due from his predeceſſor for the laſt year, amounting to the 
ſum of Rupees 4,63,006-5-8 in lieu of the agreement ſince made; but this he 
would not conſent to. What he 1s to pay upon this account therefore remains 


open for future inquiry. 


The Paper of meu No. 3. Q. as it preceded the Glens aught regularly 
to have been inſerted before it; but as the ſettlement ren Was not affected by 
it, it may ſtand in its preſent place. 


Reſpecting the 1ſt Requeſt, I had very early . the Rajah, 8 his 
Naib, that I ſhould not lite him the exerciſe of any privilege or authority, on 
which an opinion of independency could be founded ; that the Mint, the Cutwal- 
ly or Police of the town of Banaris, and the adminiſtration of juſtice to its in- 
habitants; the power of levying forces and maintaining fortreſſes, were common- 
ly underſtood as kinds of royal ties or appurtenances of the ſovereign flate, which 
therefore could not be allowed to him conſiſtently with his relation to the Com- 
pany, nor with the expectations which they would naturally form on the ex- 
perience of the paſt troubles, in the arrangement which I micht make for the fu- 
ture adminiſtration of this province. 


I have directed him to deliver over charge of the mint to the Reſident; whom 
J have alſo ordered to receive it, and to conduct the buſineſs of it until he {hall 
have your final orders reſpecting it; to aſcertain the amount of the annual re- 
venue paid from it to Rajah Cheit Sing during the laſt five years, that the ave- 
rage thereof may be carried to the credit of the preſent Rajah in the payment of 
his revenue to government; to erect proper offices for the ſervices of the mint, 
which to my great ſurprize I find have been performed to this time in the private 
houle of the Darogah; and to form and report to me a proper nennt for 
the mint on the moſt frugal valuation. 


I beg leave to recommend the actual Reſident as well qualified to conduct this 
buſineſs, and to requeſt that you will be pleaſed to continue him 1n the charge 
of it. | 


I have already adviſed you very fully of the appointments 1 I have veſted 
in the perſon of Ally Ibrahim Khan reſpecting the police and adminiſtration of 
juſtice in the town of Banaris. The inſertion of the other articles comprized in 
this requeſt aroſe from my having directed them to be aboliſhed, becauſe they ap- 
peared to me to be diſcreditable and impolitic.

The 2d, 3d, & 5th articles have been often repreſented to me as grievous im- 
poſitions, no leſs in their amount than in the mode of levying them, and a great 
diſcouragement to ſtrangers, whom the ſpirit of devotion might induce to come 
to Banaris. The abolition, in 1tfelf a popular act, and extending its influence to 
every part of India, is likely to pay the lols ariſing from 1t by the inducement 
which it will afford to greater numbers to reſort to Banaris in the proportion of 


the immunity which it preſents to them.

Tux Fackeer repreſents, that all theſe villages were reſumed in the time of 
Munſaram and afterwards the Nabob Sufdar-Fung reſtored the two villages of Behry 
and Begpoor, valued at 1000 Rs. per annum. Theſe are ſtill in poſſeſſion of the 
Fackeers, but they are now ſubje@ to a revenue of 500 Rs. per annum, which 
was impoſed about 18 years ago when Shumſheer Khan, the Naib of Shujah-ud- 
Dowlah, made a general reſumption of one half of all the charity allowances of 
Banaris. The remaining 500 Rs. was confirmed aiterwards by Mr. Mariott, and 
in exception to all other allowances has been continued by the Rajah. The Fac- 
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keer now requeſts to have the whole four villages reſtored, or if this cannot be 


granted, to have the revenue of 500 Rs. taken oft. He does not know the amount 
of the villages of Behry and Begpoor. 


The Cauzee of Banaris being examined, confirms this repreſentation. 


On the 8th of October a Sunnud was iſſued to Mahommed Iſmael the Khaleefa, 
granting the villages of Begpoor and Behry to be held free of revenue for keep-

Copy of a Letter from the Governor General 0 Colonel Muir, dated the 29th 
of Auguſt 1781. ö . 


To CoLoNnEL Muir, 


| & Þ H E treachery of Rajah Cheit Sing has compelled me to retreat to this 


place, where I wait to reduce this Zemeedary, a work I truſt of no- great 
difficulty or time. I have received a letter from you mentioning that Sindia 
has offered terms peace. I hereby give you full powers in the name of the Gover- 
nor General and Council to conclude a Treaty with him on the following In- 
ſtructions. I have ſent you credentials in form . I do not repeat them in this on 
account of the dangers of the road ; but in caſe of their miſcarriage this letter 
muſt ſerve in their. ſtead. Act accordingly, and I will ratify it. Agree with 
him either for an alliance of mutual defence or neutrality. If he defires to in- 
clude the Peaſhwa, you may agree to a-treaty of Peace with the Peaſhwa, and 
an alliance againſt Hyder Ally Khan and all common enemies; or of Peace ſim- 
ply, on the conditions of reſtoring all that we have acquired during the war, 
except Ahmedabad” and the territory conquered for Rajah Futteh Sing Gaycwar, 

* | Ot 
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and the Fortreſs of Gwalliar, and fort and territory of Lahar ; that we will ne- 
ver aſſiſt Ragonaut Row, nor interfere in his concerns, nor admit him into our 
forts or factories; but we will nat deliver him into the hands of any. one. Let 
a time be allowed him to repair to a place of ſecurity. We will yield what 18 
ours, and what we can in honor grant; but we will never ſuffer our treaties to 
be-infringed. nor our faith to be violated. Reſerve for us Baſſeen, if you can, 
even if it ſhould be neceflary to yield in exchange for it all the lands obtained 
by the treaty with Colonel Upten, except Salſett and the other ceded Iflands, 
and the ceded moiety of Baroach : But do not inſiſt on the reſervation of Baſſeen 
to the hindrance of peace. We want nothing from them but their alliande 
' againſt Hyder Ally Khan, and that we diſpenſe with. Be careful that the 
agreement do not contain any thing hoſtile to the Government of Berar, or hurt- 
ful to our connection with it. Obtain the reſtoration of the Chundery Rajah, 
and ſecure, as far as you may have the means, the intereſts of the Rajah of Nur- 
war, and any other Chiefs who have been active in our cauſe. Include the Ra- 
nah of Ghode and Futteh Sing Gaycwar in the peace. To prevent future provoca- 
tions of hoſtility let it be agreed to exclude the French and all other European 
Nations from the Ports and Dominions of the Marattahs. If a treaty has already 
taken place between General Goddard and the Marattah State, the preſent trea- 
ty muſt in ſuch caſe be void; but you may aſſure Sindia that no peace can or 
{hall be made to his prejudice. Send, if you think proper, a confidential perſon 
to Mahdajee Sindia. If he will engage on the above terms he mult; conclude 
them now. Tam making my final arrangements, and, if the time is loſt, a trea- 
ty with him may be for ever precluded by them. Obviate any concluſions which 
he may draw from the preſent ſcene. It regards myſelf perſonally, and myſelf at 
this time but little. Cheit Sing, by the ſudden maſſacre of ſome of the ſepoys of 
my guard, which diminiſhed it to the ſmall number of 400 men, ſhut up with 
me in the cloſe ſuburbs of Banaris, might have effected my deſtruction. I eſca- 
ped the danger, and troops are aſſembling daily, to which he can afford no oppo- 
ſition. While the effect of theſe inſtruſtions is paſſing to Sindia the Rajah's total 
excluſion ought to be accompliſhed. I hope it will. Watt? |

the 10th of * 1781. 


To Coroner Muir. 
ON" 


HAVE lately ſent you diſpatches in duplicate, eien inſtructione and full 
wers for negociating and 1 a treaty of peace with Mahdajee Sindia, 
either for himſelf ſeparately, or with-a reſervation in favor of the Peaſhwa, in caſe 
it ſhould be agreed to include him as a party in the treaty. I have fince received 
intelligence that one of my diſpatches has been intercepted, and it is not unlike- 
ly that the other may meet with the fame fate. I have alſfo:ſent a ſecond letter 
of the ſame. ſubſtance with the firſt, but without credentials. As the preſent op- 
3888 promiſes a more ſafe conveyance, I now ſend you a duplicate of my 
letter of inſtructions, together with a more full and regular commiſſion than 
it was before in my power to forward to you. | 


I had yeſterday the pleaſure to receive your letter of the 17th Ultimo. The one 
which you mention to have written on the 13th has not reached me. I imagine 
it has fallen into the hands of Cheit Sing's people. It is with great ſatisfaction I 
obſerve, from the de putation of Chimnajee Row, that Mahdajee Sindia has in ſome 
degree anticipated the overtures of this government, and that the general expreſ- 
ſions of a deſire of peace uſed at his firſt interview with Mr. Ford indicate a diſpo- 
ſition ſo conſonant with our own. 


If Sindia ſhould. urge the return of your detachment beyond the boundaries of 
his dominions, I lee no. objection to this condition being granted. On the contra- 
ry I' deſire it. There can 1 no uſe for the continuance of the detachment after 
peace is concluded ; nor will there be anything in the ſmalleſt degree diſhonora- 
ble in agreeing to its return. 


The objects of its equipment were to divert Mahdajee Sindia from the opeta- 8 
tions on the other ſide of India, or to withdraw 3 the alliance of the 
Miniſters of the Peaſhwa; and theſe objects having been efſedted, its return be- 


comes a natural conſequence. 


We are under no engagements to protect the preſent dominions of the King, 
nor thoſe of Nudjiff Khan, and the Rajah of Jaynagur ; and if peace is qettled be⸗ 
twixt Mahdajee Sind and us, 1 do not defire that he ſhould be reſtrained in car- 

Tying into execution any plans which he may have formed againſt them; 1 the 
ame 


ame time I think it neceſſary to caution you againſt inſerting any thing in the 
treaty which may expresſly mark either our knowledge of his views, or concur- 
rencè in them. - It will be ſufficient for us, and Sindia ought to be ſatisfied with the 
latitude implied in it, if he is only reſtricted in the treaty from making encroach- 
ments on our own territories and thoſe of our allies, the Nabob Vizeer, the Ra- 
nah of Ghode, and Futteh Sing Guycwar. For theſe an expreſs proviſion muſt be 
made: He muſt in direct terms engage, that he will never 1nvade or in any re- 
ſpect moleſt them, as we will. in the ſame manner ſtipulate with reſpe& to his 


territories, - | | 


In my letter of the 29th ultimo, I inftruged you to obtain the reſtoration of the 
Chundery Rajah, and to ſecure the intereſts of the Rajah of Nurwar, and any o- 
ther Chiefs who have been active in our cauſe. This ſubje& I muſt now leave to your 
diſcretion, as it is not in my power to ſend you ſuch explicit inſtructions as I could 
have wiſhed, not having acceſs: at preſent to your and Colonel Camac's letters, 
which point out the nature and extent of our eonnedtions with each of theſe Ra- 
jahs, and the claims which their paſt ſervices may have given them to our pro- 
tection. In diſcuſſing their intereſts, we muſt make a diſtinction betwixt actual 
and implied engagements. No actual engagements whatever exiſt between us and 
any of theſes Rajahs. Such of them however as have taken an adive part in our 
cauſe are entitled to ſome degree of conſideration. You who are on the ſpot can 
beſt judge of their ſeveral merits, and will attend. to them as far as you may be 
able without hindering the more important objeQs of your negociations. 


Tt ſeems probable that few difficulties will ariſe in ſettling a ſeparate treaty 
with Mahdajee Sindia, and this is the object which I have principally at heart. 
Let it not be impeded or retarded by the obſtacles which may occur. in adjuſt- 
ing the more complicated matters remaining in diſpute betwixt us and the Peaſh- 
wa. A peace With the one muſt ſoon produce a peace with the other. Let an 
opening be leſt for it in the treaty with Sindia on the terms I have mentioned; 
and though theſe terms comprehend in our favor every object which we could 
deſire, yet they are on the whole ſo advantageous to the Peaſhwa that, I think, 
his miniſters will acquieſce in them rather than continue a precarious and expen- 
live war, deprived of the ſupport and aſſiſtance of Mahdajee Sindia.

With a view to ſuch an event you will 
ſtipulate with Mahdajee Sindia, that he ſhall allow them a free pallage, and al 8 
lt them in procuring proviſions and other neceſſaries on the road. 

J incloſe a letter which I have written to Sindia informing him of the powers 
which I have delegated to you, and defire that you will urge him to an immedi- 
ate deciſion on the propoſitions which you have to make to him. Inform him 
that any delay or evaſion on his part may preclude an accommodation for ever, 
and that by your anſwers I ſhall be regulated in entering into another plan of 
connections which will not only prove an inſuperable bar to the views he has at 
preſent formed on the northern provinces, but draw ſuch a powerful attack on 
his own territories as muſt infallibly end in his expulſion and ruin. 

If, after the coneluſion and execution of the ſeparate treaty with Mahdajee Sin- 
dia, he ſhould deſire to promote a peace between us and the Peaſhwa, I will ap- 
point a perſon with full powers to negotiate the ſame through the In of his 
introduction and mediation.

ral and Council, dated Banaris the 22nd of October 1781. 


I HAVE already exprefled my approval of the orders ſent to Bombay, and 
to Brigadier General Goddard on the 24th of September, againſt a plan of 
offenſive operations, and an augmentation of the military eſtabliſhment on that 
Coaſt. The reaſoning in favor of an increaſe of their army 1s doubtleſs overſet 
by their own confeſſion of an inability to maintain what they have already; and 
we are unable to ſupply them. I have not yet ſeen the plan of offenſive opera- 
tions recommended ; but I am generally againſt it, not being able to diſcover to 
what uſeful object it can tend, be it what it may. This Government has no ob- 
ject but a peace. We have acquired all that we ſought for when we were for- 
ced into the war, and we have offered to part with a large ſhare of that all to ef- 
fect a peace: But I am influenced by ſtill further reaſons for approving of the 
orders {ent to Brigadier General Goddard; and theſe I ſhall now recite, firſt mak- 
ing an apology to the Board for not having before given them public informa- 
tion of the facts on which they were grounded. I alluded to them diſtantly in 
an official letter which I wrote to Mr. Wheler from Chunar; but from a fear 
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of its being intercepted, it was expreſſed with ſo much caution that T fear my 

meaning may not have been exadly underſtood... In'a private letter which I have 
fince written to Mr. Wheler I have been more explicit, and ſhall be obliged to 
him if he will be pleaſed to lay before the Board and record on their proceedings 
ſuch part of it as relates to the ſubject. et een FO 


I was made to underſtand by a letter which I received from Colonel Muir, 
and by diſtant advances, made to me after my firſt arrival at this place, that Mah- 
dajce Sindia was very deſirous of a peace. His wiſhes coinciding with thole of our | 
government, I ſent orders to Colonel Muir to negociate, and full powers to con- 
clude a ſeparate peace with him, accompanied by inſtructions for the Colonel's gui- 
dance in fixing the conditions. of it. As theſe appear to be the orders on which a 
treaty has ſince been prepared, I tranſmit a copy of them incloſed for the infor- 
mation of the Board, together with a copy of my credentials to Colonel Muir. 
They were both drawn up to go in the ſmalleſt compaſs poflible on account of the 
danger to which our letters were expoſed at that period. Soon aſter I had diſpatched 
theſe orders, and before they could reach Colonel Muir, I received from him a com- 
munication of his correſpondence with Sindia with reſpect to the conditions of a 
peace, and was happy to find by it that the conditions to which Sindia would a- 
gree were, except in very trivial mſtances, the ſame as thoſe which I had empow- 
ered Colonel Muir to yield. I have the honor to tranſmit incloſed for the in- 
formation of the Board a tranſlation of the propoſals made to Colonel Muir by 
Sindia's Dewan on the part of his maſter, a copy of my replies, and of a letter which 
I wrote with them to Colonel Muir on the 11th ultimo. A truce had been re- 
ſpectively agreed on between the two Commanders, and my inſtructions to Colo- 
nel Muir fortunately reached him before. the limited period of it was expired. I 
have been for ſome time in hourly expectation of hearing that the treaty was con- 
cluded, having had the ſatisfaction to learn from Colonel Muir, that neither the 
acts of Cheit Sing, nor the worſt ſtate of our affairs in this country, even in the moſt 
exaggerated accounts of them, appear to have affected the amicable diſpoſition of 
the Marattah Chief; but as it will afford the Board ſome pleaſure to know what 
progres Colonel Muir has made, I have the honor to ſubjoin an extract of the 
aſt letter which I received from him under date the 6th inſtant. The treaty 
is at laſt fairly made out, and is this day tranſmitted to Sindia for his approba- 
tion. To morrow it will be returned, and if approved Captain Ford will be 
„ diſpatched to his camp to ſee his ſignature and ſeal affixed ; after which inte- 
„rim I ſhall be able to write you fully on every part of the important charge

GENTLEMEN, 


HAVE the honor to tranſmit to you copies of my inſtructions Teverally 
delivered to. Mr. Anderſon and Mr. Chapman, the former deputed to Mah- 
dajee Sindia, and the latter to Naugpoor. Both are ſo conſonant to your wiſhes 
and to the commands of our honorable ſuperiors, that they will need no comment 
or explanation, unleſs it ſhall appear that the miſſion of Mr. Chapman is rather 
oſtenſible than real, little being given him in charge, but to preſerve the friend- 
hip unimpaired between the government to which he is deputed and ours. In 
effect the advantages propoſed by it are rather contingent than ſuch as: could be 
preſcribed as determined objects. An attention was neceſſary to an antient and 
approved friend of our 1 on the occaſion of our availing -ourſelves 
of a different influence. I have judged it neceſſary to provide for a new channel 
of correſpondence with that government itſelf, having loſt that-on which I had 
hitherto placed a confident and effedual reliance in the Dewan Dewaugur Pundit z: 
but my principal hope from this deputation is, that it may prove the means of - 
quickching the concluſion of the peace with the Marattah State by making it an 
object of competition to the two moſt powerful members of it. It is not the pro- 
ſefſed object of Mr. Chapman's public credentials, and therefore not liable to any 
juſt grounds of jealguſy in Mahdajee Sindia; but from my experience of the ge- 
neral tenor of the policy of the late Dewan, which the veneration paid to his julg⸗ 
ment, eſpecially by the Rajah himſelf, will continue to make the rule of the 
preſent adminiſtration, or whatever may decidedly ſucceed to his, I have no 
doubt that either the Rajah will endeavour to counteract our endeavours to ob- 
tain a pcace, that we may ultimately have recourſe to him for effeQing it, or 
that he will himſelf precipitate-1t; if he ſees it likely to be accompliſhed by ano- 
ther, that he may have the ſole merit of it, and preſerve his conſequence with 
both parties by having been' the ſucceſsful mediator between us. You will ob- 
Jerve that I have ſufficiently guarded Mr. Chapman's inſtruktions againſt the poſ- 
ſibility 
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ſibility of their claſhing with Mr. Anderſon's. I am certain that Mr. Chapman 
will think it no degradation to act under the controul of Mr. Anderſon, ior whoſe 
abilities he enteriains a very high and deſerved reſpett. | 


Mr. Anderſon left Banaris to proceed on his deputation on the 5th of this 
month, and Mr. Chapman on the 17th. The former accompanied by his brother 
Lieutenant Anderſon, whom 1 appointed his aſſiſtant, granting him the allow- 
ance uſually annexed to ſuch office, and by Tuffuzzul Hooſlam Khan, a native 
ot the firſt abilities in Hindoſtan, who had been employed by me under Major Pal- 
mer during his deputation to the Ranah of Ghode, and had rendered material ſer- 
vices to our government, and who I knew would be very uſeful to Mr. Ander- 
ſon in his negociations from the character which he bears thoughout the country 
for his integrity and knowledge. His falary I fixed at a thouſand rupees per 
month. Mr. Chapman 1s accompanied by Mr. John White, whom I have ap- 
pointed his aſſiſtant with the ſame allowance that 1s given to Lieutenant Ander- 
ſon; and, as the ſervice on which he is employed is merely temporary, I ſhould 
hope that the offices which he holds in Calcutta will not be conſidered as vacated 
by this appointment. Mr. Anderſon is authorized by me to draw the fame al- 
lowances that were given Colonel Upton, when appointed to the court of Poona, 
and Mr. Chapman the ſame that are given to Mr. Anderſon. 


I requeſt the Board will be pleaſed to communicate to Mr. Anderſon any or- 
ders which they have lately ſent, or may hereafter ſend to Brigadier General 
Goddard that may be neceflary for his information; or any inſtructions given to 
our Reſident at the court of Hydrabad reſpecting the Nazim's mediation of peace 
between us and the Marattahs ; that the whole ſubject may be completely before 


him.

| powers veſted in him by the Governor General and Council of Bengal, 


| having fully empowered Colonel Muir to ſettle a Treaty of Peace between the 


Maha. Rajah and the Company in this manner ; that whatever he may conclude 
on the part of the Company ſhall be binding on the ſaid Governor General and 
Council; and the Maha Rajah and the Colonel. being both. deſirous of a peace, 
have concluded one on the following terms: | : — . 


ARTICLE I. 


Peace and friendſhip being ſolidly eſtabliſhed between both parties, each will 
remain to their agreement. | 


ARTICLE II. 


= Within the ſpace of eight days from the ſealing of the treaty by both parties, 


both armies ſhall at one time begin their march. Colonel Muir with his camp 
ſhall return to the territory of the Nabob Vizeer, and the Maha Rajah with his 


army to his own country. 
ARTICLE III. 


If it ſhould be approved, the Maha Rajah will mediate a peace with Hyder Ally. 
Khan and the Company, and alſo a peace between the Peaſhwah and the Com- 
pany. If peace ſhould take place in conſequence it is well, if not the Engliſh. 


Gentlemen are left at liberty to act as they pleaſe, and the Maha Rajah will give. 
no interruption. | 


ARTICLE IV. 


Colonel Muir reſtores to the Maha Rajah the territories belonging to him on 
this ſide of the Jumnah, of which the Company have poſſeſſed themſelves, and 
the Maha Rajah agrees not to invade the country of Loke- inder Ranah Chetter Sing 
Behadre, or Gwalliar which is now in his poſſeſſion; or the territory of Mehip

The Maha Rajah will reſtore Ram Chundir Rajah of Chundery now under the 
protection of Colonel Muir to his government, and will make no demand on 
him whatever.

on your abilities and integrity; I recommend to your attentive conſideration and 

obſervance the following inſtructions for the eaſier and more effectual attainment 

of the great object of your deputation, and other purpoſes dependant upon, or

The Renee lately concluded between our Government and Mahdajee Sindia 

opens a fair proſpect for the ſucceſs of your miſſion, by the offer which that Chief 
has made to interpoſe his friendly offices at Poona for an equitable accommodation. 
The great credit and influence which Sindia poſſeſſes in the Marattah State leaves 

no room for apprehenſion that his endeavours will prove ineffectual if he exerts 
them ſincerely and heartily. | | | | 


It is therefore with a view to diſpoſe him more ſtrongly to our intereſts, that 

I defire you to repair to him, to give him the ſtrongeſt aſſurances of my perſonal 
eſteem and friendſhip, and of my deſire to cultivate and improve the connection

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which has lately been formed between us. The moſt effectual means of accom- 
pliſhing theſe purpoſes would be a perfonal interview, between Sindia and my- 
felf; and I deſire that you will endeavour to draw from him his ſentiments con- 
cerning it, and adviſe it if you find him diſpoſed to it; but do not abruptly or- 
formally demand it.

You may conſent to yield what is ours, and what we can in honor grant „ 
but we will never ſuffer our treaties to be infringed, nor our faith to be violated. 
You will of courſe be attentive to any engagements ſubſiſting between us and 
other powers in ſettling the terms of peace and alliance with the Marattahs. I 
except from this precaution the Ranah of Ghode, who has been guilty of the moſt 
flagrant breach of faith towards us in every inſtance, after a moſt faithful and 
| ſcrupulous performance of every ſtipulation in his favor by us, and after we have 
faved him and. his country from certain deſtruction. Leave him to fettle his owr: - 
affairs with the Marattahs.

It muſt be a principal object of your attention to prevail upon the Marattah 
government to invade the dominions of Hyder Ally Khan. They will not enter 
into public engagements. for that purpoſe, as they are at preſent in alliance with 
him; but pretexts will not be wanting, when they ſhall perceive the facility of 
making conqueſts upon- him. . 


Endeavour to intereſt Sindia in all theſe views with the adminiftration at Poo- 
na, and to engage him ſeparately, or with Tuckoojee Hoolcar, into cloſer con- 
nections with our government by the proſpects of mutual advantage. I leave a: 
large latitude in this inſtruetion to your diſcretion. You know my views, which 
are for preſent peace and future ſecurity. Parſue and agree to whatever may 
promote theſe views: Reject and ſhun whatever may obſtruct them, and eſpeci- 
ally ſuch as may draw us into a new ſcene of Hoſtilities. | 


Wait upon Colonel Muir in his camp at Etawa before you proceed to Sindia,- 
and obtain from him every information and advice which can be uſeful in your 
negociations with that Chief. 


Since your departure Rajah Moodijee Booſla has requeſted that a gentleman in 
my confidence might attend him as the agent of our government at his court, and 
I have given this commiſſion to Mr: Chapman. I ſend you a copy of his inſtruc- 
tions. You will furniſh him with ſuch communications and orders from time 
to time as you may judge will tend to promote the ſucceſs of your negociations.

poor, Banaris and Ghauzipoor, by appointed Officers inſtead of Farmers, and ac- 
cording to a new Table of Rates formed on the ordinary prices of the goods, the 
duty to be levied thereon at the rate of 5 per cent, and in one ſingle payment.

SIR, 


X HE N I had laſt the honor of ſeeing you I more than once urged my 

s reaſons for thinking, that the rebellion of Rajah Cheit Sing was but a 
part of a larger and more extenſive plan, which was, by the good fortune of 
your arrival, prematurely brought forward before all the parties to it were uni- 
ted and properly prepared for ation. In ſupport of this belief, and to prove 
that I am far from being ſingle in the eſpouſal of it, I beg leave to trouble you 
with ſome extraQs from the letters I received from Colonel Hannay, written from 
the time of the firſt breaking out of the rebellion to my return to Lucknow.

-& ſcarcely able to join other detachments ; The forts of Gooruckpoor, Bilma, 
& and Dumreeagunge taken from the Aumils by the Zemeedars ; and that even

% detachments under Major M*Donnald, Captain Williams, and Lieutenant 
« Gordon was cur of and at an end.” He adds“ This town ( Fyzabad ) has 
« more the appearance of belonging to Cheit Sing than the Vizeer. The Begums 
ce have placed guards to prevent any of my people going to the Bazar in it. With- 
in theſe few days Sheakh Chaan with near 1,000 horſe and foot has marched 
& from hence to Banaris, (they were raiſed here) and I muſt confeſs that for my 
„ own part I have no doubt but Jewar Ally Khan and Behar Ally Khan, through 
« their agents, have ſtirred up all the diſturbances which extend from hence to 
Powey and Azeemgur. 
iato the reaſon of my people being prevented from going into the town, Cheit 
„ Sing's being ſuffered to raiſe troops here, and why her ſervants attempted to 
prevent my getting boats to tranſport the Company's guns and horſe from Amo- 
& ra. I have aſo deſired ſhe will give orders for ſeizing the family of Sheakh 
% Chaan (above mentioned) and when Hoolaus Roy returns I will write you

her anſwer. In Kheirabad, Sylack, and all the country on the (weſt) ſide of 
the Gogra, between Fyzabad and Kheirabad, Bud-amly “ in perfeQion ; The 
Aumils flying before the Gongwars, and cannon firing at all hours. Cheit Sing 
has ſent money to Futteh Shah, Ghinoo Roy, Ajeetmull, Zalim Sing, and all 
the refractory Rajahs to enable them to raiſe men. I this moment received Gor- 
don's account of the loſs of his detachment, which puts my march to join you 
out of the queſtion. It happened by the villainy of the Fougedar of Tanda, 
Shumſheer Khan, a Cheelah of Behar Ally Khan, who turned his guns upon 
the detachment; and an unfordableNullah in front, and many thouſands of Raje- 
poots who had fought them all the way from Chowra Ghaut, made the Sepoys 
deſpair. Zalim Sing, and Puttypaul Sing mean to attack M*Donnald to mor- 
row with 2100 men. — Behar Ally Khan deſerves death, as the loſs of Gor- 
don's detachment can only be imputed to him. His Cheelah would never have 
ated ſo damning a part without orders from him. Jewar Ally Khan in the 
Choke of Fyzabad aſks every man who bears the appearance of a Soldier why 
he goes not to Cheit Sing for ſervice. I mention theſe circumſtances, that 
you may mention them to Mr. Haſtings and the Nabob, and the neceſſary ſteps 
be immediately taken to prevent what delay will render a very ſerious mat- 
ter. A few days more will lead the ferment, which 1s here, to Lucknow.— 
If the Nabob inſiſts upon my proceeding, I muſt bring every body with me, 
for whoever 1s left behind will be ſacrificed. ” | 


On the 7th of September Captain Williams writes — © Upon my arrival here 
I found, that part of Futteh Shah's, Ghino Roy's,- and Ajeetmull's people had 
croſſed to Manjowlay. They have been urged to this ſtep by Cheit Sing, who 
has ſupplied them with a conſiderable ſum of money and promiſed them great 
ſums, if they will put the whole country into confuſion. $gooo men are on 
the oppoſite fide of the river ready to croſs. Futteh Shah has written to all 
his adherents to be in arms. Saadut Ally, and the Begums are concerned deeply 
in the late buſineſs.” In a ſublequent letter, received immediately after the 


above, but without date, Colonel Hannay ſays —, I have before told you 


how violently the Begums people inflame the preſent diſturbances ; and, in 
addition to this, the principal Zemeedars and Rajahs have all certificates un- 
der the ſeal of Cheit Sing, that he will ſupply them with whatever money 
they may require for ſubſiſting all the troops they can raiſe. In a very ſhort 
time I apprehend the greateſt part of the Nabob's dominions will be in the ſtate 
we are in here. And it is the general belief of every man in this part of the 
country, that the conduct I have related is a concerted plan for the exterpati- 
on of the Engliſh. What may be the ſituation of the reſt of the Nabob's do- 
minions I know not ; but it 1s moſt certain that from Goonda to Manjee, and 
from Fyzabad to the Banaris diſtri, and acroſs from the Gogra to the Ganges, 
the country 1s in the utmoſt ferment. Should the preſent diſturbances proceed 
from a plan of policy, it will be concealed from you as mich as poſſible, and

know to be fact. I know not whether the Dawks paſs freely from you to Luck- 
now; but if they do not, and no meaſure is immediately taken to bring about 
order, and draw the troops together, we may be deprived of all pothble means 
of aſſiſting one another, and the army loſt by detached regiments. We have 
no communication with Bengal, and the troops on this fide Banaris are at pre- 
lent too much feparated to yield one another timely aſhſtance. I hope to God 
a ſufficient force is ordered for the reduction of Cheit Sing, for tſie people who 
are daily ſent to him, horſe and Joot, from Fyzabad and the ſeat of rebellion, I

However the Nabob's return, the vidories gained by the 
troops with you in. the total reduction of Cheit Sing's country, and the march 
of the two Regiments from Khaunpoor to our aſfiſtance here have unitedly contri- 
buted to reſtore matters nearly to their uſual tranquillity. The example moſt 
neceſſary to be: made of the two ative and turbulent Eunuchs mentioned by Co- 
lonel Hannay remains yet to be done, as well as ol a villain now in confinement, 
who had aſſembled 5000 Gongwars * for the avowed purpole ot reſcuing two prin- 
cipal State-priſoners from their confinement with the Nabob; and, as it is uni- 
verſally believed, to make an attempt upon the treaſury, for which he had fixed 
the day of the Duſſarah, but was moſt happily detected, ſeized only a day before 
by the vigilance of the Cutwal, and the fact proved by papers ſound in his houſe. 
Unleſs ſpirits of this ſort be controuled, the worſt of conſequences may be expect- 
ed from the neglect, ſhould, which God avert, any freſh opportunities occur.

Tranſlation of a Sunnud granted to Rajah Cheit Sing for the Zemeedary of Bana- 
ris &c, by the Governor General and Council. 


E IT KNOWN to the Muttaſuddies in office preſent and to come, Cau- 
noongoes, Mekuddums, Reyots, Cultivators, and to all the Inhabitants & 
Feople reſident and belonging to Sirkar Banaris, Ghauzipoor and Chunar, in the 
Soobah of Illahabad; that WHEREAS by virtue of a treaty with the Nabob 
Allot-ud-Dowlah concluded on the 20th of Rubby-ul-Auwul 1189 Higerah, or 
21ſt of May 1775, the Government and Sovereignty of the Sirkars abovementi- 
oned have been ceded to the Honorable Eaſt India Company {rom the 4th of Je- 
maudy-ul Auwul 1189 Higerah, or 4th of July 1775, the ſaid Faſt India Com- 
pany therefore, in virtue of the rights thereby obtained, do confirm unto Rajah 
Cheit Sing the Zemeedary, Aumcenee and Fougedarce of the Sirkars agreeably to 
the Zimmen; F together with the Cutwallees of Jounpoor and Banaris, and the 
Mint of Banaris from the ſaid date. Whatever gold and ſilver ſhall be coined in the 
mint the ſaid Rajah ſhall coin conſormably to his Mochulka. He is not to be in 
the ſmalleſt particular remiſs in-the obſervation and execution of the ſeveral du- 
ties incumbent on him. He is to behave with moderation and kindneſs to the 
Reyots and People, to promote the cultivation, and increaſe of the inhabitants,

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and produce of the lands; expelling thieves, nightly aſſaulters and robbers, and 
ſo effectually puniſhing the diſturbers of the peace, that no trace of them may be 
ſeen. And he is to pay a Tribute of 23,40, 249 Banaris Muchlidar Rupees, or 
22,66, 180 Calcutta Siccas, annually to the Company's treaſury. Should he 
receive orders to pay the above revenue at Banaris, he ſhall in that caſe pay the 
ſum of 23,40,249Banaris Muchlidar Rupes, each Rupee to weigh 10 Maſha, and 
to contain two Ruttees and two Chowls * of alloy and no more. Should the weight 
be leſs, or the alloy more, he ſhall make up the deficiency. Whenever the mo- 
ney ſhall not be wanted at Banaris he is to remit the annual amount of 23, 66, 180 
of Sicca Rupees punQually agreeably to his Kiſts, and by montly payments at 
Calcutta; in conſideration of which he ſhall be allowed a deduQion of 2 per cent, 
amounting in all to Sicca Rupees 44,434 14 5, account of Hoondiaun or ex- 
change, which being dedutted the net amount is 22,21,745-1-15 Sicca Rupees of 
Calcutta, which he is to pay at that place. After the ſettlement of accounts at 
the end of the year he ſhall in the cuſtomary manner receive credit for his pay- 
ments, and he 1s by no means to collect the prohibited Aubwaub of the Durgah of his 
Majeſty. This Sunnud being granted is to remain in force, and all former Sun- 
nuds to become null and void, You, the Muttaſuddies and perſons abovemention- 
ed, are to regard the ſaid Rajah as truly and lawfully poſſeſſed of the Zemeedary, 
 Aumeenee, and Fougedary of the above Sirkars, and to acknowledge his autho- 
rity in the ſeveral acts appertaining thereunto. Know that we have here iſſued 
the moſt ſtrict and poſitive commands, and obey them accordingly.

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the Engliſh Eaft India Company from the 4th of Jemaudy-ul-Auwul 11 
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gerah, or the 4th of July 1775 Chriſtian; and the Company having granted the 
Zemeedary, the Aumeenee, and the Fougedary of the aforeſaid Sirkars, together 
with the Cutwallees of Banaris and Jounpoor &c. and the Mint of Banaris unto 
me ſrom the above date, I do hereby voluntarily conſent, and agree under my 
hand, that whatever coins ſhall be ftruck in the ſaid mint ſhall be conformably 
to a ſeparate obligation, which I have executed under date the 25th of Zihidja in 
the 17th year of the Reign, and delivered to the Government for the Company. 
It ſhall be my duty to do every thing that may be needful and uſual for the in- 
tereſt and ſecurity -of the Country ; to provide for the welfare of the inhabitants ; 
to be attentive to the encreaſe of cultivation and improvement of the revenues ; 
to uſe my endeavours in ſuch manner to expel robbers and aſſaſſins and to puniſh 
offenders of every kind, that not a trace of them may be left ; and I will pay the 
annual revenue of government, being at Banaris Muchlidar Rupees of Banaris 
23 40,249, each Rupee to weigh no leſs than 10 Maſha, and to contain no more 
alloy®than two Ruttees, and two Chawl, any deficiency of the ſtandard to be 
made good. If the government ſhall not have occaſion to receive the ſame at 
Banaris, I will in ſuch caſe pay it at Calcutta annually by monthly payments 
according to Kiſtbundee, and conformably to the Fuzul Zile or particulars in the 
margin, the ſum being Calcutta Sicca Rupees 22,66, 180, including Nuzzeranna 
&c. but deducting on account of Hoondiaun, or Exchange, a Premium of 2 per

required of him, as his proportion of the expences of the war for the current year. 


Having judged it neceſſary to make this claim, which was ſuggeſted to us by 
the urgency of the cafe, we cannot admit of any plea which the Rajah may urge 
to exempt him from it. Orders have therefore been ſent to Major Camac, or the 
officer in command of his detachment, to march to Banaris, immediately on 
your requiſition, with two battalions of Sepoys, and to wait our further orders 
at that place. We have thought this ſtep neceſſary for the purpoſe of compel- 
ling the Rajah to pay the quota required of him in caſe of neceſſity ; and we de- 
fire that you repeat your demand, and inſiſt on his compliance. If the Rajah 
ſhould ſtill continue to object to your claim, and refuſe payment, you are to re- 
quire the officer in command of the detachment to march immediately in confor- 
mity to our orders, and adviſe us of your proceedings. We hope however that 
you will not be reduced to proceed to this extremity, as it would oblige us to 
encreaſe our demands on the Rajah by exacting from him the whole expence of 
the detachment from the day of its march in addition to our original claim.

Cory of a letter to General Giles Stibbert Commander in Chief &c. 
Sir, 


AVING had late occaſion to be much diſſatisfied with the conduct of the 
Rajah of Banaris towards this government, in with-holding the paymertt 
ot the amount due from him as his ſubſidy, we think it neceſſary to direct, and 
do dirtct you to iſſue orders to the Commanding Officers of the battalions at the 
Nations neareſt to Banaris to march immediately to that place, and wait ſuch 
further orders as may hercafter be tranſmitted to them.

letters which I have received of that date, I am ſorry to inform you that they 
were beat out of the town of Ramnagur with a very conſiderable loſs, two offi- 
cers killed, three wounded, two field pieces, and a Howitz loſt. Ihe enemy 
. purſued the detachment as far as Chuta Mirzapoor, and they arrived within 2 
miles of this fort laſt night about g o'Clock. It has been a moſt unfortunate bu- 
ſineſs, and more raſh and intemperate than any thing I ever heard. Captain 
Blair, whom I have ſeen, ſays, he foretold Captain Mayaffre every thing that hap- 
pened. »«If an opportunity ſhould offer of attacking any parties of the Rajah's force 
about the diſtance of Pateeta I will endeavour to ſurprize and defeat them; but 
I muſt proceed with great caution, as the enemy is at preſent fluſhed wilh ſuc- 
ceſs, and the Battalion in garriſon is moſtly compoſed of raw, undiſciplined men 
who never fired a ſhot.

In the mean time Cheitram 
Chobdar came, and uttering improper language, for that cauſe the men. who at- 
tended me, who wanted underſtanding, committed war and bloodſhed : At that 
time I through ſear of my life and honor, withdrew myſelf aſide. Now allo I 
have the hope in your favor and mercy, that the fault of your ſervant may be 
pardoned, and that he may be honored from the preſence ; and all that I repre- 
ſented in the pinnace, I am ready to act conlormably thereto.

reports exhibit of the bravery and firmneſs diſplayed by the Officers and Troops, 
both Europeans and Natives, after they were compelled to retire from the town, 
with ſo conſiderable a loſs. The Governor General remarks with particular ſa- 
tisſaction the ſpirited and judicious conduct of Captain Spark and Captain Blair 
in effecting a retreat; and to the latter gentleman eſpecially, without derogating 
in the leaſt from the approved and acknowledged merit of Captain Spark, the 
higheſt acknowledgements are due ſor the ſkill and reſolution with which he ex- 
tricated the troops from their dangerous fituation in the ſtreets of Ramnagur, 
until their junction with Captain Spark's battalion. The Governor General con- 
ſiders the officers engaged in this unfortunate action entitled to his warmeſt thanks 
and applauſe for. their gallant behaviour, and requeſts they will pleaſe to, convey.

My reaſon for 
taking this route, rather than that you were pleaſed to direct, is that reports are

T HAVE written to you many letters all probably intercepted. I arrived the 
| 14th at Banaris. On the 16th the Rajah having been put under an arreſt, a 
numerous body of armed men ſuddenly croſſed, attacked and maſlacred the whole 
party which had him in cuſtody, conſiſting of Lieutenants Stalker, Scott and 
Symes, and 2 companies of Major Popham's Grenadier Sepoys. Theſe having 
no ammunition fell without reſiſtance. The Rajah eſcaped, and fled to Lut- 
teefpoor. On the 19th, a large force returned to Ramnagur. Captain Blair 
with his Battalion, and Captain Mayaffre with the remainder of Major Popham's 
detachment were ordered to aſſemble for the attack of that place, and Major Pop- 
ham to join and conduct the operations according to a concerted plan. The two 
corps having joined, Captain Mayaffre, the ſenior officer, without waiting for 
Major Popham, and againſt orders, on the morning of the 20th marched preci- 
itately into the narrow ſtreets of the town, where in an inſtant he fell with 
Captain Doxat and 33 Rangers, and almoſt all the Sepoys of Captain Blair's 
Battalion that had entered with him. The reſt of the detachment returned to 
Chunar, with the loſs of 2 guns, 1 Howitz,. and 103 men of all denominations 
killed. I was in Banaris with the broken remains of Major Popham's firſt party, 
conſiſting of about 400 men, in a place incapable of defence even with equal 
numbers. Preparations were making to attack me. I waited until the evening 
for a Battalion ordered from Chunar to reinforce our party. At 7 repeated in- 
telligence arrived that the Rajah's boats were in motion. No news had arrived 
of the Battalion from Chunar. It was reſolved to meet it, and march with it to- 
Chunar. The reſolution was inſtantly carried into execution. We paſſed the 
Battalion, which returned and overtook us, and on the 22d at day-break we 
gained the banks of the river oppoſite to Chunar, having met-no oppoſition. The 
detachment croſſed on the morning of the 23d. The Rajah's forces are divided 
between Ramnagur and Lutteefpoor. His family is at Bidjeygur. His fixed eſta- 
bliſhment exceeds 10000 men, and all his Reyots bear arms. Major Popham is 
encamped on the plain eaſt of the fort. I expect to be joined by a regiment from 
Khaunpoor, one ordered for my guard at Lucknow, Lieutenant Polhill with fx 
companies of the Nabob's guard now at hand, and Major Moſes Crawford's re- 
giment. My only diſtreſs is the want of money, and is great. Bauboos Owſan 
Sing, Doorgbijey Sing, and his fon Mehipnarain, are with me.

BOUT the month of November laſt I communicated to Mr. Markham the 
ſubſtance of a converſation ſaid to have paſſed between Rajah Cheit Sing 
and Saadut Ally, and which was reported to me by a perſon in whom I had Tome 
confidence. The mode of communicating this intelligence to you I left entirely 


to Mr. Markham. | | 


In this 9 which was private, the Rajah and Saadut Ally were ſaid 
to have talked of Hyder Ally's victory over Colonel Bailie's detachment, to have 
agreed that they ought to ſeize this opportunity of conſulting their own intereſt, 
and to have determined to watch the ſucceſs of Hyder's Arms. Some days after 
this converſation was {aid to have happened, I was informed by the ſame perſon, 
that the Rajah had received a meſſage from one of the Begums at Fyzabad ( I 
think 1t was — Shujah-ud-Dowlah's widow ) adviſing him not to comply with 
the demands of government, and incouraging him to expect ſupport in caſe of 
his reſiſting. This alſo I believe I communicated to Mr. Markham; but, not 
being perfectly certain, I now think it my duty to remove the poſſibility of your 
remaining unacquainted with a circumſtance, which may not be unconnected 
with the preſent conduct of the Raich.

The arrival of Lieutenant Polhill, whoſe activity cannot be too much applaud- 
ed, has proved of very great ſervice in freeing our communication with tue op- 
olite ſhore. Our grea teſt diſtreſs has been in che want of money and proviſions. 
The latter has been effetually removed, and with it the former in a degree, by 
the ſeizure of a large ſtore of grain made by Lieutenant Polhill yel.erday mor- 
ning in a village about three miles diſtant, information having bzen given me of 
it the preceding evening. He was oppoſed by a conſiderable body of the enemy, 
reported to conſiſt of about 150 horle, 2 companies of Sepoys, and more than 2000 
matchlock-men and Gongwars, or armed villagers, but were repulſed and diſ- 
perſed-with ſome loſs on their fide, on ours none. The quantity of grain ſecured 
is eſtimated at 5000 mds. which in our ſituation is a moſt important acquiſition, 
as we have every reaſon to apprehend a total failure of our ſupphes, when the 
troops of this place are reduced, as they ſoon muſt be, to the complement of the 
garriſon. Numbers are yet afſembling to reinforce the defeated party of the enemy; 
and they have been ſtrengthened by four guns from Ramnagur, with the profefſ- 
<d determination of making one more effort. | 


I have received no anſwers to the letters which I have diverſely and repeatedly 
written to Colonel Morgan, to Mr. Middleton, to Lieutenant Colonel Ahmuty, 
and to Major James Crawſord, to whom it eſcaped me in my laſt to inform you, 
that I had ſent orders to march to the borders of Bidjeygur ; but I have received 
a letter from Colonel Morgan, written with a knowledge of the late events, and 
cannot doubt that his prudence will dictate to him the obvious neceſſity on an 
occaſion of ſuch emergency, of ſending a party to my relief, without waiting for 
the formality of orders, which he will know can with difficulty reach him. I 
have accounts, which I truſt to as authentic, that Major Moſes Crawford with 
his regiment is on the way, and my latter letters to Mr. Middleton have been 
ſaſely paſſed beyond the borders of this Zemeedary. Upon the whole I can ven-

PI HE third inſtant at night Major Popham did me the honor to mention his 
with of ſurpriſing the enemy then encamped near Patceta, with an offer to 
me of commanding the party which was to perform that ſervice. I moſt gladly 
accepted it, and at one o'Clock in the morning marched off with the greater part 
of my own Battalion, the grenadiers of the 35th regiment, in all about 550 men,

to avoid their out- poſts, which I was ſo fortunate to paſs unobſerved; and ex 
to have arrived by the firſt appearance of day-light ; but was retarded i in my march 
by the badneſs of the gun-bullocks and drivers. The enemy were firſt alarmed 
by ſome firing on the weſt-lide of Chunar, nearly at the ſame time. they muſt 
have received information of my march and intentions; for I found them regu- 
larly drawn up on an extenſive plain, more than a mile to the eaſtward of their 
former ſtation, and in numbers about 4000, including 400 cavalry tolerably 
well mounted, and fx pieces of ordnance. They commenced the cannonade a- 
bout 5 0 (clock in the morning, diſtant about three quarters of a mile. I conti- 
nued to advance, and ſo ſoon as our round ſhot would take effect, I fired upon 
their line, and continued doing both, their infantry and artillery firing very 
ſmartly, and their cavalry having ſurrounded us, which was deterred from charging 
our line by a ſhot from our guns now and then. The fire of our (artillery and Se- 
poys, which was very quick, obliged their infantry to fall back; to get poſſeſ- 
ſion of their guns was immediately neceſſary at this critical moment: ; convinced 
of it, I ordered the whole of the grenadiers to advance for that purpoſe, which 
they did with ſuch impetuoſity as overcame all oppoſition, and ſeized two guns, 
which were immediately turned upon the enemy. The grenadiers were led on by 
Lieutenants Fallen, Birrell, and Murray: 1 muſt beg leave to mention them 
in the warmeſt manner for their gallant ſteady conduct. The enemy began to 
give way in every part immediately after : A very ſmart fire {rom all the guns 
and line completed our ſucceſs. About fix, or a little after, the enemy obſerved 
no regularity ; every man appeared to be guided by his own fears, and ran way 
to the town and fort of Pateeta, which was 1n the rear of their left flank. An- 
other gun was about this time taken by a party which I detached for that Pur- 
poſe ; in another part one of the enemy's ſtandards was taken, and ſoon after a 
fourth gun. Our guns were well pointed and ſerved by Lieutenant Baillie, the 
officer of artillery, to whom I am much obliged for his activity and conduct 
during the whole of the action. 8 


Taken ſrom the enemy four braſs. guns with limbers and tumbrils, with a ve- 
ry large quantity of ammunition of every kind, and of the very beſt materials, 
one of each ſort I have taken the liberty of ſending for your inſpection. It ap- 
pears evident to me from the quantity and quality to have been all prepared 
long before your arrival at Banaris, and at a very conſiderable expence, part of it 
being of European materials. I was under the neceſſity of blowing up a tumbril 
and two limber boxes full of ammunition, a large quantity of powder, and lea- 
ving upwards of fifteen hundred round ſhots and one gun ſhotted and ſpiked for 
want of any means to bring them off. 

Three braſs guns, one tumbril, and one limber box of ammunition I brought 
with me. The Sepoys offered their ſervices to draw them, which I thankfully 


accepted,

accepted, and made them a ſmall recompenſe for their readineſs. 60 


I now collected my wounded men which were very conſiderable, and much dif- 
rſed, occaſioned by the diſtance I had advanced. I provided them with Palin- 
Lechs, officers horſes, Doolies, and every thing which could be collected. Mr. 
Laird the Surgeon was very diligent and aQtive in giving his affiftance on this 'oC- 
caſion, as well as during the action. About 8 o'clock I was joined by Lieute- 
nants Wade and Malcolm with one gun, the Rangers, and one hundred Sepoys. 
The Rangers made an offer of 'dragging the enemy's guns, which I accepted, and 
employed them with the Sepoys, who had before made the like application and 
were much fatigued. | | 


Having accompliſhed the ſervice, and I believe the intention of my being de- 
tached, though I could not ſurprize the enemy's camp, owing to their early in- 
telligence, I judged it moſt proper to return to our preſent ſtation, which I did, 
the enemy not chuſing to give me any further trouble. I take the liberty to- 
mention Lieut. Birrell's conduct during the whole of the action as deſerving the 
higheſt praiſe from me, alſo every officer and ſoldier I had the honor of command-

ESTERDAY morning Major Popham detached Captain Blair with his Bat- 
talion and two companies of his own Grenadiers and 2 guns ( b pounders) 
to attack the enemy collected at Pateeta. They were prepared to receive him, 
and made a very ſpirited reſiſtance. After a very ſevere aQtion the fortune of the 
day was happily turned in our favor by a bold but well judged Manœuvre. Cap- 
tain Blair detached his grenadier companies to attack 2 guns which were poſted 
on the flank, and galled his troops exceedingly. The attack ſucceeded, and the 
2 guns were turned upon the enemy, who were ſoon after totally routed. Cap- 
tain Blair brought off 3 of their guns and ſpiked the fourth, the carriage of which 
Was diſabled. He brought away alſo 1 of their tumbrils, and all his own load- 
ed with their ammunition. Three more of their tumbrils, with much loofe pow- 
der, were blown up on the field, Captain Blair having no means of bringing 
them away. He was allo obliged to leave about 15co of their ſhot piled in a 
village. The enemy's numbers are reputed 8 or gooo men, though Captain Blair 
| judges them from appearance to be only 3 or 4000. They were their prime men. 
Our loſs, which I add with regret, is 105 men killed and wounded : Theirs 
muſt be proportionably more though unknown. It is remarkable that the ene- 
my's artillery and cartridges made at Ramnagur are almoſt equal to ours ; their 
cartridges and port-fires compounded with equal ſkill; and their powder much 
better. This 1s the ſecond inſtance in which the ſervice is fignally indebted to 


the collected and intrepid gallantry of Captain Blair. Other praiſes are due which

H E unuſual failure of intelligence from you, and the reports which are 

1 brought to me by the natives being fraught with alarming accounts of your 
ſituation, have determined me to detach immediately 2 regiments of Sepoys, 40 
European artillery-men, with 4 guns and 1 howitz, with orders to proceed with 
all expedition to join you ; and the officer commanding the detachment has or- 
ders to purſue ſuch meaſures, and make ſuch movements as he ſhall deem expedi- 
ent, according to his intelligence, for effecting that ſervice. They will ſet off 


on ſaturday next September the 1ſt. The artillery, for the ſake of expedition, 


is to go down by water to Illahabad, where it is to wait for the arrival of the Se- 
poys. I ſhall immediately order three battalions from the detachment at Cal pee 
to march to this ſtation; and one battalion under Major Gilpin will be leſt tor 
the protection of that place. A freſh ſupply of ammunitioa has been diſpatched 
to Lucknow for Major Roberts's regiment. Though I cannot but imagine that 
were your ſituation any ways critical or dangerous, and you ſtood in need of mi- 
litary force to aſſiſt you, I ſhould have remained ſo long without receiving orders 
from you to ſend troops down, yet I doubt not but the ſtep I have taken will 


receive your approbation, as there is a poſſibility of your orders having miſcar- 


ried, and the conſequence of a delay in ſuch a caſe might prove ſerious and dan- 
gerous. I ſhall order the regiment of my brigade, that 1s now at Futtehgur, to 
march down to this ſtation as ſoon as poſſible. As the quick arrival of this let- 
ter to your hands is promiſed to be rewarded by you or the officer who receives 
it, I beg leave to requeſt that you may be pleaſed to order the Sepoys and boat-

I HAVE forwarded you fix letters by different diſpatches, but as I have not 
yet been honored with your inſtructions, and am daily receiving reports of the 
ſituation of affairs towards Chunar, Iam fearful of their having miſcarried, and 
more ſo from the diſafſection which ſeems to prevail in this part of the country, 
and particularly in the Pergunnah Serinjah, where the inhabitants are aſſembling 
in a ſmall fort, and rendering themſelves, as formidable as the ſituation will ad- 
mit. Aware of the conſequences which might attend their meaſures, I wrote 
a letter to the Aumils, Amur Sing and Oodun Sing, to require their reaſon for 
this appearance of hoſtility; but their anſwer was evaſive from the ſubject I ad- 
dreſſed them on, and tinctured with inſolence. Such ſteps therefore as I deemed. 
neceſſary for. the defence and protection of this place I have been ſtudiouſly atten- 
tive to, and am now providing a magazine of proviſions for the expenſe of the gar- 
riſon in caſe, of an attack, which from the information of my Hircarrahs I find 
myſelf threatened with. For aſſiſtance in this particular J applied to Beecrama- 
jeet Fougedar of Boudgepoor; but though his proſeſſions are tendered with all the 
warmth of ſincerity, his conduct and connection with Bucket Sing induce me 
to think him but little attached to the intereſts of our government, and I have 
been therefore neceſſitated to make further application to Mr. Graeme at Chupra.

General. 


THEN I waited upon your Highnels 1 in your She I repreſented" to 

yon every thing which was proper to be repreſented, that my life, my 
country and property belonged to your Highneſs, requeſting that you would or- 
der Whatever was your pleaſure, and I was ready to obey it with pleaſure. I be- 
ſides performed all the duties of obedience and humility; and repreſented all the: 
particulars with a view to the preſent time, for I well knew that, as ſoon as: 
Owſan Sing ſhould be introduced to your Highneſs, Mr. Markham and the Mou- 


lavies &c,. having ſettled, this plan, would make you conceive diſpleaſure againſt 


me. At that time your Highneſs anſwered, that you. had no buſineſs with my 
lie or property; that you had not given admiſſion to Owſan Sing or any of his 
People; that you had no conncction with any of my relations. What crime did 
I afterwards commit that, by the advice of my enemies, you ſhould reſolve. to 
confine me with fuch diſgrace ? However I remained until evening in confine- 
ment, and behaved in no inſtance otherwiſe than with the greateſt humility and 
obedickce. I addrefled ſeveral Arzees, expreſſing my readineſs to obey your or- 
ders, and that I'was your flave, and was ready with my life and property. Ob- 
{erve that Cheit Ram Chubdar came to me, and reviled me, and with a loud 
voice gave both me and my people the vileſt abuſe. Ihe people of the Sirkar firſt. 
fired balls from their guns, and diſcharged their muſkets: immediately the tu- 
mult aroſe, and notwithſtanding my moſt earneſt requeſt for them to deſiſt, no 
one would hear me. Myſelf, after being wounded by a ſword in the hand of 
the Captain, eſcaped with life from that imminent danger, and withdrew 
myſelf. If you will examine with an eye of juſtice, and without liſtening to tale- 
bearers and informers, you will find no crime in me, and your mind, which is 
the mirror of the world, will, Jam certain, approve of it. I have before ad- 
dreſſed Arzees to you, but have not yet been honoured with an anſwer. Owſan 
Sing has not yet ceaſed from ruining the affairs. Should now my life and honor 


be left to me, I am your ſlave. Beneram Pundit will have repreſented my ſitu- 


ation to you, and will continue to do ſo.

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No. 73. TRANSLA TION of a letter from Rajah Cheit Sing 20 Beneram 
Pundit. 3 1 WEE 
I FORMERLY wrote all particulars of my ſtate to you at Calcutta, that you 
might explain them fully to his Highneſs the Nabob. © When his Highneſs 
came towards this quarter I repeated every thing to him on board his pinnace, 
that I was in every inſtance ready; that my life, country, and property belong- 
ed to him; and that he ſhould do whatever he wiſhed. To this he replied, that 
he had nothing to do with my country, property or lite. A day or two after he ſent 
a battalion to Shewallah with Mr. Markham and three other gentlemen, and put 
me into confinement : He likewiſe ſent guns. Notwithſtanding this I made no 
oppoſition, and remained confined until evening. I addrefled an Arzee to the 
Governor that I ſhould make no oppoſition, and that he might do with me what- 
ever he liked. This however did not meet with his approbation. Cheit Ram 
Chubdar came to me, and gave the vileſt abuſe to me and my people ; they 
then fired the guns and diſcharged their muſkets. In this inſtant moſt earneſtly 
requeſted them to deſiſt; but upon the Captain's ſtriking me with his ſword, 
the tumult commenced. I myſelf having eſcaped with life remained at a diſtance, 
when battalions and guns ſent from the fort of Ghunar arrived at the town of 
Ramnagur. My people for the protection of their honor and credit detended 
themſelves. As my honor is beſtowed on me by the Nabob I have therefore ad- 
dreſſed an Arzee to his preſence, which you will preſent and procure a ſpeedy an- 
ſwer. Whatever may be proper do you repreſent, and ſend me an anſwer.

* 4 H E relation of the unlucky accident which prevented my going to Chu- 
nar, and the diſtreſſes I have ſuffered ſince, I ſhall forbear mentioning 
until I have the honor and happineſs of ſeeing you; I will only briefly acquaint 
you that the Rajah having diſcovered the place of my concealment at the houſe 


of Gopaul Doſs, he ſent a number of his people yeſterday to take charge of me, 
and I am now with him at Lutteefpoor. 


Pardon me, Sir, and do not impute it to any preſumptuous liberty if at the 
Rajah's humble and earneſt entreaty, I propoſe on his part terms of conciliation 
and ſubmiſſion. He ſolemnly declares that the misfortunes reſulting from the late 
event were contrary to his wiſh and intent, his diſpoſition ever leading him to 
live in peace and friendſhip with the Engliſh nation, and to pay implicit obedi- 
ence to your commands. 'The Rajah deſires me to ſay, that he is diſpoſed to pay 
the Hon'ble Company the cuſtomary tribute, and any other demands you may 
in reaſon make upon him. To this you will pleaſe to reply as the exigency of

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our ſituation and your ſuperior wiſdom may ſuggeſt. 

I aſſure you, Sir, that, though T am now in the Rajah's power, and cannot a- 
void repeating to you what he has requeſted, I have taken up my pen with fear 
and trembling, left any thing I have ſaid ſhould give you diſpleaſure, for I am

Before this I wrote 
to your Excellency, requeſting that you would lay aſide your intention of com- 
ing here, and return to Lucknow, that you might not ſuffer any inconvenience 
on the road from the rebellious diſpoſition of Cheit Sing's people, and that I, hav- 
ing ſettled theſe matters, would proceed to an interview with your excellency ; 
and that you ought by no means to think of coming to Mis quarter. But, as ! 
learn that notwithſtanding this, your Excellency 1s reſolved on coming to my 
aſſiſtance, I am filled with the higheſt gratitude for ſo noble a proof of your friend- 
ſhip. It is now incumbent on your prudence and eircumſpection, that you ad- 
vance with the greateſt caution, to prevent any inconvenience from the treach- 
ery of Cheit Sing's people. As ſoon as I am. informed of your Excellency's ap- 
proach to Chunar, I will croſs the river with as. many troops as I have with me, 
and will proceed to meet you. Three days ago Major Popham, with a ſmall 
part of his detachment, attacked a large force of Cheit Sing's entrenched near the 
fort of Pateeta, defeated them completely, and took 4 guns, ſeveral tumbrils of 
ammunition, and a conſiderable quantity of all forts of military ſtores. I beg 
leave to congratulate your Excellency on this ſignal ſucceſs.

EFORE this the Arzees which I have repeatedly addreſſed to your preſence 
D will have been peruſed by you, but to this time I have not been honored 
with an anſwer to any one of them. I am in every way ready in my allegiance 
and duty, and have obeyed all your Highnels's orders, and never have I been 
negligent in any one point ; and your Highneſs, from your goodnels and juſtice, 
has always been pleaſed to protect and ſupport your own ſlave, and to Thew him 
favor. All this time when, from the unfortunate ſtate of the times, the reports 
of ſelLintereſted perſons have met with reception at the preſence, I humbly re- 
preſent that the words of evil minded ſelf-intereſted perſons be not attended to, 
but that your Highneſs, looking upon me as a ſlave raiſed by yourſelf, will be 
favorable towards me, becauſe I am your ſlave and am ready in my duty and al- 
ligiance. Although I have been guilty of no fault, yet the ſlave is by all means 
criminal, and the buſineſs of the maſter is pardon. By the bleſſing of God your 
Highneſs is the maſter, and is juſt ; let him conſider, that in all the three Bat- 
tles the army of the Sirkar was the aggreſſor. Now matters have paſſed the ex- 
tremities. Should you even now beſtow life upon me, it would not be foreign 
from the duty of a maſter.

I have written to you the news 
of the zd. On that morning Captain Blair with 5 Battalion companies, and 2 
companies of Major Popham's grenadiers, with 2 fix-pounders, attacked the ene- 
my encamped in a body of more than 4,000 men at Pateeta ; and after a very 
ſevere and doubtful conflict, in which we loſt 105 men killed and wounded, he 
obtained a moſt decifive victory, taking all their guns and ammunition, viz. 4 
guns, 4 tumbrils, and of ammunition an incredible quantity, moſt of which he 
deftroyed, {ſpiked one gun, and brought away the reſt. I hope that it will be 
unneceſſary for you yourſelf to proceed this way, yet march and uſe your own 
diſcretion in advancing. If your preſence ſhall be required, you will receive the 
ſureſt proof of it by the failure of my letters. I leſs fear the actual enemy, than 
the contagion of the example.

'vTTEH Shan, Genoo Roy, and Ajeet Mull, with a large body of armed 
men, are come into Huſſee poor. The two laſt have, I underſtand, joined 

Futteh Shah on a promiſe of his aſſiſtance in obtaining poſſeſſion Tor them of their 
Zemeedaries in Gooruck poor, which is to be the ſecond object of this contederacy. 
I have no force to defend any part of my diſtricts, and have therefore been under 
the neceſſity of calling on the Zemeedars of Sirkar Sarun for their aſſiſtance on 
this occaſion ;' and ſome of the principal men amongſt them are gone with their 
dependants to Huſſeepoor ; but I confeſs I have no great confidence in them. Se- 
veral of them are _ intimately connected with Cheit Sing; there are alſe ſome al- 
lied by marriage to Doorgbijey Sing, and to Owſan Sing. The names of theſe. laſt . 
are Gopaul Narain, Serib Narain, Govind Narain, Hirgovind Saw, Boniſſer Saw, 
and Ragonaut Saw. Letters to them from Doorgbijey Sing and Owſan Sing would 
be of infinite ſervice, and might in ſome degree counter-a@ the infamous at- 
tempts of Cheit Sing. One letter of his (and I have reaſon to believe, there are 
many in circulation) addreſſed to Durjoo Sing, a Zemeedar of the diſtrict at 
preſent employed in Huffeepoor, was by him earried to the Aumil of that place, 
who immediately ſent it to me.* It is ſigned by Cheit Sing's own hand, and has 
the large ſeal of his government affixed to it. He therein deſires Durjoo Sing 
to kill every European and Sepoy he can, and join him with all his people. 


In my letter of the 25th ultimo, I acquainted you with the application I had. 
made to Colonel Ahmuty for a Battalion of Sepoys, and with his refuſal. He 
wrote me, that the whole force at Dinapoor was nine Companies, that they were 
lately incorporated, and the arms they had unſerviceable. | ;

The Nabob, *tis aid, ſet out well indlined to our intern; but ſince he and Saa- 
dut Ally have come to a proper underſtanding. The latter wrote him, he was 
wrong to give us any aſſiſtance; that ſuck another opportunity might never offer 
of ſtriking off the yoke; as yet, he need only ſtand neuter himſelf, and under 
pretence of aſſembling his Zemeedars to attack Cheit Sing, privately direct them 
to obſtruct the junction of our forces, by every poſſible means. The Begums gave 
the ſame advice, and promiſe of Money. This Cheit Sing has already diſburſed 
to a great amount. This plan was the cauſe of Gordon's diſaſter, being attacked 
in the Nabob's country while he thought himſelf amongſt friends. My informa- 
tion is from ſome Zemeedars, who J have had it in my power to be kind to. Al- 
ſo, *tis the publick talk of Fyzabad, where my people are daily inſulted. Like- 
wiſe Zalim, who is with 2000 men on the other fide, and means to crols in the 
morning, boaſts that he will ſoon do for us, as the Nabob will ſend Hannay no 
aſſiſtance, that he is ſure of; nor will any of the collectors pay more money. 
We ſhall therefore ſhortly have none to pay our troops with, while zhey have 
plenty. Hannay is now about 2 coſs below Ry Ghaut, on the Oud fide, with 
only two companies, 2 guns, and (I believe) ſome diſaffected horſe. I have 
written him preſſingly to croſs to this place; for ſhould Zalim be over before 
him, I ſhall be hemmed up in a ſmall fort with 150 Sepoys, when Zalim will 
take care Hannay does not get over to relieve me; perhaps while attempting to 
pals the Gogra, be attacked by the people of the Begums with the Zemeedars ſet 
on by her. In ſuch an event, he could not poſfibly eſcape deſtruction. My 
Wauſelaut would ſoon be ſettled after ſuch an accident.

Mr. Haſtings ſhould not leave Chunar until there be force 
very ſufficient at hand, both to check his Excellency, and do for Cheit Sing, left 
he get into a worſe ſcrape. A very few days will determine it one way or other 
with regard to us Rulers over theſe. You may think me humming ; but it is 
more than odds we never, never meet again. God proſper you! and pray take 
care &C.

Sir, 


1 MOST heartily congratulate you on the ſucceſs of our arms in the conqueſt 


of Pateeta, for the particulars of which I refer you to the encloſed letter from 
Major Popham. I underſtand that large reinforcements both from Lutteefpoor 
and Ramnagur oppoſed him in the field. It was intended to attack both Pateeta 
and Lutteefpoor at the ſame time, and the former by an inſtant afſault. Major 
Crabb with a ſtrong detachment appointed for the latter ſervice marched on the 
night of the 15th by a large and, as it has ſince appeared, ſcarce practicable cir- 
cuit towards a paſs which lies behind, or to the ſouth of Lutteefpoor. A letter 
received this' morning mentions his arrival on the plain which adjoins to the paſs, 
after a march of three days, inſtead of one as was expected. It is the road to 
Bidjeygur, and ſaid to be the repoſitory of all the Rajah's ammunition. Major 
Popham marched at two of the ſame night ; nor did he reach his ground with 
his whole line until ten, and then found the place too ſtrong to attempt it with- 
out a regular approach and battering cannon. It fell at fix this morning. I re- 
gard this victory as a deciſive turn of our public influence; but the greateſt pro- 
portion of my joy is derived from the conſideration that it was gained with little 
bloodſhed, an advantage which I attribute, as I expected it, to the ſuperior 1kill 
and known compolure, nor leſs humanity of Major Popham. Major Crawford 
arrived here yeſterday morning much harraſled, but without loſs or impediment 
on his way. |

HE following extract of orders ilfued by Major Popham received from the 
Brigade-major's office at half paſt five in the afternoon. —_

The ammunition and ſtores being ready at ten, the. detachment marched by 
the right over broken ground to the bank of a Nullah ; the water too deep to 
admit of the guns croſſing without taking off the limber boxes, which were. car- 
ried on the Laſhcar's heads: This occafioned a delay of two hours. , 


SUNDAY 16th. 


The rear guard being croſſed, I moved on over a plain- with low jungle about 
one coſe, with a hill on the right, to the ſoot of a very ſteep and rugged paſs 
with deep gullies and thick jungle on each ſide: Near the top were two ſharp 
turnings, which increaſed the difficulty, and added ſo much to the delay, that 
the ſun was riſing by the time the guns had gained the top. The jungle conti- 
nuing very thick, but low for near a cole, which opened an extenſive plain to- 
lerably well cultivated, and two inconſiderable villages in it; about a coſe from 
the entrance on this plain a very narrow but deep Nullah delayed us for two 
hours. About three quarters of a Coſe further on met with a river, the bed and 
banks of it exceedingly rocky; upwards of an hour and half was employed in 
croſſing it ; moved along the bank under a ſteep hill about a mile, the road full 
of rock and large ſtones ; recroſſed the river, which was more difficult than be- 
ſore, the bed of it full of very large rocks and the bank very high, through 
which it was neceſſary to cut a road for the guns. About 2 O'Clock every thing 
being croſſed, the detachment moved forward through a thick jungle with broken 
ground and hills on each ſide to the bed of a ſmall river full of rocks; on the 
oppoſite ſide a ſteep paſs, which with much labour we got through ; the cattle 
deing much fatigued the Sepoys, were put to the drag-ropes to get on the guns, 
which delayed us until near 4 o'clock. A great ſcarcity of water prevailed; Hir- 
carrahs were ſent out in ſearch, but none was to be found nearer than three miles 
in our front, where they diſcovered a lake ;. a thick jungle between two high 
hills all the way to the water, where it became more open. The cattle being 
ſo much ſpent with gtung up the hills it was ſun-ſet before we got near enough

the lake to halt, which I did with it on my left, and a very high hill on my

The detachment got under arms at 4, o'Clock, and marched through a thick 
Jungle, croſſed the bed of a ſmall river, the banks ſome what ſteep, the road

At day-light the detachment marched, entered the Jungle, which continues 
for a coſe in ſome parts very thick where I expected to be annoyed by the ene- 
my. At ſun-riſe the adyance-guard got clear of the Jungle, when I diſcovered 
the enemy about 2000 drawn up in a good ſituation with their guns on the right 
(immediately oppoſite the road out of the Jungle),on a riſing ground, and a ſmall 
bank thrown up in their front, a tope and the village of Lora on their left, a 
deep morals in their front. They began to cannonade on the approach of the 
troops on the plain, and continued it. briſkly until the whole had cleared the 
Jungle and formed the advance-guard: Returning in with one gun as ſoon as. 
the line was formed I advanced as briſkly. as the ground would admit, firing the 
ſix-pounders until I had got near enough for the ſmall arms to do execution. =. 
At the ſame time I directed Lieutenant Polhill from the right to advance two Com- 
panies, and ſecure the guns of the enemy, but before he could execute the order 
they retreated, leaving their guns, ammunition and about 150 dead and about 
20, wounded, through a Jungle to Lutteefpoor, about 4 coſe. Having no means 
of carrying away the guns and ammunition I deftroyed it, rendering the guns uſe- 
leſs, and burying them. The road to Lutteefpoor led through a Jungle, and. 
over a very ſteep and rugged hill, where no water could be got, prevented me 
from purſuing further than Suckroot, an inconſiderable village about a coſe from 
Lora: on a ſmall plain, where I encamped to bury the dead and collect the 
wounded amounting to. 34 of every denomination. This day's" diſtance about

FriDay 21ſt. 


At 4 O'Clock the detachment marched over a good road, but Jungly for about 
2 cole, when we got to a dry Nullah; the deſcent very rugged; the aſcent ſtill. 
more ſo, the road very narrow and winding, and full of very large ſtones and 
rocks, over Which the guns were lifted. With much labor and time we gained 
the ſummit, from whence we ſaw the fort, diſtant about 3 miles. The ſide of 
the hill leading to the town was yet worſe than what we had palled. The road 
from the foot. of the hill to the fort was very narrow, with a thick Jungle on 
each fide, but pretty level. At noon I entered the town of Lutteefpoor, which. 
had been evacuated while the troops were getting down the hill, about 800 of 
the Rajah's people having been all the preceding night plundering it. They 
left behind them 6 pieces of cannon and a great quantity of ammunition and 
ſtores. Three pieces of cannon were found on the hills intended to defend the 
entrance from Pateeta. The fort ſtands in a bottom with high ſteep hills on three - 
ſides, with thick Jungle all round cloſe to the ditch, which is deep on the Patee- 
ta ſide, where the wall is of ſtone; the other ſides of the wall are compoſed of part 
ftone and part mud with loop-holes. The guns were mounted on wooden ſwi- 
vels in the centre of the baſtions. The Citadel has a deep diteh, and a high ſtone -

My Dear Colonel, 


T is with much fatisfaQion that I now give you an account of our arrival at 
Lutteefpoor after a moſt fatiguing march as ever troops experienced, over hills, 
Rocks, rivers and through Jungles. It does much credit to the Cider and know 
ledge of Bundoo Khan his being able to conduct us by ſuch a road without loſing 
our way. The only circumſtance is that he has been deceived in the length of 
the Coles, each of wich are at leaſt four miles. We yeſterday were oppoſed at 
Lora Suckroot by a body of the Rajah's troops, ſomething leſs than 2000 men in 
number and three pieces of ordnance, which we diſperſed and took. Their guns, 
tumbrils, and ammunition, for want of means to bring with us were deſtroyed. 
One {mall gun and limber we have now with us. The quantity of ammuniti- 
on found in Lutteefpoor is conſiderable. The place, in conſequence of our ſuc- 
ceſs yeſterday, was evacuated by the Rajah. In the evening the people who did 
not attend him remained only to plunder his houſe, which they have done, and 
deſtroyed what was valuable and of no ule to them. I do not believe there was 
one man in the fort when Major Crabb marched in. The intention of our march 
in the main point has I hope, anſwered the Governor's expectation, the expelling 
the Rajah from a place of ſtrength, and preventing his taking poſſeſſion of the 
Chants leading to Bidjeygur. Under his preſent alarm it appears to me, that 
it meaſures are ſpeedily taken to inveſt that place, little reſiſtance will be made. 
I was during the whole march under much concern for the ſucceſs of the expedi- 
tion, as I conſidered myſelf partly anſwerable for the conſequences, though I had 
not the command, and I ſhall be much pleaſed to find it has met with the ap- 
probation of the Governor, who I hope will do me the J uſtice to believe I have

H E L San troops, Major Crabb's regiment of "lie r Tho- 
mas Blair's battalion, Lieut. Polhill's corps, being part of the Vizeer's bo- 
dy-guard, in all about ſeventeen hundred Sepoys, ſix guns, two tumbrils and one 
howitz being ordered on detachment under the command of Major Crabb to at- 
tack the fort of Lutteefpoer from the hills, and paſs to the eaſtward of it, we be- 
gan our march from the eneampment in the neighbourhood of Chunar about 10 


-o'clock in the evening of the 15th inſtant, cröſſed the Jurgau Nullah in which

Se poys the whole of the ordnance and tumbrils were got to the top of the hill by

At day-light marched by the right. Tolerable road; a ſmall Nullah now 
and then; no villages to be ſeen for two Coſe ; Ponſillah-Ghaut ; the hill nei- 
ther high nor difficult to aſcend; a ſmall village to the right named Nicarcaw; 

all the way Jungle not very thick, diſtance three Coſe. Came upon the plains, 

paſſed Koradee which is two Coſe; marched to Cerſee village which is about 
two Coſe, and encamped at fix o'clock in the evening. Left Simraw a large vi 
lage on the right, the country flat and well cultivated. From enk Ghaut 
to Cerſee is about eight Coſe.

18th September. Teer W N Hae 1 e 31 
At day-light eroſſed the field and entered the Borriah Jungle, ſeveral Nullahs 
and broken ground, ſome ſmall villages, the road bad till out of the Jungles near 
to Borriah, where the country is open and cultivated. At the edge of the Jungle 
ſurprized Sobau Sing a relation to Cheit Sing, encamped for the day, — diſtance 
from Cerſee two cole. | 


19th September. 


Marched at day-light; to avoid ſome water and bad ground went out of the 
direct road two coſe ; encamped in the afternoon in a clear ſpot of ground at a 
ſmall village named Butt, - diſtance in a direct road from Borriah about three 
coſe. The troops marched about fix coſe this day. In the evening ſaw ſeveral 
of the enemy's horſemen mounted as our troopers: from my Hirearrahs received 
intelligence of the enemy being at Lora with three guns, and about 2000 men. 


20th September. 


Marched by the right. 2 guns in front of the body-guard, one in front of 
the 7th regiment, one gun and one howitz in the center, one gun in the rear 
of it, one gun in the rear of the iſt battalion, bth regiment. The enemy were 
drawn up on a piece of ground free from Jungle, but divided by ſome ditches. The 
cannonade commenced on their fide. The detachment formed in their front in 
the ſame order as they marched ; the guns as they came up returned the fire. 
Soon after the whole was formed we advanced on the enemy, who fired ſmartly 
from their guns and ſmall arms, till the line was within twenty or thirty paces 
of their guns, when they ran away. Their guns were immediately taken. 
Three companies of the Rajah's Sepoys and ſome Matchlock-men retreated behind 
a Tank oppolite the centre of Captain Blair's battalion, who opened and marched 
round two fides of it, and gave their fire which did great execution, and totally 
diſperſed the enemy, who no longer made any ſtand, but ran as faſt as poſſible ; 
the troops purſued the enemy ſome way. Halted to collect the dead and wound- 
ed; the latter were provided with Pallankeens, Dooleys, &c. when we marched 
on to Suckroot about one and half miles from the field of battle, and encamped 
for the day. The Rajah's troops were commanded by Myher, the Commandant 
of his Sepoys, and. Sewpurſaud Sing. The former rode to Lutteefpoor in great 
haſte, threw himſelf at his maſter's feet, and entreated him to make his eſcape 
immediately, that a very large force with artillery was cloſe in his rear, and 
would inevitably take him alive. He at the ſame time accuſed the Rajah of hav- 
ing deceived him, or being ſo himſelf reſpecting the Engliſh force which he went 
againſt. It appears the Rajah's people had no certain information of the deſtina— 
tion of the detachment prior to its arrival at Koradee, or of its ſtrength till the 
engagement commenced. Their Hircarrahs ſeeing the advanced-guard followed 
by two guns, concluded it was the whole force; and the followers of the camp 
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2 1ſt September. 


were taken for ſome of Owſan Sing's people, whoſe head the Rajah had ordered 
to be brought to him, and the others to be killed and left as if of no conſequence. 
The Rajali received the melancholy account of the defeat of his troops before noon, 
and evacuated the fort before three. He was followed by numbers; ſome con- 
tinued all night to plunder, and left the place the next morning. 


Major Crabb marched with his regiment, three guns and the howitz at 4 
o'clock. At 6 o'clock Captain Blair's battalion, Lieutenant Polhill's corps with 
the remaining guns, tumbrils &c. followed. The road good till we came to 
Tarrapatill, where there are large ſtones and broken ground, from thence the 
road very good through trees, till we came to Supdur-Ghaut, which from the 
{lope and large ſtones is exceedingly difficult for guns te paſs, Came to a ſmall 
village of about ten huts, croſſed the Gurriah Nullah; no water in it. The 
road to the fort through Bamboos and other thick Jungles. Arrived at Lutteet- 
poor. The gate being open and the place evacuated, Major Crabb took poſleſſi- 
on of it about 10 o'clock. The remainder of the detachment arrived ſoon after, 
when two of our guns were brought into the fort, and. light cartridges taken 
out of the Rajah's magazine, a royal ſalute was fired, and the union flag hoiſted 
on the higheſt part of the works. Three guns were found on the hill which over- 
looks the fort, and had been placed there to prevent an enemy from poſſeſſing 
themſelves of a ſpot which gives them every advantage over the fort, which is 
commanded from it. Several pieces of ordnance, and a very conſiderable quan- 
tity of powder and ammunition. ready made up were found in the place. 


I ſhall be glad if the foregoing account of our march is ſufficiently correct to 
convey a general idea of the roads, rivers and paſſes. The diſtances are right, 
lo tar as I am able tojudge without having meaſured them. Troops marching by 
that route without guns would find the diſtances probably leſs than I have made 
them, as we were frequently obliged to le:ve the dire& road to avoid ſtones, 
broken ground, and other impediments to artillery.

The Governor General expreſſes his particular ſatisfaction at the firm and 
intrepid behavior of the Grenadiers under the command of Capt. Lane, to whoſe 
gallant example, followed and ſupported by the ſteady courage and diſcipline of 
the reſt of the troops, it may principally be attributed that a place of ſuch great 
ſtrength has been reduced, and almoſt without loſs. 


The Governor General, in teſtimony of the merit and conduct of Capt. Lane, 
promotes him to the rank of Major by brevet.

To the Hon'ble Warren Haſtings Eſq; 
Hon'ble Sir, 
T is with reflective ſatisfadtion I acquaint you, that our endeavours to reduce 


this place, and diſperſe the army of the Rajah Cheit Sing have been attended 
with complete ſuccels. | 


My intention was to have aſſaul ted the town on my arrival before it the 16th 
inſtant ; but 1 had certain intelligence that a conſiderable body of the enemy with 
ſome cannon were within the place ſtrongly entrenched. I judged it proper to 
encamp till I could gain proper information of the ſtrength of the works, more 
eſpecially as great part of the artillery and one regiment were far in the rear and 
not likely to reach me till late in the day. About two hours aſter the camp 
was pitched, the enemy began a cannonade from the town, which obliged us to 
file off to the left out of the range of their ſhot. This done, w ereceived no fur- 
ther moleſtation during the day. In the courſe of the night I meditated an at- 
tack with the whole line on their works; but my Hircarrahs brought accounts 
that the town was defended by a deep trench, and high parapet flanked with 
towers, on which there were guns mounted ; and the Jungle behind very thick, 
with a number of troops, which obliged me to lay aſide hazarding ſuch an un- 
dertaking till better acquainted with the place. I now gave orders for a bat- 
tery, and Major Gardiner fixed on a ſpot about a thouſand yards from the works; 
but ſoon after, on a nearer obſervation, he judged proper to take poſſeſſion of a 
tank the banks of which would prove an excellent ſhelter for the troops, and 
effectually command the ſouth-eaſt face of the town, diſtant between eight and 
pine hundred yards. This poſt being gained with little oppoſition, a battery was 
formed, and the eighteen-pounders carried down. On the 19th a ſmart canno- 
dade was began which continued at intervals during the day. Some ſhells were 
allo thrown ; however it was impoſſible we could know what execution was 
done, as the thickneſs of the Jungles obſtruded the view; yet it being obſerved 


that 
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that our fire dbliged the enemy for the moſt part to quit theirientrenchmentsand 
retire further into the woods, it was judged by Major Gardiner and myſelf, that 
an early aſſault next morning juſt before the dawn of day might be attended with 
immediæte ſucceſs, and though not complete would gain us a lodgment within 
the works, from whence the fort might with eaſe be battered. "FER 


This being determined, and Captain Lane's corps of grenadiers already at the 
battery, at 10 o'clock'at night the following orders were iſſued: 


„The native grenadiers of the line with the 1ſt battalion of the 19th, 2d 
„ battalions of the 3zoth and 35th regiments, to aſſemble at the ſouthermoſt bat- 
e tery at 12 o'clock to night. Major Roberts to command this detachment, and 
&« regulate it as he ſhall judge neceſſary for the attack of the town a little be- 
% fore break of day to morrow morning. The remaining corps of the line to 
“ cloſe the centre (leaving their quarter and rear guards ſtanding ) as ſoon as 
„ the above detachment marches off, and there lay on their arms. The piquetts 
of the battalion ordered for the attack to be reheved immediately by the re- 
« maining battalions. Major Balfour to reheve Major Roberts immediately, and 
% Major Roberts to wait on the commanding officer for his further inſtrudoins.“ 


Major Roberts agreeable to orders began the attack juſt before the firſt dawn. 
At the ſame time a heavy fire was kept up by Captain Hill from Major Gardt- 
ner's ſouthermoſt battery, which ſecured the jungles to the left of the attack, and 
added to that panic which ſeized the enemy immediately on the entrance of the 
grenadiers, who with the reſt of the troops ruſhed on and ſoon made the victory 
r e 


While thoſe ſucceſsful approaches were making on the town, a party of the 
enemy allied from behind the hill in the rear of the battery with two ſmall guns 
in hopes that by employing our attention that way the aſſault on the town would 
be diſturbed ; but they were ſoon routed by the cool intrepidity of a Serjeant and 
one company of Sepoys. Foiled here, they moved round the hills till they came 
round the left of our encampment, where they ſeemed to meditate an attack. 
On their motions being obſerved, the European grenadiers and light-infantry were 
ordered, if poſſible, to throw themſelves in the rear and cut them off. This mea- 


ſure was too ſoon noticed by the enemy, who immediately run away in great 
confuſion. | 8 5 FI 


By this time Major Roberts had driven the enemy from the town and every 
poſt ; ſo that they had now nothing left, but to move with their baggage and 
cannon without the place towards Ramnagur, which they effected as to the 
firſt object; but the only piece of ordnance they had ſaved from the town was ta- 
ken by Lieut. Hamilton, who had advice and was long in purſuit of it; for 1

The returns oſ the killed and wounded on our ſide, with thoſe of the cannon 
&e taken, will ſhew how fortunate we were on this ſervice, during which the 
behavior of both Officers and Men was ſuch as merits the moſt ſincere acknow- 
ledgements. | 


Majors Roberts and Gardiner, Captains Lane and Hill were particularly active, 
and I feel a real pleaſure in doing them the juſtice to recommend them to your 


particular attention.

HAD the honor to addreſs you yeſterday from Lora, and I now adviſe you 
of my having this morning taken poſſeſſion of the fort of Lutteefpoor, the 
Rajah having evacuated it yeſterday afternoon, and puſhed acroſs the hills to 
Bidjeygur with-moſt part of his followers. Thoſe remaining, amounting to 
about ſeven or eight hundred, followed his example at my approach. I found 
one of the French ſoldiers, who informs me the reſt were inhumanly maſſacred 

about the 4th inſtant, that he received a wound, and pretended to be dead, until“ 
the barbarous raſcals had quitted the place, and then he crawled out to the hills 
where he lay concealed for ſeveral days. It was unfortunate for me the Rajah eſ- 
caped ; but the many difficulties I had to encounter rendered it impoſlible to reach 
this earlier. The roads from their badneſs have ſhaken all my gun carriages ſo 
much that it is neceſſary for them to be taken to pieces, and have a thorough 


repalr 
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repair before they can leave this. I have given the neceſſary orders reſpecting it. 
I found here four guns of different calibres. There appear' to be a good many 
ſtores. Particulars of them ſhall be taken and forwarded with all expedition. I 
have alſo found a cohorn here, which was I believe taken from Mirzapoor; it 
ſeems in good order. Your letter of the 17th is juſt arrived brought by the bear- 
er. Bundoo Khan has behaved much to my ſatisfaction in conducting the detach- 
ment. He was miſtaken reſpeQing the diſtance, as alſo the fituation of this place 
from the paſs mentioned, but I beg leave to recommend him to your notice. I 
hope the roads will be opened between this and Chunargur. |

| 1 HAD the honor to inform you of the evacuation of this place and my taking 
poſſeſſion the morning of the 2 1ſt. At that time I could only find four guns, 
but ſince have diſcovered five more, together with a large quantity of ſtores, and 
ammunition. Every houſe almoſt produces ſtores or materials for making them. 
I have the honor to preſent you incloſed a return of the killed and wounded of 
my detachment on the morning of the 2oth near Lora, in an action with a party 
of the Rajah's troops to the number of about 2000 of all ſorts, wtth their guns. 
Their loſs amounted in killed and wounded to near two hundred. The guns 
fell into my hands, together with the ſtores attached to them, which for want 
of carriage I was neceſlitated to deſtroy, having rendered uſeleſs and buried them. 


Yeſterday morning I received orders from Major Popham to ſend the iſt bat- 
talion of the 6th regiment and the Vizeer's body-guard to join him at Pateeta, 
and remain here with my regiment, the four guns and howitz, till further orders. 


I have great ſatisfaction in informing you that half an hour ago Contoo Bau- 
boo and Mr. Barnett applied for and received admiſſion into the fort, having yeſter- 
day morning been diſmiſſed from Bidjeygur by the Rajah. Theſe two gentle- 
men are from fatigue of travelling and joy at their eſcape incapable of proceed- 
ing further before to morrow, when 1 ſhall give them all the aſiſtance in my 
power towards forwarding them to Chunar. |

That W HEREAS Rajah Cheit Sing by 
many acts of rebellion and perſidy, and the murder of a number of Fngliſh Offi- 
cers, Sepoys, and other dependants of the Government of the Company, who 
were unarmed, has- totally forfeited his right to the Zemeedary of Banaris &c, 
and become amenable to the juſtice of the Company; it is therefore made known 
and proclaimed that Cheit Sing, and his brother Soojaun Sing and their depen- 
dants have from tbis period no further right or intereſt in the Zemeedary of the 
ſaid Province; and all. the Zemeedars and Reyots are required to withhold their 
Obedience and ſubmiſſion from him, otherwiſe they will be puniſhed according- 
IVI. AND WHEREAS, by the ſedition of Cheit Sing, the country has fallen 
into confuſion and alarms, aſſurances of protection are hereby given to the Ze- 
Ain Oe Ina meedars. 
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meedars and other inhabitants of this country; and they are hereby invited to re- 
Pair to their former places of reſidence, and reſume their uſual occupations in 
perfect ſecurity. AND leſt any ſhould entertain apprehenſions on account of their 
miſdemeanours, it is declared that the paſt offences of all the inhabitants of this 
country who ſhall conform to this order are pardoned. And further every Ze- 
meedar and Aumil who ſhall within the ſpace of one month repair ts the preſence 
of the Governor General, or to Major William Popham Commander of the Forces, 
in the field, and make their ſubmiſſion, ſhall be pardoned; and ſuch as on ae> 
count of the diſtance of the road, or any other valid reaſon, cannot attend in 
perſon, muſt ſend their Vakeels for this purpoſe with proper credentials .” BUT 
be it known, that the perſons of Cheit Sing and his brother Soojaun Sing are ex- 
cepted from this pardon ; and the town of Gopeegunge, the inhabitants of which 
have been particularly active in this rebellion, and have committed many acts of 
ſedition, and even bloodſhed on many of the dependants of this government, 
ſhall be deſtroyed, and the inhabitants thereof puniſhed on a due enquiry in- 
to their crimes. Such perſons as availing themſelves of theſe troubles ſhall have 
plundered and oppreſſed the inhabitants of the city of Banaris, and ſuch as ſhall 
have committed murder on peaceable paſſengers ſhall be rendered accountable for 
the ſame in the due courſe of juſtice. | | 4

I WAS honored laſt night with your letters of the 24th Inſtant, and beg leave 


to aſſure you it is the ſummit of my ambition to merit your approbation of 


my conduct, and the compliment you paid the troops which I ſent you heighten- 
ed my ſatisfaction with additional pleaſure. In conſequence of your letter of the 

19th, deſiring me to halt at this place, I immediately ordered that part of my 
brigade that had croſſed over the Jooſy to recroſs; but in order to loſe no time, 
I-ſhall:directly march towards Lucknow, and agreeable to your directions ſhall 
direct. Colonel Sir John Cumming to croſs immediately at Khaunpoor and pro- 
ceed to Lucknow with two regiments and four guns; and to comply with ſuch 
requiſitions as the Nabob or the Reſident make to him for afiſtance to eſtabliſh 
tranquillity in his excellency's dominions: But I have the pleaſure to inform you, 
that I learn both by letters written by gentlemen at Lucknow, and from my in- 
telligence-writer there, that the commotions have ſubſided, and they entertain- 
ed no alarm, but from the ſi tuation of Chunar; and I am ready to conclude. 
that the brigade's halting here operated in ſome meaſure to produce that good ef- 
fect: And Jam now concerned I ſent to you that extract from Mr. Blane's let- 
ter, as I apprehend it was written without a right conſideration of circum- 
ſtances, and cauſed you ſome unneceſſary alarm. Captain Law will croſs the ri- 
ver to morrow morning with all the cavalry, fit to ſerve on active ſervice, and l 
have given him inſtructions to uſe all expedition on his way down to Chunar.

Waſhing to reduce as ſoon as 
poſſible the.encreaſed expence attending the keeping in pay the body of Burkan- 
dazes raiſcd for the defence of theſe diſtricts, I had, written to Govindram Miſſer 
to ſend them in here to receive the arrears that ere due to them; but previous 
to the recei pt of my letter a plan for attacking Futteh Saw's intrenchments had 
been ſormed. They accompanied the battalion, and did not diſappoint the ge- 
neral expeclation of their being ſerviceable on the occaſion; for they diſtingurſh- 
ed themſelves greatly. I received this morning another letter from Major Lucas, 
wherein be ſays, “ don't determine any thing about the Peons till you here from 
* me again: There is ſomething in agitation that may require their further 
* ſervices.” In conſequence of this I have reſolved not to recal them immediate- 
ly, and hope you will approve of it. 3 2

was in his trenches, but walked off on ſeeing us advance ſo firmly. When he 
arrived on the banks of the Jerry he mounted a favourite horſe, who was alarm- 
ed at the fire, and had nearly thrown his maſter into the river, who was obliged 
to diſmount and get upon an elephant, and had juſt got clear with about twenty 
or thirty favorites, when my grenadiers and ſome of Durjoo Sing's people arriv- 
ed at the river, whoſe depth or rapidity did not prevent their following imme- 
diately ; -and, had they known the ſhort diſtance the Rajah had got in proper time, 
it is more than probable he would have fallen into our hands. His loſs in killed 
and wounded from every account ſeems to be nearly 300. Moſt of his principal 
men fell in the trenches ; Sittabarie, and a commandant formerly in the Nedjeeb 

battalion, ſaid to be ſent here by Cheit Sing, and his colours taken; beſides ſeve- 
ral others whoſe names I do not recollect. From the number of Matchlocks, 
Tulwars, &c, &c, picked up by our followers in the Jungles about, and in the 
river (which is confirmed by ſome Fakeers who ſtood on the banks) many of them 
muſt have periſhed therein, as it was barely fordable in a particular ſpot, and 
very rapid. It is ſuppoſed he had 3ooo men in the trenches, and that he has not 
been able yet to collect 300, ſo that his overthrow muſt, I hope, be now com- 
pleated. The lines we attacked mult not be deemed common temporary in- 
trenchments ; the rampart at the baſtion was about 14 feet high from the out- 
ſidę, and it is very evident the whole was intended as a fort, which in a little 
time would have proved very troubleſome. His headmen often urged a night 
attack, which we expected for Tome time, and have not been able to ſtrip ſince 
we left Suvan; fo that it became abſolutely neceflary to diſturb this troubleſome 
neighbour, which I had determined ſhould take place on the arrival of the gun. 
Encloſed is a ſmall ſketch. I had proceeded with my battalion to d. d. where we 
received a ſevere fire, which neither the gun nor platoons could ſlacken. Here 
I was joined by the Aumil, who pointed ouf the ford 7. on which I formed the 
plan of attacking the baſtion with the gun and Durjoo Sing, while Captain Bruce 
advanced with his'battalion through the Jungle, ſo that the trenches were ſtorm- 
ed at each end with equal ſucceſs, and at the ſame inſtant. Poverty ſeemed to 
reign among them, for 1 ſaw nothing but a few temporary huts, and nothing 
worth mentioning has been picked up. 5 | 


To morrow I march about 5 coſe N. E. to a ſuſpected place, and hope to be 
enabled to return to Burragong in a few days. The Aumil has behaved very well 
on every occaſion. | | 


I hope you are truly ſenſible of the eſſential ſervice performed by the Burkan- 
dazes, who have ſuffered exceedingly, and hope they may receive ſome mark of

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No. 124. TRANSLATION of a letter found in Lutteefpoor the Gth of - 
Odober, and ſorwarded to the Governor General by Captain Thomas Blair. 


* N thurſday after my arrival at Banaris from Buxar I went to Shewal- 
() lah-ghaut, with a view of repreſenting to you ſeveral circumſtances which 
I had learned concerning the oppoſite party; but as they had got in before me, 
I was deprived of an opportunity of ſeeing you. I was preſent at the place where 
your friends and people were fitting, and where they aſſembled together; and 
when you went into the boat, notwithſtanding it was my earneſt defire to have 
accompanied you, yet I had no- opportunity of doing it. The enſuing day the 
paſſage of boats to and fro was entirely obſtructed, and I was afraid to ſend you 
intelligence from this-place, . left the letter ſhould have fallen into the hands of 
the enemy. They remained. aſterwards four days at this place with a ſew men; 
and if you had then attempted to retaliate on them, you would certainly have 
taken two pigeons in one trap. But as all your adtions are accompanied with good 
fortune, there is no doubt but the enemy will be ſoon overcome. For two days 
the Hircarrahs of the oppoſite party came to my houſe to make enquiries ; but 
by the bleſſing of God no ill conſequence enſued. © Now that you have taken 
this heavy burthen upon yourſelf, you muſt truſt entirely in God, and ſhew on 
all occaſions the utmoſt fortitude. The alliance of ſeveral Chiefs at a time like this 
is very neceflary, and may be eaſily accompliſhed : Yet you muſt avoid formin 
any connexion with a Chief of ſuch conſequence as may afterwards himſelf at- 
tempt an interference in your affairs. Whatever orders you give muſt proceed 
from your own deliberation. I amat preſent perſectly idle here, and I am very 
ſolicitous of an interview with you, that I may in perſon communicate to you 
my opinions on ſeveral points which have occurred to me. By a letter from Bul- 
wunt Row, I underſtand that you wiſh me to inform myſelf concerning the ar- 
rival of Hyder Beg, and to write you on the ſubject. I will aſſuredly make 
every neceſſary enquiry, both about Hyder Beg, and the Nabob Aſſoſ-ud-Dowlah. 
and communicate to you the reſult. I have already ſent confidential perſons to 
both, and whatever I may in conſequence learn ſhall be communiea tied to you 
hereafter. Mean while the matter is brieffy this: You muff never entertain 
hopes of the attachment of Hyder Beg. His whole. ſtrength and power depend on 
the oppolite party. Yet it is proper you ſhould. attempt to conciliate the favour

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of the Vizeer, by telling him that you are deſirous of repreſenting ſeveral cir- 
cumſtances to him, that you wiſh to perſuade him to detach himſelf from the op- 
polite party, and to reſume his former authority over you. Without knowing 
your ſentiments on this ſubject it is not in my poWer to act fo of myſelf. . 

It is however at all events adviſcable, that if the Vizeer ſhould entirely embrace 
the other party, you ſhould nevertheleſs wait upon him perſonally, and repre- 
ſent to him whatever you may deem adviſeable. I beg you will believe me to 
be in every reſpe firmly attached to you. Major Hannay with one battalion 
has left Gooruckpoor, and letters have been ſent to Khaunpoor for troops from 
thence ; you ſhould therefore retaliate on them as ſoon as poſſible. If Hyder Beg 
without your conſent ſhould attempt to join the oppolite party, it is proper you 
ſhould ſtation a ſuitable force on this: fide of the fort of Chunar to prevent his 
croſſing the river. Yeſterday Rajah Gobind Ram and Lalla Bucheraje went 
and had an interview with Hyder Beg. What more ſhall I fay ?: The object of 
Hyder Beg is certainly to manifeſt his attachment to the oppoſite party.

KNV continuance in this quarter and the events which have happened have 

given me an opportunity of becoming, acquainted with the ſituation of the 
troops beyond the provinces; and Fam concerned to ſay that in their equipment 
they are extremely defe@ive, particularly in ſmall arms and accoutrements. 
The laſt ſupplies ſent from Fort William to Chunar are entirely expended, the 
indents from the Board upon the magazine there having. exceeded the whole 
quantity originally ſupplied. Major Popham's detachment is indeed amply fur- 
niſhed; but thoſe under Colonels Cumming and Muir are very deficient. I have 
not been. informed of the condition of Colonel Morgan's brigade, but am afraid 
it is not much ſuperior to that of the others. 


I cannot aſcertain the preciſe quantity of arms and artillery which may be re- 
quired, nor is it material; but the neceſſity of ha Ying in ſtore at Chunar ſuch a 
ſupply as may be equal to the demands of any probable ſervice on this ſide of the 
Caramnaſſa is evident, and the immediate want of them is preſſing. I there- 
fore earneſtly intreat your immediate orders for tranſporting ſuch a proportion 
of ſmall arnis and accoutrements and of field artillery, twelve and ſix-pounders, 
as may be adapted to this ſervice, and can be ſpared from Fort Wiliam and the 
provinces, by water before the ſwelling of the river fubſides. | |

I have the pleaſure to aſſure you, that the trouble I have taken to collect the 
Reyots of the Pergunnahs of Lutteefpoor and Pateeta has been attended with ſuc- 
ceſs. In moſt of the villages I have deſtributed ſmall flags, and given them Bee- 
tle, and a Hircarrah, and to ſome a Sepoy to protect and encourage them. The 
Reyots are again employed in their fields; but few or none of the Zemeedars or 
Aumils have yet come in. I expect the late rain which we have had will, with 
the favorable report of the Reyots, induce them to return to their former habita- 
tions. You may be aſſured that nothing ſhall be wanting on my part to protect 
and encourage them. The Aumils of Lutteefpoor and Patecta ſhall have every 
aſſiſtance which I can poſſibly give them. 5 

In the Jungles, a little diſtance from this, I have diſcovered a ſmall fortified 
place, in which it appears to me the Europeans were put to death. Some of their 
hats, ſhoebruſhes and pieces of their coats were found in it. I have not been 
able to diſcover any remains of their bodies. 


I ſend you Shujah-ud-Dowlah's agreement with the Rajah, which was found 
yeſterday. I am collecting all the papers into one room. 'T'wo Moonſhees, who 
take Bauboo Owſan Sing's name, came to take all the papers with them. As they 
had no letter with them, I deſired they would get a proper authority for taking 
poſſeſſion of them before I could deliver them. I ſhall be glad to be Nord with

T BEG leave to introduce through you to the notice of the Board an inſtance 
A of zeal and attachment to our Government, which, from the peculiar eircum- 
ſtances under which it was exhibited, merits both a place in our records, and a 
public and warm acknowledgement, 1 8 11 
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It will be remembered that a Principal object of my journey to theſe provinces 


was to obtain and facilitate an interviewa t Banaris with Dewaugur Pundit, the 
Miniſter of Rajah Moodajee Booſlah, for the purpoſe of effecting a final adjuſtment 


of the W e concerns of our Government and that of Berar. The death of 


Dewaugur Pundit, the news of which reached me two days before my arrival at 
Banaris, and which I regret with the moſt ſenſible concern, diſappointed all the 
hopes which I had conceived of * by his means a ſolid and laſting alliance 
with the court of Berar. 


I was attended in my journey from Calcutta MI Beneram Pundit, the Vakeel 
of Moodajee Boollah, with his brother Biſſumber Pundit. The Vakeel, during 
his long refidence with me in that capacity, had given me conſtant proofs of a 
ſincere diſpoſition to promote the intereſts of our Government, whilſt he exerted 
himſelf to advance. thoſe of his maſter. 


When I retreated from Banaris, Beneram Pundit ind Vis biete, on the firſt 
intelligence of my departure, followed, and unattended by a ſingle ſervant, joined 
me in the march, reſiſting all my intreaties, and even injunctions, to return to 
Banaris, where their whole family reſided, and where they might have remained 
in perſect eaſe and ſecurity. | 


* my arrival at Chunar, I found nſec] in great and irremediable diſtreſs for 
want of money. The troops were tome four, and others five months in arrears ; 
and as Cheit Sing had the country on all ſides at his devotion, I had not the ll. 
eſt proſpect of obtaining ſupplies, until the motion of our troops from different 
quarters ſhould open a communication. It was with difficulty that I found means 
to raiſe ſo ſmall a ſum as 2,500 Rupees to diſtribute among the Sepoys for their 


preſſing neceſſities. I muſt add, though foreign from my immediate ſubject, that 


the Sepoys bore their diſtreſſes without expreſſing the leaſt impatience under 
them. 


Being accuſtomed, from my experience of the intereſt which Beneram Pundit 
had always taken in the ſucceſs of our affairs, and as a kind of acknowledgment 
of it, to treat him with a greater freedom of communication than other perſons 
in his ſituation, I occaſionally mentioned to him, without any expectation or 
thought of obtaining any relief from him, the difficulties under which I laboured 
for the want of preſent ſubliltance. He inſtantly, and with ſome eagerneſs, re- 
plied that his family at Banaris were in pofſeſſion of a Lack of Rupees collected in 
ſpecie, of which he made me the inſtant offer, propoſing that a battalion of Se- 


poys ſhould be ſent to bring it away; his brother at the ſame time offering to ac- 


compay the eſcort, and to deliver the money. I thankfully accepted the. offer, 
and ſhould have adopted the mode they recommended for bringing away the mo- 
ney, had I not been fearful of expoſing their family to the vengeance of Cheit 

Sing; 1

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Sing; and as my Dewan had been left at Banaris, IJ hoped by his means to pro- 

cure the treaſure to be tranſported to Chunar, and Ireceived their orders for the de- 
livery of it to him. But in this expedient I was diſappointed, for the Dewan. 
was ſo concealed that my letter could not reach him, and Gopaul Doſs, the bank- 
er, through whoſe agency the intended plan was to be effected, was about the ſame 
time apprehended and carried a priſoner to Lutteefpoor, where the Rajah reſided. 

Neither could I at that time deviſe any other contrivance to avail myſelf of the aſſiſt- 

ance which had been thus generouſly preſſed upon me. When I returned to Ba- 
naris Beneram Pundit renewed the ſame tender, and although my diſtreſs for 
money was not then equal in any degree to that which had betore prompted him 
to make it, I agreed to accept it, willing to furniſh an incontrovertible proof of 
his ſincerity in the firſt offer, and ſtrengthen the teſtimony which I have herein 
given of his ſteady attachment to our Government. The whole ſum amounting 
to one Lack of Banaris Sicca Rupees was received between the 3oth of September 
and iſt of October. I have granted to Beneram Pundit a bond ſor the ſame at the 
uſual rate of intereſt, and in the uſual form, except that it has only my ſignature 
to it. I hope and requeſt that the Board will be pleaſed to confirm it.

I DO myſelf the pleaſure to acquaint you with my progreſs fince ! left Khaun- 


Poor. | 
You no doubt heard of my ſudden march Trom thence for the ſafety of Luck- 
now, and a few days afterwards of my haſty unexpected march for the relief of 
Lieut. Colonel Hannay, whoſe ſituation, from hi "6 vp to me and Mr. Middle- 
ton, was beyond deſcription, and which authorized the march immediately neceſ- 
ſary. He was ſtationed at Sakrora, about thirty coſe from Lucknow, and to 
get to him I had four unfordable rivers or INulahs to croſs ; and all the country 
almoſt between the Goompty and Gogra had moſily revolted, and were aflem- 
bled in a very conſiderable body, headed by many of the diſafſected Rajahs, which 
1 had to remove before I could poſſibly attempt to croſs the Gogra, in all which 
I was very ſucceſsful, and relieved Lieutenant Colonel Hannay the 6th-in the 
morning. The rebels, who had occaſioned uch commotion in that country, and 
had occaſioned him calling for aſſiſtance, were then aſſembled at Bopaul Ghaut 
on the banks of the Teerah Nullah, which vras informed was fordable, and that 
they were determined to maintain their ground. I halted a day, and got an addi- 
| 3 | 1 85 tion 
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tion of two Six-pounders and two hundred of the diſaffected horſe. I marched; 
and found them poſted, as deſcribed, acroſs the Nullah with two guns well ſta- 
tioned for their defence, which they had taken ſome where or other. In this ſi- 
tuation I advanced the grenadier companies, with the four guns, immediately 
to the banks of the Nullah with an intention to have ordered the grenadiers and 
two guns over; but I found the intelligence which. I had received of its being 
fordable premature, and it might have been attended with that conſequence that 
I might have ſuffered exceedingly. This was an accident I could not ſoreſee, and 
which took me nearly half an hour to correct, in finding out a place where there. 
was the leaſt probability of fording, and at this place the talleſt men could only 
get through. TI then ordered the grenadiers with two guns down to the ford, 
(having previoully provided long and thick ropes to enable me to drag the guns. 
through any. Nullah where I might not meet with boats ) while the other two 
guns were covering their croſſing. This obliged the whole to give way, leav- 
ing their guns and two tumbrils, with near one hundred ſhotted cartridges &c, 
&c. From the firſt of my arrival at the Ghaut, until they gave way, was near 
an hour. I had only two men killed and four wounded. Of the enemy I found 
on the ſpot between ſixty and ſeventy killed, and many more lay ſcattered about 
at a diſtance, which they had endeavoured to carry off. The greater part of their 
wounded were likewiſe moved away, owing to the difficulty and delay that I 
met with in. getting acroſs the Nullah. They are a ſet of the moſt obſtinate 
people I ever met with; for ſuch of the wounded as were not taken away refuſed 
the aſſiſtance which I offered them. Could I have poſſibly got acrols ſooner, and 
the horſemen had recovered from their panic, there mult have been very great 
carnage. | ball 


It is impoſſible to aſcertain their numbers, it was ſuppoſed they conſiſted of ten 
thouſand and upwards, horſe and foot ; but the irregular manner in which they 
were drawn up prevents my forming any judgement. | a 


This circumſtance of the intelligence reſpecting the ford was unfortunate; 
however, J have taken care in providing ſuch people, as will inevitably prevent 
the like happening again.

Perſian letters to the Rajah Cheit Sing, containing complaints of a like nature, 


and that he hath not to this hour been able to procure redreſs from the ſaid Ra- 
jah, either on account of the complaints contained in the annexed letters, or in 
the ſaid Perſian letters; that the ſaid Rajah. had at different times inveigled the 
Sepoys under the command of this deponent to deſert, and enter into his ſervice, 


and that, from the general conduct of the ſaid Rajah and his people, this depo- 
nent verily believes the ſaid Rajah was diſaffected to the Engliſh Government and 


wiſhed the ſubverſion of the ſame. And further this deponent faith that he hath

F ROM the many contemptuous and diſreſped ful letters and meſſages receiv- 


ed in anſwer to the different applications made by me to the Fougedars, Au- 


mils, Zemeedars &c, of Cheit Sing's country on various ſubjeas, I find myſelf 
obliged to addreſs you in this publick manner, in hopes of redreſs from your re- 


preſentation to the Rajah ; and in order to ſhew- you their diſinelination to aſſiſt

the company, or. oblige me, I ſhall here mention the heads of two or three cip 


cumſtances I have had occaſion to write to them upon. About fixteen or eigh- 
teen months ago, a boat with two twenty-four-pounders, belonging to the Ho. 
norable company going to Chunar, was ſunk a little above Beerpoor, on the 
ground belonging to the village of Seerpoor. In conſequence I applied to the Ze- 


meedar of Beerpoor to aſſiſt me in endeavouring to weigh the boat, at the ſame 


time promiſing a reward to ſuch people as he could let me have. Inſtead of com- 
plying with my requeſt he returned me an infolent anſwer ſaying, he had ſeen 
many Fringees, who was he? (meaning me) that he was Rajah Bahadre's its not 
mi Ws and wonld therefore give me no aſſiſtance without his . | | 


1 then wrote to the Fougedar of Imaumabad, who made a ſhew of affiſtance 
by ſending thirty, or forty men. As they could be of little or no uſe, I colled- 
ed together from Buxar and Bowjpoor as many as I poſſible could, with whom 
I went and examined the ſpot, and found it impracticable from the rapidity of the 
river at that time to weigh the guns, had I been ſupplied with the number of 
people required. On my making known to the Board the impoſſibility of their 
then being got at, I was ordered to fix a buoy to the boat, and poſt a guard on 


the banks, neareſt to the place, in order to prevent its being cut away, in hopes 
the courſe of the river might alter ſufficiently this ſcaſon to admit of their being 
taken up. I gave the command of the guard to a Naick, who formerly reſided 
at the village of Secrpoor, as I thought him the likelieſt perſon to get the aſſiſt- 


ance of the country people when I might want them. The Naick came to me 


about a month, or {ix weeks ago, and informed me, the buoy and maſt were cut 
away in the night by ſome of the Mullahs either of Seerpoor, Beer poor, or 


Barrow ; that if I would permit him to go and reſide amongſt thoſe people for 
a week or a fortnight, he would find out who cut it away, and by what authority, 


as he had reaſon to ſufpect the different Zemeedars ;. having previoully heard that 


ſuch a thing was in agitation. I permitted him to go, and in ten days he return- 
ed, and informed me two Mullahs belonging to one of the villages told him they 


knew the people; but it was as much as their own and their families lives were 


worth to divulge it, as the Zemeedars had threatened the life of any perſon who 
ſhould inform the Fringees ; ; adding, the guns would be uſeful to themſelves, 


as the Englih would not poſſeſs the country long. I wrote to the Fougedar 
Buckt Sing Toukaury of Serinja Pergunnah, and Meer Auſſin Ally of Imaum- 


abad Pergunnah to deliver up the Mullahs of the different villages, at leaſt thoſe 
who had cut away the Buoys. In conſequence I obtained an order on the Ze- 
meedars and Cutwalls for their being delivered up; but the Cutwall of Imaum- 


abad refuſed, ſaying he did not know me; that if I wanted them or any thing 


elſe I ſhould Sake him for it before I ſhould have it. At the ſame time collecting 


a mob, he drew his {word and made a cut at one of my people, which he de- 


ſended with his firelock or would moſt probably have been killed. Upon this 


being reported to me, I ſent a party of Sepoys With orders not to make any

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diſturbance, but if any reſiſtanee was made, to bring the Cutwall a priſoner to me. 
Before the Sepoys could get there the Mullahs were ſent, but thoſe who gave the 
information to the Naick, and Whieh were the people I wanted) were not amon 
the number. Upon my enquiring where they were, I was told that one was deac 
and the other gone to Calcutta. VI wot N 


The praiſe of drawing their ſwords upon my people is very frequent when- 
ever I have occaſion to ſend them into the country either for proviſions, bamboos, 
ftraw, or any other article I may want for my garriſon, or the troops under my 
command, although I write to them in the moſt polite and eivil manner for the 
ſmalleſt article, and never ſuffer any perſon. under me to take the value of a ftraw 
without paying for it; notwithſtanding which they will not ſupply me with a- 
ny thing by conſent ; but on the contrary abuſe my people in the molt groſs man- 
ner, and frequently when the gentlemen belonging to this ſtation have ſent their 
ſervants to purchaſe things, they have been beat in a moſt cruel manner. 


The Zemecdars of Narainpoor, Beerpoor, and Chouſah make a common prac- 
tiſe of ſtopping boats, although they have regular rowannahs and paſs-ports from 
government. On my ſending to know the reaſons for their detaining them, they 
make uſe of the moſt diſreſpettful invectives againſt the Company and me; par- 
ticularly the Zemeedar of Narainpoor, who not long ago confined one of the 
Chowdries of Buxar for nineteen days in irons, and made him pay for another 
man fifty-three Rupees. Upon my writing him on the ſubject to know why he 
cConfined him, he drew his ſword on the Sepoy I ſent, and returned a verbal anſwer, 
that if the Chowdry came on his fide the river he would cut his noſe and cars off, 


and make him pay as much more. 


Indeed, from the many inſtances I have experienced of the inſolence of the ſe- 
veral Zemecdars, and the many complaints I have made to their diſſerent Fouge- 
dars of them, I have every reaſon to believe they are encouraged by them. I 
hall therefore conſider myſelf obliged by your procuring for me from the Rajah an 
order for ſuch articles as I may have occaſion for, on my paying the cuſtomary 
price, as by that means it will prevent any further trouble.

The contents 
were te requeſt he would ſend two or three Dookaundars with grain &c, &c. for 
the uſe of Captain Crawford's detachment. The Zemeedar at the ſame time made 
uſe of the groſſeſt abuſe againſt me and the people I ſent, telling them, he could 
raiſe four hundred men, that if the Fringees wanted any thing, they ſhould fight for it, 
This kind of conduct, if not ſoon put an end to, will be productive of bloodſhed, 
for it is impoſſible in my ſituation, let what will be the conſequence, to ſuffer 
it, or the-people under my command will be ſpit at as they paſs through the 
country, and myſelf inſulted at my fort gates.

T HAVE received your different favors, and have ſeen the Perwannah which I 
am afraid will have little or no effect, as the whole country ſeems to be in a 
ſtate of ferment. So lately ago as the 14th inſtant three gentlemen, who were 
proceeding to join the army, were inſulted by the Zemeedar of Beerpoor, who 
not only beat and bruiſed their ſervants and afterwards-robbed them, but cut one 
of the gentlemen with a Tulwar acroſs the forehead, and other parts of the body, 
in ſo dangerous a manner that he was ſent off from Buxar yeſterday morning, to 
have the aſſiſtance of the medical gentlemen at Patna ; but as there is every ap- 
pearance of a fracture I am much afraid he will not recover. The other two gen- 
tlemen, after this ſhocking accident, returned here, and propoſe remaining with 
me until they hear of Mr. Bafſet (the gentleman wounded ) whether he recovers. 


Both the gentlemen ſay the ſtroke was made by the Zemeedar himſelf; upon 
which I immediately diſpatched a Sergeant and thirty Sepoys, who are juſt now 
returned, having brought along with them a parcel of black fellows from Beer- 
poor ; but as I have not as yet had time to enquire into the particulars, I am un- 
certain whether the ſcrutiny will be attended with the defired ſucceſs. I am, 
however, reſolved to keep the people T already have in confinement priſoners un- 
til I am able to get to the bottom of this infamous affair. I requeſt you will in- 


form the Rajah of my reſolution, that he may take the proper ſteps to have it 
cleared up. = 


As this is not the only inſtance of the daring and rebellious ſpirit of the natives 
in Cheit Sing's diſtricts, the incloſed will ſhew you a new ſpecies of fraud, and 
extortion committed by Myup Sing the Paranparah Zemeedar, who takes upon 
himſelf the collection of duties on boats paſſing his ſtation. The Serang, from 3 
whom he ſqueezed money, has given me the incloſed account of the matter drawn

S I have ever conſidered it as an eſſential duty incumbent on me, as com- 
manding at this ſtation, to give every information in my power reſpecting 
the proper and regular manner of diſtributing juſtice, and preventing oppreſſive 
acts and irregularities to the Hon'ble Board, I have embraced this opportunity of 
communicating a piece of intelligence, which from the flagrant circumſtances. 


and daring ſpirit of the natives in this. part of the world, requires the molt ſeri- 


ous attention of the Hon'ble Board. 


So very lately as the 14th of the current month, three gentlemen, viz. Enfigns: 
Irvine, Horne, and Baſlet being on their way, to join the army, were ſtopped 
by theſe frecbooters at Beerpoor, a village diſtant from Buxar only three coſe. - 
The Zemeedar at the head of a numerous gang endeavored and was very aſſidu- 
ous in picking a quarrel with the gentlemen's ſervants, two or three of whom. 
they cut down with Tulwars, and afterwards robbed a baggage boat. Not yet 
ſatisfied with ſuch cruel and barbarous treatment, the Zemeedar (as two of the 
gentlemen inform me) made a ſtroke at Mr. Bafſet with a Tulwar, and cut him 


lo deſperately acroſs the forchead and other parts of the body, that he was brought 


back to Buxar, and immediately ſent away to Patna to have the aſſiſtance of the 
medical gentlemen at the ſtation, though with very little hopes of recovery. 
The other gentlemen are at preſent with me waiting the iffue. Immediately on 


receiving the above ſhocking account, I diſpatched a Sergeant and thirty Sepoys: 


in queſt of the offenders, and yeſterday the detachment returned, and brought a 
number of people priſoners along with them, which. I will loſe no time in ex- 
amining, and taking every other ſtep neceflary to get to the bottom of ſo daring 
an inſult. So foon as I am able to inveſtigate the matter thoroughly I will 


take the earlieſt opportunity of addreſſing the Honorable Board with the reſult of 


my enquiry. 


As this is not the only inſtance of the daring and inſolent, I may almoſt ſay 


rebellious,” ſpirit of the natives in almoſt every diftrit of Cheit Sing's country, I 
have officially made repeated applications to Mr. Fowke, the Reſident at Bana- 
ws, to repreſent theſe grievances to the Rajah, but hitherto without effect.

All theſe 


 eircumſtances properly conſidered will evidently ſhew the great neceſſity there 


is of ſpecdily falling upon fome means to put a ſtop to ſuch outrageous conduct, 
a8 at preſent their is no ſafety for the traveller cither by land or water.

ILLIAM PALMER, Major in the ſervice of the Honorable the 
Eaſt India Company in Bengal, maketh oath and faith, that about the 
latter end of the month of June laſt the Hon'ble Warren Haſtings Eſq ; Gover- 
nor General of Bengal diſcourſing with this deponent on the ſubject of his intend- 
ed journey to Banaris and Lucknow, declared one of the principal objeQs of it to 
be, to exact from Rajah Cheit Sing a fine or contribution of fifty Lacks of Ru- 
pees, as a puniſhment tor breach of engagements with the Government of Ben- 
al, and for acts of miſconduct in his Zemeedary. The Governor General 
turther declared to this deponent, that he knew the ability of the Rajah to 
contribute ſuch a ſum to the exigencits of Government, and that he the Governor 
Genera] was determined to convert the faults committed by the Rajah into a pub- 
lic benefit. Ihe Governor General further declared to this deponent, in the ſame 


eonverſation, that an offer from the Rajah, but indirectly, had been made to him 


of twenty Lacks of Rupees for the public ſervice as a retribution for his failure 
of engagements ; but that he the Governor General was reſolved to inſiſt upon 
the firſt mentioned ſum of fifty Lacks of Rupees, and if the Rajah ſhould abſo- 
lately refuſe the demand, that he the Governor General would deprive him of his 
Zemeedary, or transſer the ſovereignty thereof to the Nabob. Vizeer.

1 N. obedience to your commands conveyed to me through Major Palmer, 1 
all endeavour to repeat as well as I can remember the purport of what you 
were pleaſed to inform me before your departure from Calcutta of your intenti- 
ons regarding Cheit Sing; but as ſo long an interval has ſince elapſed, my recol- 
lection, which has never been ſtrengthened by a communication, muſt neceſſarily 
be ſomewhat imperfect. 


After enumerating ſome of the reſources which-you expected to find up the 
country for the relief of the Company's exigencies, you mentioned to me the con- 


duct of Cheit Sing. 


You obſerved that he owed his elevation to the Company; that he was allow- 
ed to enjoy a very conſiderable income, the revenue exacted from him being much 
inferior to the produce of his diſtrias, and that his territories were maintained 
and defended by the Engliſh army; that on thoſe conſiderations it had been rec- 
koned equitable that he ſhould contribute on an emergency to the ſupport of wars 
carried on by that Government under which he held his Zemeedary, and to which 
he was indebted for its protection. Accordingly you mentioned that a ſum had 
been demanded from him, that after ſome difficulties he had agreed to pay it at 
a certain period; that truſting to his promiſes you had made an aſſignment on 
him for the uſe of Colonel Camac's detachment ; and that Colonel Camac rely- 
ing on his punctuality had returned a bill for a leſs ſum which had been ſent to 
him by Mr. Middleton ; but that this confidence had nearly proved fatal to- the 
detachment, and actually did prove the cauſe of retarding the expedition; that 
Cheit Sing, in ſpite of all the repreſentations which were made to him, delayed 
ſo long the promiſed payment that the officers of the detachment were reduced 
to the neceſſity of ſelling their plate; that you therefore determined to call him 
to an account, and oblige him to make an atonement for his conduct in this in- 
ſtance, and the want of attachment he had in general ſhewn to our government, 
by paying a conſiderable ſum of money to the relief of the Company's exigencies; 
that if he conſented, you were deſirous of eſtabliſhing his poſſeſſion on the moſt 
permanent and eligible footing, but if he reſuſed you had in your power to raiſe 


a large ſum for the Company by accepting of an offer which had been made for 


his diſtrict by the Vizeer. You minuted the particulars of Cheit Sing's conduct 
in an account which you drew up in Calcutta of the ſtate of the different powers 


of Hindoſtan, though I do not believe that in that paper you expreſſed the in- 


tentions you had formed: And I remember you told me that you had 2

1 I cannot poſitively recollect) you ſaid he had concurred in them.

HEN I arrived at the Seray of Saumee the Gov. General Mr. Haſtings 
was in the Fort of Chunar. I was detained at the Seray by the ſwelling 

of the River Burnau. The Vakeel of the Rajah Cheit Sing came to me, and de- 
livered to me thus the meſſage of the ſaid Rajah. ** I (Cheit Sing) have not been 
in any manner deficient in my obedience to the gentlemen of high rank ( the 
„ Engliſh). The Governor General arrived at Banaris: At the inſtigation of 
** Owlan.Sing Mr. Markham brought two companies, and put me in arreſt. A- 
bout. twelve o'clock my people, firetching forth their hands, brought me out 

% from thence. For the ſafety of my liſe I came to Ramnagur, and from thence 
„to. Lutteefpoor. After that a force came from Chunar to Ramnagur. Ow- 
ſan Sing wanted to.ſeize upon Ramnagur. My people ſtood upon their de- 
Hence: An engagement followed, and the troops of the Governor General were 
cut off. Iam now determined not to paſs by ought which may be in my pow- 
er to execute, Do you (1.e. this deponent): write thus to the Vizeer of the em- 
pire, that if ſupport is given to me, I will collect together an hundred thou- 
* land men: I will go even to Calcutta; and I will totally annihilate the En- 
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ghim to deliver up Ramnagur, Lutteefpoor and Pateeta! I ſaid, Then the

« gliſh Government. I rephed to the Vakeel, that this conduct, and theſe de- 
clarations would be productive of evil to the Rajah. When the Companies came 
to confine the Rajah, he ſhould have gone that moment to the Governor General. 
People lay that be hefitated whether he ſhould or not attend the Governor. If 
the Governor General had had any intentions towards him, he would have call- 
ed together the Company's forces who were ſtationed in different parts. To what 
purpoſe was it to come alone to Banaris ? Or he would have ſeized him upon the 
road, Such intentions on the part of the Governor General, from this retroſpec- 
tion, are not to be conceived. If a maſter and a ruler exerts his authority, ftill 
there is no cauſe lor fear and apprehenhon. On theſe ſubjects, with which you 
are unacquainted, I will communicate circumſtances as they are. His Highneſs 
is, in his life and in his fortune, joined and united with the Company and the 
Engliſh gentlemen ; the whole of his dominions is from them, (or, is theirs) nor 
does. be wiſh that there ſhould be any diſtinction between his and theirs. Such 
regard, more eſpecially, does he pay to the firm and perfect friendſhip which al- 
ways ſubſiſted between, the Governor General and his. Highneſs. the late Nabob, 
that he never will be led todeviate, even the point ofa hair, from the ſentiments 


and wiſhes of the Governor. As ſoon as his highneſs hears theſe things, he will 


march immediately with his forces. to. meet Mr. Haſtings. Notwithſtanding the 


Governor General has repeatedly written to the Vizeer to forbid him, yet his 


Highneſs will now come on his own determination: The Engliſh fortes too are 
near at hand; They will ſpeedily arrive, and the puniſhment will be fevere. It 
is not well for the Rajah ; he will be torn up by the very roots. To. threaten 
alſo that which is out of his power to execute is improper. The rank of the Rajah 
is nothing more than that of a Zemeedar. No one wilt pay regard to his attempts, 
and a {mall force will be {ufficient to chaſtize him. Far better will it be for him 
to lay aſide ſuch thoughts as theſe, to implore pardon of the Governor General, 
to give up his forts, and ferid back to him the boats and the whole of the. bag- 
gage; or rather, it would be better that he himſelf ſhould go, alone and with 
his hands bound, into the preſence of the Governor. 


Again he brought this meflage from the Rajah. © TI can no longer rely with 
& ſafety on the Engliſh: If you ſay thus, do you interpoſe, obtain pardon for 
«© my faults, and take upon yourſelf to ſettle the fublidy.” I ſaid in reply, © Your 
crimes have been too great. You have attacked the troops of the Company: 1 
cannot preſume to take upon myſelf to ſettle your affairs, and to obtain pardon 
for your crimes, If you have actually reſol ved on a change of conduct, return the 
boats and the baggage, and give up Ramnagur, Lutteefpoor and Pateeta. Sup- 
ported by ſuch proofs, I will once endeavour to obtain a pardon for you. To 
grant or to refuſe will reſt with the Governor General.“ The'perſon who brought 
the meſlage {aid in anſwer, „The intentions of the Rajah are to ſeize upon the 
“ fort of Chunar, and to extend his government as far as Calcutta, and you tell 


Rajah 
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Rajah, it appears, aſpires to the empire; yet his rank is only that of a Zemec- 
dar ! Theſe attempts will draw down deſtruction upon him; he will be extirpa- 
ted in a moment.“ After this converſation he promiſed to return the boats; but 
he never performed his promiſe. An animolity to all the Engliſh plainly and 
evidently appeared from the language of the Rajah's Vakeel. He repeatedly ſaid 
that he would go even to Calcutta, and that he would expel the Engliſh ; nor 
would he be deficient in ought which he had the power to execute. When he 
found that he had nothing to hope from my interpoſition, he began to act hoſtile- 
ly towards me alſo. He denied me boats to croſs the Burna, and he direded the tribe 
of Gurkbunſee to attack me in the night. During the few days that I continued 
there, we were obliged to keep ourſelves ready for action, and be upon our guard 
day and night. In the neighbourhood ot Jounpoor the people of the Rajah woun- 
ded ſeveral-of the ſtragglers belonging to the cavalry in his Highnels's ſervice, 
who were coming to join me, and carried off ſome horſes. And the people ſta» 
tioned at Azumgur, who came in to me, ſet forth, that Nadir Shah the ſon of 
Azum Shah, Zemeedar of Azumgur, which was formerly under the government 
of Cheit Sing, had by directions from the Rajah gone to Azumgur and raiſed diſ- 
turbances. And the Vakeel of Cheit Sing, in the courſe of his converſation, ſaid, 
that the Rajah had ſent forces towards the Carramnaſſa, and even to the walls of 
Patna, and that letters were gone to the King, to Nujjut Khan, and to Sindiah. 
Zaulim Sing, formerly expelled from Amurdeh, was at Budlapoor in the govern- 
ment of Cheit Sing. He alſo went to Amurdeh in the territories of the Nabob, 
and raiſed diſturbances. Tt appears that the people of Budlapoor accompanied 
Zaulim Sing. Such were the reports communicated to me by the people of that 
place. Finding it impracticable to croſs the Burna, where I was, without boats, 
J marched from thence, and croſſing higher up, where the river was fordable, I 
proceeded to join the Governor General. 


This account of what I heard, and of what I ſaw, I have truly and faithfully 
related. There may be a difference between the idioms of the Hindoſtan and Per- 
ſian languages, but there is none in the ſenſe. I ſwear by the Almighty, that 


I have truly wrote, without diminution or addition, all that I heard and all that 
1 ſaw, and nothing but the truth.

| W ITHOUT the means of eſcape, I was obliged to put on the habit of a

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zoorna, where I continued undiſcovered for eight days. At length a Fakeer, for- 
the ſake of the reward, went to Girdhauree Laul, the brother of Diaram Ay- 
meen of Banaris, and ſaid, that for a recompenſe he would ſeize and deliver me. 
up. The faid Girdhauree Laul gave five Rupees to the Fakeer, and ſent five 
and twenty Peadahs along with him, who took me from the temple and confined 
me for twenty two days in the Aumeen's Kutcherree. My pen is unable to de- 
ſcribe the ignominy and the ſeverities which they inflicted upon me. After that, 
I was confined for four days at Ramnagur ; and at length, on the 27th of Ram-. 
zan, in the 23d year of the reign, I was tied hand and foot and thrown upon 


a Dooly and ſent away from Ramnagur to Lutteefpoor. On the road, near to. 


the houſe of the Chowdry Sewan, I ſaw a number of ladders made of wood and 
Bamboos (about forty or fifty) lying on the ground. I enquired of the Peadahs, 
who-guarded me, what thoſe ladders were intended for. They replied, that they 
had been intended for the garden of Mehadew Doſs; but it was ordained that the 
Engliſh gentlemen ſhould live: They made their eſcape, otherwiſe Bauboo Soo- 
jaun Sing would not have left one of them alive. Having heard this reply, I

HE Rajah Cheit Sing, having reflected on his conduct, determined with 

j his confidential people, that it was neceſſary he himſelf ſhould go to meet 
Mr. Haſtings, but that he ſhould go from the place where he was with ſuch a 
force, and with ſuch preparations as would enable him to act both by land and 
by water, and impreſs the above-mentioned gentleman with an 1dea of his ſupe-- 
rior ſtrength; for that Mr. Haſtings had with him but a {mall number of troaps ; 
and if he ſhould have entertained any ill intentions toward him on obſerving the: 
number and force of his followers, he would be led to reflect that nothing could 
be effected, and conſequently be deterred from making the attempt. Therefore 
he gave information and particular directions to all his ſoldiers and attendants, 
that he was going to meet. Mr. Haſtings, and that they ſhould hold themſelves 
in readineſs to proceed; that he ſhould go by water, for which purpoſe a fleet of 
boats was prepared, ſor the before-mentioned gentleman (the Governor General) 
would come by water, and conſequently his fleet of boats would come with him; 
therefore it was neceflary that he (the Rajah) ſhould have a fleet of boats alſo, that 
his people might always be near at hand: That a body of cavalry moreover- 
ſhould proceed by land, and tents be pitched: at two places between Ramnagur 
and Buxar ; for at all events he muſt meet the Governor General. Accordingly 
on the 16th of Shaubaun the Rajah ſet out from Ramnagur by water to meet 
Mr. Haſtings. The Jemmadars and Huzzarries, Jaafir Khan, Dillall Khan,

near Sing, Purtaub Roodur Sing, Doond Bahadre Sing, Ahlaud Miſſur, Meer 
Hooſſein Ally &c. Sheakh Mahommed Aumeen Commandant of the Sepoy Bat- 
talions, Dabee Sing, Mahommed Moraud, Dhun Sing, and Hukkoomut Sing, 
Soobadars, with two companies of Sepoys, Huzzooree Peadahs, and Matchlocks, 
in all about 2000 men. Godur Mull and Bullum Daſs, who were ſtationed at 


Ghauzi poor, joined by orders from the Rajah, who afterwards arrived at Buxar 


and had an interview with Mr. Haſtings.

FTER the arrival of Mr. Markham at Shewallah, I went in and paid my 
reſpe&s to my Maſter, who aſked me it I knew whether Mr. Markham 
would come there or not. I replied, it was reported ſo, but that it depended on 
his inclinations. Mr. Stalker then told me, I might go, but afterwards ordered 
me to ſtay. I continued there, and ſaw Doorgbijey Sing fitting with the Rajah 
in the center apartment, and Suddanund Buxey and others whiſpering to the 


Rajah. Shortly after news was brought to the three gentlemen, fitting in the 


adjoining room, that there were diſputes without. Mr. Stalker went without 
the Jauli, (or firſt wall) and aſked the Subadar Biſhun Sing, why he had order- 
ed the Bayonets to be fixed. The Subadar replied, that numbers of the Rajah's 
armed ſervants had come in, and that they paid no regard. to the Company's or- 
ders. After which Mr. Stalker advanced further out, and aſked of the younger 
Mowllavy and me, who amongſt thoſe people was the chief. I anſwered, Bau- 
boo Munnear Sing. Mr. Stalker ſent for Munnear Sing, and ftrongly enjoined 
him to appeaſe his people, and enquire why they attempted to diſpute and fight 
with his Sepoys. Munnear Sing replied, © what power have they that any one 
of them ſhould preſume to fight. We two, father and ſon, are defirous to go 
to the Rajah.” Mr. Stalker anſwered, © very well, but you muſt ſtay here be- 

tween your people and mine, that they may not come to blows.” After that a 


letter arrived from the Governor to the Rajah, which Mr. Stalker, having qui- 


eted and ſoothed the people, preſented to him. The Rajah then got up, and 


went out of the Burradurry to the adjacent baſtion to perform his devotions. At 


this time information was brought to Mr. Stalker, that the Rajah's people oppo- 
ſed, and refuſed admitttance to another company of Sepoys who had brought 
Ky proviſions,

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proviſions, a table &c. for the gentlemen. Mr. Stalker again went out, and 
calling to Suddanund Buxey, aſked the cauſe of this oppoſition, and told him to 
ſend directions (to the Rajah's people.) Suddanund {aid he would go himſelf. 
Mr. Stalker replied, © No, ſend one of your ſervants.” While the man was go- 
ing out to ſilence the people, Mr. Stalker returned within the Jauly. Doorghi- 
jey Sing was gone from thence, no one knew whither. Cheit Ram, Mr. Mark- 
| ham's Chubdar, informed Mr. Stalker that he had a meſſage to deliver to the Ra- 
jah from the Governor General. Mr. Stalker ſaid, ** deliver-i1t,” He the Chub- 
dar, ſaid, at the place where the Rajah was at his devotions, © the Governor 
ſays, your people want to quarrel and fight, it will be better if you forbid them, 
for every Sepoy is as an European, and every European is as a (or the) Company: 


If a drop of their blood is ſhed you ſhall be plundered and deſtroyed.” At this. 


period there was a report of guns at the gate of Shewallah. The action was 
commenced. At this time Mr. Stalker and Cheit Ram went towards the Rajah. 
Munnear Sing and others cut down Cheit Ram, pulled Mr. Stalker back, and, 


puſhing him on one ſide, began the ſlaughter. The Rajah eſcaped through a. 


window by a rope made of Turbans, got into a boat, and went off. His people, 
by the ſame means, drew up ſwords and ſhields, as a bucket is drawn up from a. 
well, and began to engage. I ſtood near the Jauly behind my maſter. When 
my maſter was killed I fled toward the place where the Rajah's vituals was dreſſ- 
ed. Icontinued there a ſhort time, and ſaw the Rajah's people jump from the 
walls and the trees with their ſhields and ſwords, and advance. After this, I 
aſſumed the character of one of Cheit- Sing's ſervants, fled with his people, and- 


came to the preſence. The gentlemen, after this, went to Chunar, and I ſhould: 
have arrived the next day, but I was plundered on the road and confined in the 


fort of Pindera. Diaram took away from my houſe two Tangon horſes, and placed: 


his ſeal-and-a guard upon the door. Aſter the flight of the Rajah, the Zemeedar 


of the before mentioned fort ſet me at liberty. . Without a maſter, every way 
diſconſolate, to whom can I communicate my diftreſs.! I now hope for favor, 
and ſupport from the almighty, and from you.

HEN the gentlemen marched for Chunar I was not informed of it. I

The next day the ſaid Bauboo Duſſan Ram ſaid to me, “ to day there has been a 
proclamation through the city to this purport: Whoever has ſecreted a follower of 
the Engliſh in his houſe, let him produce and deliver him up, otherwiſe, on diſcovery, lus 
houſe ſhall be ſeized, and he himſelf ſhall be ſeverely puniſhed. I cannot keep you in my 
houſe; go from my houſe to ſome other place.”

Moraud ; the deponent ſworn before Chief Fuſtice Sir Elijah Impey, Nov. 26th 1781, 


N the 19th of Ramzan the Captain “ iſſued orders to all the Subadars for 

marching towards Banaris, and directed them to get in readineſs. The next 
day we marched to Burragong. 'The Captain had mounted his horſe to proceed ; 
and I was in the rear in ſearch of a conveyance for my baggage ; when five or 
ſix Sepoy grenadiers, and others, came and ſurrounded me, and demanded their 
pay, in conſequence of which a great many more of the Sepoys came and clamour- 
ed for their pay, and ill uſed me. And they brought me down from the Bungala, 
and beat me ſeverely with the but-ends of their pieces, and charged bayonets even 
to my breaſt, ſo that my life was in danger. A Hircarrah carried information 
of this affair to the Captain, who, on receiving it, turned back and arrived im- 
mediately. All the Sepoys then turned their clamours againſt the Captain, uſing 
inſulting language; and they ſurrounded him, (and ſaid) that unleſs they receiv- 
ed their pay they would not ſet him at liberty; that if I ſhould pay them, well; 
if not, they would carry me to Baunſy, which is near to Kunkooa ; and that, 
when they ſhould receive the whole of their pay from me, they would ſet me 
free. They moreover placed a guard with fixed bayonets over the Captain, and - 
pointed bayonets to his breaſt to ſtab him; and they ruſhed upon us ſeveral times, 
ſo that we gave up ourſelves for loſt. In this fituation, the Captain ordered them 
back, and gave them three months pay, and then propoſed to them to march - 
with him to Banaris. The Sepoys an{wered infolently, that they would not, 
on any account, go to Banaris. Without remedy, the Captain marched from 
thence with the battalion, and arrived at Gooruckpoor. He halted there a few 
days, purchaſed grain for the Sepoys, and marched from thence by the way of 
Baunſy. We halted fix days at Baunſy on account of the heavy rains. We at- 
terwards marched from thence, and, after encountering a thouſand diftrefles, 
arrived at Buſkoreh. The paſt events, which are known to every one, I have 
thus related, | |

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Num. III. L.] TrRansLATION of the Depoſition of Doond Sing Commandant ; 
the deponent ſworn before Chief Juſtice Sir Elijah Impey, November 26th 1781. 


I T appears from the letter of Ram Sing Jemmadar, ſtationed at Mutcholi, that 
I the Rajah Ajeet Mull, the Rajah Futteh Saw, and Genoo Roy had engaged 
themſelves to each other by oath to croſs the rivers Gogra and Surjoo, for as much 
as they had received a letter from the Rajah Cheit Sing, and the ſum of fifteen 
thouſand Rupees, to cut off the Engliſh in the diſtrict of Surwur, and drive them 
out. And letters have arrived from Futteh Saw to all the Zemeedars, great and 
ſmall, to withhold the collections, and not to pay a fingle Daum to the Engliſh. _ 
And the ſaid Futteh Saw ſent near two hundred men with matchlocks into the. | 
Jungle of Burragong and near to Kunkooa. 
After three days the three Rajahs croſſed the river and incamped in the Jun- 
gle; and it was reported from all quarters, that the Zemeedars had ſhut up- 
all the Ghauts on the rivers, and ſunk all the boats. And I wrote an account of 
theſe things to Major Macdonald and Captain Williams, and told them that there 
were great diſturbances, in the country, and that there were reports allo that the 
Rajahs would croſs. the river. And I wrote thele things to Major Macdonald, 
that he might inform the Colonel that the road to Banaris was ſhut up, for fear 
the Captain ſhould march from that quarter towards Banaris. It was alſo report- 
ed among the people that three gentlemen had been killed at Banaris. After ſome 
days the Captain arrived at Kunkooa, and after a halt of three days, gave orders 
for marching, and directed all the Sepoys to get ready; and about nine o'clock 
in the morning on the ſixth of September he marched, and came to the bank of 
the river Khaukhi. It then rained exceſſively. When we arrived at the Khau- 
khi, the Captain ordered the troops to be croſſed over the river. Agreeable to 
orders I croſſed them over. When, aſter a thouſand diſtreſſes, we had croſſed the 
river, the Captain ſaid, that there were many rivers in the road and no boats on 
any of them ; that the Ghauts were ſhut up, and no grain to be procured on the 
march ſor the people; how then would it be poſſible to paſs the guns and troops 
through ſuch a country. It would be better, he ſaid, to go to Banaris by way 
of Buxar, therefore we again croſſed the river Khaukhi and encamped after march-- 
ing half a coſe from it. He (then) gave orders for marching toward Kunkooa.. 
Moving from the Khaukhi, the Captain with the troops arrived at Kunkooa; 
He then told all the Subadars and Jemmadars, that the Rajah Futtech Saw, with 
his force, was poſted on the road, and that it was neceſſary to attack and drive 
him from thence; that he would halt a few days at Nuddy Kaunoon and then 
march toward Banaris. It was now known that the Sepoys of the battalion had 
ſaid, “ let them give us our pay, and wherever they go we will go with them.” 
To which the Subadars replied, © they might take it wherever they found it.” 
The ſaid Subadars neither confined thoſe Sepoys, nor informed me of the cir- 
cumſtance. I received the information from Chaint Sing Jemmadar. The Su- 
badar of grenadiers ſtationed a Sepoy behind his Hackery, and told him he might

either protect and nder it to his, (the Subades' 8 ) houſe, or he might leave it 
to be plundered by the country people. The Sepoy told him to ſet his mind at 


reſt, for that he would convey it fate to his dwelling. At night, after twelve 


0 'clock, I made my report to the Captain, who ordered me to go with Bukhta- 
wur Sing Subadar to the Sepoys, to ſatisfy and explain to them, that he would 
give them their pay when they arrived at Burragong. In the morning we march- 
ed a ſmall diſtance toward Burragong. Firſt, a Sepoy pulled off his coat and 
drew his bayonet on the Captain; the Subadars and Jemmadars did not mter- 
pole, (or check him). The Captain ſaid, I will pay this Sepoy and diſmiſs 
him; do you march on.” Tobeyed his orders and marched-; but the Sepoys quit- 
ted their colours and their guns, and aſſembled at Kunkooa. The Subadars and 
Jemmadars ſaid nothing (to prevent them). Seeing the ſituation of things, I 


directed the Jemmadar Kihaul Sing to take with him twelve Sepoys, and go to 


the Captain, that he might know how things were; after which orders from the 
Captain came to return back and join him. I went back and ſaw that the Se- 
poys had mutinied violently ; that they had drawn their bayonets, and were 
threatening the Captain; moreover, three of the Sepoys loaded their pieces to 
fire at him, and they demanded four months pay; and moſt of the Sepoys ſaid, 
let him pay us all our arrears, and he may go were he pleaſes.” When the 
Sepoys had received their pay, they ſaid, one and all, © We will not go to Bur- 
ragong. We will go to the Begum at Fyzabad. If me will retain us, we will 
ſtay, if not, we w1ll carry the gun, (or guns) to the Rajah Cheit Sing and Saa- 
dut Ally Khan.” The Sepoys after his, directed the Subadars to tell the Captain 


to march. The Captain replied, that the two companies and the gun, ſtationed 


at Nuchlole, were coming; he would march as ſoon as they had joined. The 
Sepoys ſaid, “ let the Captain march, we ſhall meet the companies on the road.” 
However the Captain halted till the two companies arrived. He then ſent Hur- 
deaul Sing Commandant to the Sepoys, to tell them that the people ( 1. e. the 


two companies) were fatigued ; that they ſhould halt one day, that thoſe people 


might receive their pay alſo; and then he would march. The Sepoys refuſed to 
liſten to Hurdeaul Sing. The Captain then ſent for the two Subadars, and told 
them to go and perſuade the Sepoys to make one halt, that he might give the two 


companies their pay. The Sepoys were prevailed upon to halt by the Subadars, 
and the Captain paid the people. | 


"The next morning the Captain ſent a man to the Chucklahdar, and directed im 
to march alſo. He ſent word, that he was collecting cattle for the baggage, and 


that he would march as ſoon as he had got them. It was afterwards heard, that 


the Chucklahdar had given twelve thouſaud Rupees to Futteh Saw. The ſaid Ra- 


Jah demanded twenty thouſand from the Chucklahdar, promiſing to protect him. 


And it was currently reported through the country that Saadut Ally Khan was 
the Nabob, and that the Engliſh Government was over thrown. After this we 
marched from Kunkooa. The Captain purchaſed grain for the Sepoys.; the wa- 


ters 
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ters were out from the heavy rain, and whoever loitered behind was plundered 
by the villagers. When we arrived at Baunſy, we were obliged to halt fix days 

on account of the rains; aſter that we marched and arrived at Buſkroreh ; but 
there were many rivers and Nullahs in the road.

[ Num, III. M. J TRANSLATION of the Depoſition of Ahlaud Sing Subadar 
ſtationed in the fort of Gooruck poor; the deponent ſworn beſore 
Chief Juſlice Sir Elijah Impey, 26th November 1781. 


HAD confined under my guard in the fort of Gooruckpoor, one hundred and 

fifteen Burgomauls, inhabitants of Surwaur. On the 15th of Ramzan, the 
Rajah of Gooruck poor, the Zemeedars of Oulooleh, Bechouly &c, &c. great and 
ſmall ; likewiſe all the inhabitants of Gooruck poor, with {ix thouſand matchlocks 
and great numbers of country-people armed with clubs, at four gurries of the 
night, ſurrounded the fort, and made an attack by ſurpriſe; but the Sepoys on 
guard at the baſtions were awake, they began to fire, and an action immediately 
followed. Seeing that the country people were in great numbers, I went to 
each of the baſtions, and encouraged the Sepoys, and called them to me into the- 
body of the place, and formed them together. I left a Havildar and ten Sepoys 
at the Rung Mahul to prote@ the baggage; but it was night-time : The coun- 
try-people made an aſſault with ladders and entered the fort, and both parties 
fought reſolutely. At this time they placed ladders againſt the inner fort toward 
the ſouth, and entered upon the baſtion. I ſeized an advantageous opportunity 
(attacked) and killed ſeventeen of the enemy on the baſtion, and wounded ſeveral 
others. About half after ten at night they made an attack upon the weſtern 
baſtion. As there was a ſtraw Chupper on that baſtion, I took ſhelter under it, 
and threw down with all my force a part of the brick battlement on the enem 
by which four of them were killed ; one other fell by a muſquet ball, and they 
retreated. A third time, about three o'clock in the morning, the country peo- 
ple raiſed a great ſhout and attacked us again. I was then engaged on the in- 
ner fort baſtion. Seubunſe Havildar was poſted with twelve Sepoys to guard the 
. Burgomauls. They ruſhed upon him in a body, and Seubunſe called out to me 
with a loud voice, that the Burgomauls had attacked him. T gave him orders 
to put them all to the ſword. He inſtantly ſtruck off the heads of eighteen Bur- 
gomauls, and threw them out ; and he wounded ſeveral others. The morning 
now broke, and I entertained a hope that the enemy would fly, and that. the 
people of the town would certamly join me ; but the country people, the 
Fougedar 8&c.were all united with the Rajah. They lifted up their arms and ſaid, 
„the Doway * of the Nabob Saadut Ally Khan and the Begum has ſpread 
through the country; for the Rajah Cheit Sing has deſtroyed all the Engliſh, and 


Ww letters 
* The acclamation of appeal to the ſovereign power. 
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letters have come to the Rajahs to put the dependants of the Engliſh to the ſword 
wherever they may be found.” And he ſaid, © where. will they go? The coun- 
try is mine; I am a Bhonear Rajah; how long will they (be able to) oppole me?” 
In ſuch diſcourſe two Gurries of the morning had paſſed, away. From the eaſtern 
to the weſtern gate, within the Mahul, they ſurrounded the inner tort on all 
fides, and the action was renewed. We continued engaged for five Pahr (15 hours) 
with the enemy, without tafting either food or water. At this time Furhaud 
Beg came from the Rajah Bhonear to make propoſals, of which he informed me 
by one of my people. The Havildar Seuperſaud ſaid, ** perhaps the Rajah has 
fent him to fapport us; no matter let him be called.” So LI ſent for him, and 
he came up to the gate of the inner fort, and when he ſaw me, he ſaid to me, 
% you have no maſters, the Engliſh are all killed, and the Colonel and Mr. Gor- 
don are confined by the Begum,” I gave him inſulting language in reply to this, 
and told him to tell this ſtory to the Sepoys who were with me; and he did re- 
peat it with a loud voice to the Sepoys and {aid to them, you have no maſters, 
give up the Burgomauls that they may enter into the Rajah's ſervice, or go where 
they think proper.” In reply we ſaid, the good fortune of our maſters is on our ſide, 
and while we have life we will fight; and we will not give up the Burgomauls*” 
At this junQure Selamut Khan Jemmadar of grenadiers, with nine Sepoys, un- 
ex pectedly arrived in the town from Nerownah. My people from the inner fort 
faw that a company had arrived near to the Cutwall's Chubbootre. They gave 
a loud ſhout, and faid, a company of grenadiers is arrived from Kunkooa.” 
And their ſpirits were raiſed, and we-opened the gate of the fort, and: Selamut 
Khan joined us. The bravery. and reſolution of Selamut Khan are not to be deſ- 
cribed. When the enemy beheld, the arrival of Selamut Khan Jemmadar, they 
turned their faces to flight. I purſued them with my people through the weſtern 
gate, and many of the enemy were killed and wounded, and numbers were k1]- 
led, and numbers were drowned in the river; and by the bleſſing of God we 
obtained the victory. I returned into the fort, and immediately ſecured Ferhaud 
Beg and Fy z-Oolla Beg, who had come to make propoſals about the Burgomauls. 
I wrote an account of the whole of this affair to the Colonel and to the Captain.“ 
After a few days, an order came from the Colonel to Munnowur Khan directing, 
that if the Rajah Muſtapha Khan had been put to death, well; if not, ſtrike off 
his head. Munnowur Khan ſhewed me the order. I ſaid, © the order is not 
written to me. I will write to the Colonel on the ſubje&.” And it was under- . 
ſtood from the country people, that the Captain was marching towards Banaris 
(but) that the grenadier Sepoys had' mutinied and demanded their pay ; that the 
Captain gave them three months pay and propoſed to them to march with him to 
Banaris. The Sepoys all anſwered, that they would go to Bungulla, and deli- 
ver up their arms at the gate of the Begum ; in confequence of which the Cap- 
tain was obliged to give up his intentions of going to-Banaris, and returned to Goo- 
ruckpoor. And he gave orders that the head of Muſtapha Khan ſhould be ſtruck 
off, And he was beheaded accordingly, and a proclamation. was: made through 
5 * Captain Gordon. the 
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che town, that thoſe who were guilty of ſuch crimes would meet with the ſame 
puniſhment. The Captain halted for ſome days, and brought up grain for the 
Sepoys. At this time the brother of Soobaun Sing, Pulwaun Sing, with a thou- 
ſand matchlocks and others, country people, was at Gooruckpoor ; and they rai- 
ſed an outcry and ſaid, that the Engliſh ſhould not remain in the town. And 
they prepared for action. So the Captain crofled the Raubty. A bullock-man 
belonging to the artillery, who returned into the town to buy fodder, they put 
to death. Marching from thence, in four days the Captain arrived at Baunſy. 
The Ranny of Baunſy came to ſee him; but her ſon prepared tor hoſtilities, he 
ſaid, * they have ſtruck off the head of our Rajah at Gooruckpoor, and I will 
be revenged.” We marched from thence, and the Rajah of Bulrampoor with 

his people had thrown up an intrenchment acroſs the road; and he ſaid, “It is 
the Begum's orders that you ſhall not march by this road.“ With the greateſt 
hazard and caution we marched from thence, and arrived at Koonda ; and the 
country people retired into the fort. |

N.] TRANSLATIO N of the Depoſition of Denoo Sing, 
E Subadar, the Deponent ſworn before Chief Fuſtice Sir Elijah Impey, | 
November 26th 1781. | 


N the 16th of Ramzan an order came to me from the Commander of the 
Battalion, that a Jemmadar and Sepoys belonging to.the Company of Dut 
Sing were coming to me, that I ſhould deliver over to him the fort, and the 
gun, and the Burgomauls, and that T myſelt ſhould march and join Mr. Gordon 
at Taundeh. On the 13th the ſaid Jemmadar and Sepoys joined me at Dummoo- 
reah Gunge, and being relieved on the Tame day, on the 14th of the ſaid month 
I marched toward Taundeh. The Zemeedars and villagers ſurrounded us all the 
way from Dummooreah Gunge to Ruddouly, and they ſaid, + the Government of 
the Colonel 1s at an end;” but they had not the reſolution to attack us. 'They 
alſo ſaid, „ the Rajah Cheit Sing has cut off the Engliſh forces at Banaris. Di- 
liver up your baggage, it is the order of the Begum.” In this fituation J re- 
plied, - the baggage belongs to us and we have ammunition to defend it, if any 
one chooſes to attack it let him come. We lay the whole night on our arms at 
Ruddouly. We marched the next morning, and arrived at Buſty ; but got no 
intelligence of Mr. Gordon to enable us to join him. Ghuffoor Beg, Subadar 
of the Nabob's artillery, told me that Bauboo Dhun Sing, with a thouſand match- 
locks, had taken poſt in the Jungle of Buſty ; and that he had moreover ſunk 
all the boats on the river. I halted fix hours at Buſty, ſearching after boats, at 
laſt J procured a very {mall one; and when I was about to croſs, the Subadar 
Bejy Sing arrived after a march of twenty Coſe, in which march a y and 
three horſes were killed, and four Sepoys wounded. Bejy Sing. defired I would

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ſtop for. two or three Gurry, till his people had ate their victuals, ſor they: hac 
7 twenty Coſe. At the time that Bejy Sing's Sepoys had untied their Com- 
murbunds ( laid aſide their arms ) the country people with Bauboo Dhun Sing 
came and ſurrounded us in the village of Buſty, in conſequence of which I reſol- 
ved to ſeize upon the fort of Buſty, and take poſt there. The Subadar of the ar- 
tillery -beforementioned, and others of the people ſaid, © accounts have arrived 
from the Begum that all the Engliſh are cut off, why will you ſcize upon the 
fort and take poſſeſſion of it? I deſired the ſaid Subadar to join and ſupport me. 
He replied, . is appointed Aumil of the Pergunnah I will join him. I 
will not go with you.“ At this time a man arrived and brought * that Mr. 
Gordon was at Sunjur Ghaut in the Pergunnah of Ruddowly; ſo I marched to 
Meer Gunge, intending to go from thence to the ſaid Ghaut, and I ſent a Sepoy, 
naked, to obtain intelligence of Mr. Gordon. The ſaid Sepoy returned, and 
brought word, that Mr. Gordon and the Subadars and Jetnmadars were 1mpri- 
ſoned at Taundeh by orders from the Begum ; that many of the Sepoys had deſer- 
ted, and ſeveral had been killed. When TI heard this news, and that the Ghauts on 
the river were ſhut, and that the Rajahs with fix thouſand matchlocks had ſur- 
rounded Ahlaud Sing in the fort of ee ee with an intention to ſet the 
Burgomauls at liberty, I determined to march to Gooruckpoor. On the road, 
neus arrived that through the good fortune of our Maſters, all the country peo- 
ple had been put to flight, and that Ahlaud Sing had obtained the victory; in 
conſequence of which I went to Mukhur, and there I ſaw that all the Pergunnah 
Aumils of that country had taken ſhelter in the monument of Kubbeer Daus. 
From them I learned, that it was the Begum's orders to cut off all thoſe who 
were connected with the Engliſh in Surwar, wherever they might be found. I 
alſo heard that the Rajah Cheit Sing had deſtroyed all the Engliſh troops, and 
thit three of the Engliſh had been killed. It was allo reported, that the autho- 
rity of the Nabob Saadut Ally Khan and the Begum was eftabliſhed throughout 
all the county. I marched from Mukhur and arrived at the fort of Gooruckpoor. 
After this, a letter came from Bauboo Ajeet Sing to Ahlaud Sing, to this pur- 
port, “deliver over the Burgomauls to me, and I will cauſe you to be conducted 
wherever you think proper to go; or if you think proper) enter into my ſer- 
vice, for you have no Maſter, Why will you give yourſelves up to deſtrudti- 
on?” We and Ahlaud Sing ſent a verbal anſwer, that the fortune of our Maſ- 
ters was on our fide, if he . proper he might come; that while we had life 
we would not give up the Burgomauls ; but that we would put them all to the 
ſword. We wrote an account of theſe things to the Colonel, and received the 
following anſwer, that we ſhould maintain our poſt in the fort, and that we 
ſhould march toward him with the Captain ( when he arrived). It was now 
known that the Captain intended to march to Banaris by the road of Nuddi Kau- 
noon ; but that the grenadiers had mutinied, and obliged him to return. It was 
allo heard that Futteh Saw, and Genoo Roy, and Rajah Ajeet Mull &c. had 
reſolved to attack the Captain, becauſe letters had come Baan the Rajah Cheit 
Sing 
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Sing to all the Zemeedars, to this purport: Wherever there are de pendants of 
the Engliſh kill and drive them out.” It was moreover reported, that when 
the Captain marched to Kunkooa, on his way to Banaris, the grenadiers made 

a diſturbance, and demanded their pay 5 that he gave three months pay to the 
Se poys to prevail upon them to march with him to Banaris, but that thoſe cow- 
ards would not conſent : They ſaid, . we will not go to Banaris; we are the 
{ſervants of the Begum and Saadut Ally Khan; we wall deliver up our guns and 
our arms at the gate of the Begum.” Without remedy, the Captain was obliged 
by the diſobedience of his troops, to march to Gooruckpoor where we joined him. 


Moreover; Pulwaun Sing, the brother of the Rajah Soobaun Sing, came with 


a thouſand matchlocks, and he and the inhabitants of Gooruckpoor raiſed a cla- 
mour, demanding that the Captain ſhould march from thence, and they killed 
the brother of the Chowdry of the bullock-men who went into the town to buy 
fodder. At this time half the troops had croſſed the Raubty, when the foregoing 
accident happened., The Captain marched by the way of Baunſy. After our ar- 
rival at Baunſy it rained 6 days without intermiſſion. The Ranny of Baunſy came 
to ſee the Captain; but her ſon ſtood prepared for hoſtilities:. After fix days we 
marched from thence to Purtaul Buckra, from thence to Dummoorea Gunge. 
Marching from thence we halted at Chunderdeep for two days: When we march- 
ed from thence, the Captain went on in front; Hurdeaul Commandant was in 
the rear; a ſkirmiſh enſued between him and the country people; two of them 
were taken priſoners, and one was killed by a muſquet ſhot. We marched from 
that place to the Nullah of Attroleh, three Cole to the weſtward. We marched 
from Attroleh, and were oppoled near Bulrampoor by about two thouſand coun- 
try people ; but when the battalion and gun were drawn up fronting them, they 
gave way and fled. "Phe road cleared, we marched and encamped at the Nuddy 
Koaubeh. We continued there one night, and marched to Gonedeh. When we 
arrived at Gonedeh, the country people quitted our rear. 2

O.] TRANSLATION of the Depoſition of Ram Sing Jem- 
madar; the Deponent ſworn before Chief Juſtice Sir Elijah Impey, 
November 26th 1781. | 


* HE. Rajah Futteh Saw, and Genoo Roy and Ajeet Mull united themſelves 
all three together, and bound themſelves by oath; and theſe were the 1m- 
proper reſolutions which they bad agreed to: That they would croſs the river 
Gograh, and eſtabliſh their own authority there; for letters had arrived from the 
Rajah, Cheit Sing at Banaris, in which he ſaid, © all the Engliſh are cut off; 
the government of the Engliſh is overturned ; I have taken poſſeſſion of the 
country; do you, the Zemeedars, eſtabliſſi your authority alſo in thoſe diſtricts.“ 
It was likewiſe publickly reported, that the Rajah Cheit Sing had ſent MP 
| thouland 
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thouſand Rupees in ſpecie to the ſaid Zemeedars to raiſe men, and kill and drive 
out the dependants of the Engliſh wherever they might be. It was alſo report- 
ed, that Colonel Hannay and Captain Williams were in confinement. The Ra- 
jah Futteh Saw came to inform himſelf of this; but, not obtaining any certain 
intelligence, returned, and determined to go to Kunkooa to cut off the people 
and plunder the place. At this time the Captain returned from Lucknow, and 
arrived at Kunkooa. I alſo arrived at Kunkooa agreeably to orders. In the eve- 
ning, he informed all the Subadars and Jemmadars and Sepoys that they were to 
march towards Banaris the next day. In conſequence of which the Sepoys went 
to the Subadars and ſaid that they had no money. The Subadars replied, their 
pay was in the Sirkar, if they could get it, they might take it. Early the next 
morning we marched, the companies faced to the right. Four or five of the fore- 
moſt grenadiers ſtept out, Turrounded the Captain, and ſaid, „give us our pay 
and we will go with you.” The Captain replica, „ you are only four or bos 
men, take (your pay) and I will pay the Battalion when we azrive at Burragong,“ 
which is only eight coſe from Kunkooa. The battalion had gone on about a 
coſe. On hearing the above, numbers of Sepoys returned, and loaded their pieces, 
and fixed their bayonets, and pointed them at the Captain, in conſequence of 
which, he recalled the whole battalion, and told them to take their pay, and 
march with him to Banaris, to which they all agreed: But when the Captain 
had given them three months pay, the men who were the mutineers raiſed a 
. clamour (and faid) „we will take our arms and the gun to the Chuckladar, and 
receive our pay from bim; for the Chuckladar is a ſervant of the Begum's, and 
we alſo are the Begum's ſervants and Saadut Ally's.” The Captain ſaid to the 
Commandant and the Subadars, * I have paid them all, what then 1s the cauſe 
of this improper behaviour.” But what he ſaid had no effect upon them. How- 
ever much he urged them to march to Banaris they ftill refuſed, and only faid 
that they would go to Bungulla, and attend the Begum and Saadut Ally Khan : 
And that, if the Captain attempted to eſcape, they would put a guard over him, 
and deliver him up there. Without remedy, the Captain marched this way. — 
That which was true has been written.

III. p. TRANSLATION of the Depoſition of Hardeal Sing Comman- 
dant ; the Deponent oy before Chief Fuſtice Sir Elijah 1 
ovember 26th 1981. | 


H E ſervant Hurdeal Sing cent of Major. r Macdonald's battalion 
gives the following account. I was ſtationed in "the Pegunnah of Beelpoor 
in the diſtrict of Narrain Buttool, with two companies of Sepoys of Captain Wil- 
liams's battalion, three hundred and fifty Nejeeb and Sehbundy men, and one - 
gun, and acted in the buſineſs of the Sirkar agreeably to my orders. From the 
15th of Ramzan I received ſeveral letters from Mahommed Shuffee Khan, the 
Chuckladar 
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Chuckladar, and from the Captain, who were then at Kunkooa, to march ſpeedi- 
ly with my force and join them, for that the power of the turbulent country 
people and Rajahs. was. become exceffive. At this time I collected together the 
people who were ſtationed at different places, and on the 19th of the ſaid month, 

notwithſtanding the waters were very much out in the road, I marched toward 

Kunkooa. When I arrived at Ram Kolah, which is about fifteen coſe from my 
fituation, L heard from the general reports of the people, that the Rajahs Ajeet 
Mull and Futteh Saw and Genoo Roy, who had been expelled from their Zemee- 
daries, and reſided with the Rajah Cheit Sing in the country of Banaris, had all 
three, by orders from Saadut Ally Khan and Rajah Cheit Sing, marched from 
thence, and croſſed the Gograh, and taken poſſeſſion of their lands; and that 
the Rajah Cheit Sing had affiſted the laid Rajahs with five and twenty thouſand 
Rupees to drive out the Engliſh, [directing] that they ſhould drive them and all 
their dependants out of their diſtricts, When I came to the next ſtage, I heard 
that the grenadiers who were with Captain Williams at Kunkooa had mutini- 
ed, and confined the Captain and cruelly beat his Moonſhy, that they had got 
their pay and intended to go off to the Vizeer, and that no one attended to the 
orders of the Captain. As the companies with me had been informed of theſe 
eircumſtances, I ſoothed & perſuaded them not to thinkof acting in ſuch a manner; 
that pay was never withheld or loſt in the Engliſh ſervice; that they would 
received; every Daum of that which was due to them; but that it would be im- 
proper for them, at that time, to act as others had done. The Sepoys aflented to 
what I had faid, and notwithſtanding the oppoſition of the country people on 
the road we arrived in ſafety, and with the greateſt expedition, at Kunkooa, and 
attended the Captain and the Chuckladar. And I then ſaw with my own eyes 
what I had before heard on the road. The Captain faid when I went to him, 
you have without doubt heard how things are here. What are the intentions 
of the people with you?“ I faid in reply, that the people along with me, both 
the Sepoys, the Nujjeeb, and the Sehbundy men, had no other intentions but 
thoſe of obeying his orders, and that he might at all events make himfelf eaſy as 
to thoſe men. The Captain then ſaid, it was my intention to have taken the 
grenadier companies and the two guns and to have marched to Banaris and joined 
the Governor, by the way of the Nuddy Kaunoon, and to have chaſtized the 
three Rajahs, with whom we ſhould have fallen in on the road; but the grena- 
diers would not conſent to this. Do you inquire of them what their intentions 
are.” Agreeably to the orders of the Captain, I went at night to the line, to the 
Subadars and Jemmadars, and Sepoy-grenadiers, and aſked what they wiſhed for 
and intended. The Sepoys all replied, © If the Captain reſolves to march to the 
eaſtward, not one of us will go with him; moreover we will march early to 
morrow morning to the weſtward, to the Vizeer. Whoever chooſes to go that 
way. may accompany us.“ The two grenadier Subadars then told to me to go 
to my tent, for that theſe matters the two companies had already talked upon 
with the Captain. I again endeavoured to prevail upon the Sepoys and Suba- 
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dars, and told them to continue, | and ſet their minds at reſt; that I would go 
and ſpeak to the Captain; that if he approved of it he would take them with 
him and march to the weſtward; that at all events it would be better to obey 

him. At laſt. I ſoothed and appeaſed them, and went to the Captain and told 
him what had paſſed. After this the Captain ordered me to go to Mahommed 
Shuffee Khan the Chucklahdar, and tell him to prepare to march. I went to the 
Chucklahdar and delivered the meſſage. In anſwer the Chucklahdar, who had 
ſent a perſon named Munſhan Ram on his part to the Rajahs Ajeet Mull, Fut- 
teh Saw and Genoo Roy before-mentioned, on a private buſineſs, made the want 
of cattle for his baggage an excuſe, and deſired that we would halt two or three 
days longer, and that he would then colle& beaſts of burden and march. The 
ſaid Chucklahdar told me the next day, and told the Captain alſo, that a man 
of his was returned, and had brought information that four companies of Sepoys 
and four guns were come from the Rajah Cheit Sing to the aſſiſtance of the Ra- 
jahs Ajeet Mull, Futteh Saw, and Genoo Roy, and moreover that they would 
croſs the Gograh and join them that day. At length, two days after my arrival, 
our whole force marched toward Gooruckpoor, and notwithſtanding the Rajahs 
and the country people moleſted us on all ſides on the march, and the waters and 
Nullahs were out, yet in ſix days we arrived in ſafety at Gooruckpoor. There 
I heard from the people, that orders from the Begum had arrived to all the Ra- 
jahs of Pergunnahs not to permit any Englith gentlemen or any of their depen- 


dants to paſs in ſafety through their ſeparate diſtricts; and that they had ſur- 


rounded Ahlaud Sing Subadar, who was ſtationed with a few Sepoys in the fort 
of Gooruckpoor ; but that, through the good tortune of our maſters, the enemy 
was repulſed and obliged to retire; that no Engliſh letters or others, or Hircar- 
rahs, were permitted to paſs, and that if the country people diſcovered any En- 
gliſh letters or others in the hands of Hircarrahs they ſcourged them with the 
greateſt ſeverity. In conſequence of thele (accounts) the Captain ſent for me 
and ſaid, © the people have raiſed great diſturbances in the country; beyond this 
no grain will arrive, therefore we muſt buy grain here, and carry it with us.“ 
In the ſpace of eight days grain was procured for the march, and bullocks got 
together; and in four days, notwithſtanding the heavy rains, we croſſed the 
Raubty and marched toward Sukrorah. From the day that we arrived at Baunſy 
for fix days ſuch heavy rains ſell, both day and night, that no one had the pow- 
er to ftir from his place. Without remedy, we halted during that time, and 
on the firſt day that the rain ſubſided we marched, and in two days arrived at 
Dummoorea Gunge. At that place there was a Nullah in the road which was 
over flowed by the rains and ſtopt our progreſs ; and we were at laſt obliged to 
halt there one day to make a bridge, over which the troops were paſſed. While 
we were croſſing, the country people ſhowed themſelves, but were repulſed and 
obliged to retreat. We proceeded from thence the next day, and march after 


march to Bulrampoor. As the river Kuwannah croſſed our way at that place, 


we were obliged to halt there for one day. At laſt we paſſed that river in ſafety

deponent ſworn before Chief Juſtice Sir Elijali Impey, November 26th 1781. 
N the 13th of Ramzan I received orders from Mr. Williams to join Mr. Gor- 
don at Taundeh, and to deliver over the gun and the Burgomauls to Kaum- 
dar Beg. Agreably to orders I delivered over the gun and the Burgomauls to 
Kaumdar Beg, and ſet out. When I arrived at Naurood, the Hooly rejoicings 
had commenced, and the country people gathered together on all ſides and fur- 
rounded me. Making an effort, I puſhed on from therice about a Coſe; but the 
enemy were now encreaſed to a prodigious number. Till nine o'clock at night 
they continued to inſult us, and when the moon got up they began to fire with 
matchlocks; and they ſaid, “you have ſtruck off the head of the Rajah Juggut 
Sing; where will you go? We will ſtrike off your heads in return. It is tbe 
orders of the Begum, that whoever ſtrikes off and brings in the head of an Eng- 
liſhman ſhall receive a reward of a thouſand Rupees; and for the head of a Suba- 
dar or Jemmadar a hundred Rupees; and for every Sepoy's head ſtruck off and 
brought, that a reward of ten Rupees ſhall be given.“ The attack continued 
through the night, one Sepoy was killed and ſeven men and three horſes wound- 
ed of my party. The country people ſaid, “give up your baggage and arms 
and coats, and go naked where you pleaſe.” But I ſtood firm and we fought 
with them, and marched. on, night by night, to Baunſy, where we were quit- 
ted by the enemy. Having joined Dhoon Sing Subadar at Baunſy, we marched 
from thence with him. This which is related is true.

don; the deponent ſworn before Chief Juſtice Sir Elijah Impey, Nov. 16th 1781. 


FT MxRUN &c. conſidering God and the Prophet of God as preſent, do ſwear 
upon the ſacred Koraun to the following facts, which I give in writing : That 
on the 7th of the month of September Mr. Gordon, with four companies of Se- 
poys and a hundred horſe of the Ruflaulch of Ruzza Beg Khan, did march from 
the Ghaut Jehoora for Taundeh; and at that time, from our ſetting out till our 
arrival at Taundeh, thouſands of country people aſſembled together, and attemp- 
ted to cut off the troops and the baggage, ſo that there was a continued action 
both with ſwords and muſquetry all the way. But as the order of march was 
well regulated, and the Sepoys were not deficient in firmneſs and reſolution, 
many of the enemy were killed; and on this fide, not a ſingle article of the pro-

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perty of any one was plandered ; Mr. Gordon conducting them all; | together 


with the whole of the baggage, in perfect ſafety to the Nullah of Teerah,” which 


runs beneath Taundeh. On our arrival there, he intended to croſs the Nullah 
and encamp at Taundeh, and he gave directions for the troops to pals over, 
When they were about to croſs, (it appeared that) all the boats were on the 
oppoſi te ſide of the Nullah. And the people of the Taundeh Fougedar, whoſe 
name is Shumſheer Khan, ſtood guard over the boats, and ſaid, “it is the orders 
of the Fougedar that the boats ſhall not paſs over to that fide.” When Mr. Gordon 


heard of this, he wrote a letter to the Fougedar, and ſent it by a Hircarrahi | 
The contents of the letter were, I am a ſervant of the Nabob, and am going 


to join the army by his orders: where is the propriety of ſhutting up the Ghaut, 
and refuſing to permit people to paſs?” The ſaid Hircarrah took the letter, and 
went to the Ghaut, and endeavoured to get over, but the Fougedar's people 
would not allow him to croſs. When I faw that they would not permit the 
Hircarrah to paſs over, I gave Mr. Gordon's letter to a ſervant of the Fougedar's, 


who had ſwam over to our fide of the Nullah to ſee one of his friends, and I told 


him to convey it, by ſome means or other, to the Fougedar. He put the letter 
in his Turban, and ſwam back acroſs the Nullah and delivered it to the Fouge- 
dar, who read the contents; but returned no ſort of an{wer. At the time when 
the letter arrived, Mirza Ruzza Beg Khan Ruffaulehdar, who by chance had 
arrived alone on ſome buſineſs, and had crofled over before this affair, was ſit- 


ting by Shumſheer Khan, and is an evidence that the letter arrived. The ſaid 


Mirza declared to me and confirmed it by oaths, that the letter came to the Fouge- 
dar when he was preſent, and that although he endeavoured to perſuade him, it 
was to no purpoſe. At laſt he fent.for three guns and ſome Tomuns of Match- 
lock-men who were ſtationed at Taundeh ; and he pointed the guns acroſs the 
Nullah at the troops, and ſtationed the men at the Ghaut, and ordered them not 
to permit a ſingle perſon to croſs. In conſequence thereof the Fougedar's people 
ſtood at the Ghaut and uſed inſulting language, and faid that if any one attemp- 
ted to croſs the river, they would fire upon him. When Mr. Gordon ſaw this, 
that no an{wer to his letter had come from the Fougedar, -and that his people were 
inclined to hoſtilities, he directed me to go and explain things to Shumiſheer Khan 
and perſuade him to deſiſt ſrom ſuch improper conduct. According to the orders 


I had received, I went to the Ghaut and demanded a boat, and ſaid that I was 


{ent by Mr. Gordon to the Fougedar on buſineſs, and deſired that they would ab 
Tow me to croſs over alone; but they would not liſten to me, or ſend a boat to 
carry me over. Without remedy, I returned to Mr. Gordon and informed him 
of the behavior of the people at the Ghaut. He ſaid, „If they will not give you 
a boat it is no matter, mount an elephant and ſwim him over.” I obeyed and 
mounted an elephant, and went and endeavoured to puſh the elephant into the 
Nullah.: The Fougedar's people at once levelled their pieces at me and ſaid, be- 
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ware, if you drive the elephant into the Nullah we will fire upon you, and kill 
you.” Perforce I returned to Mr. Gordon. It was now almoſt ſun- ſet. When 
the country people ſaw this affair, that the Fougedar of Taundeh was our enemy 
alſo,, that he had ſhut up the Ghaut, and would not permit us to pals, they 
charged us on all ſides. Our Sepoys ſeeing thouſands of the country people aſ- 
ſembled on one ſide, the Ghaut ſhut up, and Shumſheer Khan diſpoſed to hoſti- 
lities on the other; and being alſo: much exauſted by the 1kirmiſhing and labor 
on the march, gave up their reſolution and firmneſs at once, and, throwing a. 
ſide their arms and their coats, diſpoſed. themſelves to flight, and notwithſtand- 
ing Mr. Gordon uſed every means of. perſuaſion, both to the Sepoys and the oſ- 
ficers, no one either heard or obeyed him, until Mr. Gordon was left with only 
ten men and the baggage; all the reſt were fled. At this time Cally Perſhaud, 
a Bengaly of Mr. Scott's, who was ſtationed at the Kooty, by a thouſand entrea- 
ties and ſupplications, obtained an order to ſend one boat from the Fougedar, 
and ſent it over. Mr. Gordon then ſaw. that none of his, people had remained 
with him; that continuing there alone was to no purpoſe; and therefore was 
obliged to croſs over. All his baggage and the: baggage, of his {ſervants and fol- 
lowers was plundered; that which they carried over with them; when they 
croſſed, and delivered into the hands of the Fougedar's people, who promiſed to 
protect it, was afterwards taken by them and never returned. Some days aſter 
ſome firelocks were produced from the houſe. of the Fougedar, and many of the 
people's effects were ſeen there; but the Fougedar's men did not deliver them up. 
In ſhort this is the ſubſtance of the affair which happened at Taundeh, and I 
have wrote this account upon oath, that whoever reads it may know it to be true, 
Written with my own hand.

E Meer Ahmud Ally Subadar in the battalion of Captain Williams, and 
Doond Sing Subadar of grenadiers-in the battalion. of Major Macdonald, 
do {wear (one) upon the ſacred Koraun, and (the other) by the Ganges &c. to 
the (truth of the) tollowing depolition, which we give in writing. That on the 
7th of the month of September Mr. Gordon with four companies of Sepoys and 
a hundred horſe of the Ruſſauleh of Ruzza Beg Khan, did march from the Ghaut 
of Jehoorah toward Taundeb, and we (the deponents) were along with him. 
From our ſetting out till our arrival at Taundeh, thouſands of country people 
Turrounded us on every fide with intention to cut off the troops and the baggage. 
ſo that we were continually engaged both with ſwords and {mall arms the whole 
way; but as the order of march was well regulated, the enemy could not ſuc- 
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ceed in their attempts upon the army. After ſkirmiſhing throughout the whole 
march, by which ſeveral of the enemy were killed, we arrived in fafety about 
two o'clock in the afternoon on the bank of the Nullah of Teerah which runs 
beneath Taundeh. After our arrival there Mr. Gordorn wanted to croſs the 
Nullah and halt in Taundeh, and he gave us orders to, croſs the Nullah. We 
attempted to paſs over ; but the Fougedar of Taundeh, by name' Shumſheer 
Khan, hearing that Mr. Gordon was about to. croſs the Nullah, prepared three 
guns and three or four Tomuns of matchlock-men, who. were flationed with him, 
and poſted them at the Ghaut ; and they pointed the guns toward the troops of 
Mr. Gordon; and the Fougedar gave orders not to permit a ſingle man belong- 
ing to that gentleman to croſs. Although Mr. Gordon wrote a letter to the ſaid 
Fougedar, it made no fort of impreſſion upon him. At laſt evening came: It 
happened: that Ruzza Beg Khan had arrived alone on ſome buſineſs before this 
affair, and croſſed over to Taundeh. The cavalry, belonging to the faid Ruſſau- 
lehdar, before any one elſe, fwam their horſes acroſs the river and fled. The Se- 
poys ſeeing thouſands of 'country people advancing on one fide, the Ghaut ſhut 
up by the Fougedar, Shumfheer Khan, who would allow no one to paſs, on the 
other; and that the cavalry who accompanied” them were difperfed and gone, 
gave up at once their ſteadineſs and reſolution, and taking off their coats, and 
throwing down their arms, turned themſelves to flight, until Mr. Gordon was; 
tit with only ten or eleven men; for all the reſt had fled. At this time Cally . 
I'erſhaud, Mr. Scott's Bengally, who reſided at the Kooty in Taundeh, by a 
thouſand ſupplications and intreaties, obtained an order from the Fougedar for 
ene boat, which he ſent over. Mr: Gordon was then alone on the bank. He 
was forced to croſs, and all the baggage bolonging to him and his ſoHowers was:

Lutteefgur appointed by Rajah Cheit Sing, were Mocundy, and Ram Bukſh, 
Bhemun Sing, and Cullian Sing, and Baul Kiſhen Huzzarry, and Sirdar Sing 
a follower of Ramjewtth, and Ram Sheweh a ſollower of Ajayb Sing, and Dildar 
Hooſſein Khan, and Nuzzur Aſhriff with their own parties. On the next mor- 
ning, which was monday the 28th.of Shabaun, the above-named Chieſs had an 
engagement at Ramnagur with the companies which came from the fort of Chunar.. 
At two Pahr and a half of the day ( paſt one P.M.) thoſe companies where deſea ted, 
and the intelligence was immediately ſent to Lutteefgur, and at and one Pahr of the 
night ( o'clock ) Bauboo Soojaun Sing having left Lutteefgur with Gholaum 
Hooſſein Khan and Fyz Oolla Khan arrived that ſame night at Ramnagur when 
two Gurries of it remained. | | _ Tueſday: 
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Tueſday the whole day he was/employed in preparations, and in ſtationing 
the abovementioned chieſs, and in loading Bamboo ladders on the boats and guns 
upon the pinnace. | And he gave orders to the chiefs and the troops, that at 
twelve at night on wedneſday they ſhould crols and attack the Governor-General 
and the other Engliſh gentlemen who reſided in Mehadew Dauls's garden. All 
the inhabitants of Ramnagur, as well as, I ſaw and heard theſe particulars.

With reſpe& to Cheit Sing's having, from of old, an improper correſpon- 
dence with the Begums at Lucknow and the Rajah of Bheraich. and Gooruckpoor

Since two years, on account of the enmity of Cheit Sing to me, I had left Ram- 
nagur and reſided in another dwelling; and Cheit Sing had always acted towards 
me with ſuch enmity and oppoſition as cannot be deſeribed. How therefore ſhould 
he have acquainted. me with his Correſpondences? But I have heard from report 
that he had in many places improper correſpondences. However it is very plain 
that he had enmity towards the Governor-General, becauſe whenever he learned 
anything to the prejudice of the Governor from the letters of his Vakeels, or 
the reports of ill deſigning perſons, he uſed to rejoice. This is known to all the 
inhabitants of Ramnagur. Accordingly, when the Governor General was late- 
ty coming from Calcutta towards this quarter, the Rajah and his companions uſed 
to ſay, * the Governor has been diſplaced and is making his eſcape to Hindoſtan.” 
Beſides, from the Rajah's going to Buxar to meet him with the greateſt prepara- 
tions his intention plainly appears.

GUDGERAUGE SING, the ancient Kelladar of Ramnagur from the time of 
the deceaſed Rajah Bulwant Sing, do declare and give in writing, without 


reſerve, (conſidering God to be preſent and a witneſs ) all that I have dont, ſcen, 
or heard, to the following effect. ** | 


On the day that the engagement happened between the forces which.eame from 
Chunar and the troops of Rajah Cheit Sing, I was in readineſs in the fort of Ram- 
nagur with the Burkandazes with their matches lighted. When the Chunar 
army had been defcated, a budgerow from the weſtward came near the Ghaut of 
Buxey Suddanund. Having obſerved it from the fort, I went out by the wicket 
gate, Which 1s to the Southward, with ſeven or eight Burkandazes. The row- 
ers and other people belonging to the Budgerow on ſeeing this leaped-into the 

| | | | | water, 
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water, and the gentleman was killed by the ſtroke of a ſword from the men who 
accompained me. About this time I received intelligence that the Rajah's ca- 
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valry, who oppoſed the Chunar army, had fled Upon this I was greatly con- 
fuſed, and was deſirous of carrying the Budgerow under the ſort; but the peo- 
ple of Buxey Suddanund took poſſeſſion of the Budgerow, and declared that they 
would keep it, as it had come to their Ghaut. Two Burkandazes brought from 
the Budgerow two muſquets and ſome cloths; and one of my people took one 
muſquet, whilſt the Burkandazes took more cloth and arms. From thence I 


went to my charge in the fort.

My further depoſition is as ſollows. 


| On the night of the ſame day that the army from Chunar was defeated, about 
two Gurries of the night remaining, Bauboo Soojaun Sing arrived from Lutteef- 


gur at Ramnagur. I heard from ſeveral perſons that the ſaid Bauboo had given 
orders to his troops and chiefs to make a night attack on the Governor General 


and the other gentlemen who were in Mahadew Daſs's Garden. Accordingly he 
employed his troops in bringing bamboo ladders and loading them on boats, and 
every one was preparing for the attack.

APTAiN William Davy, Private Perſian Tranſlator to the Hon'ble Warren 

Haſtings Eſq; Governor General of Fort William in Bengal &c. &c. maketh

HE depoſition of Hindoo Sing Adjutant at Buxar ſays, that the people 
under the government of Cheit Sing gave many proofs of diſaffection to the 
Engliſh. That about two months before the arrival of the Governor General at 
| | RT 33 Buxar, 
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Buxar, two Sepoys belonging to the fort of Buxar obtained leave of abſence and 
did not return. That Soojaun Sing, the brother of the Rajah Cheit Sing, took 
them into his ſervice, and made one of them a Havildar and the other a Naick; 
that he received undoubted information, which was afterwards. confirmed by de- 
ſertions from the garriſon, that Soojaun Sing tutored the two deſerters to entice 
away the Engliſh Sepoys from Buxar promiſing to make them Havildars and of- 
ficers if they would enter into his ſervice, in conſequence of which ſeven Sopoys 
deſerted and entered into the ſervice of the ſaid Soojaun Sing; and that many more 
would have followed, but that proper meaſures were taken to prevent them The 
deponent alſo ſays, that long before this, when Sir Eyre Coote was on his way 
to Lucknow, three Sepoys were ſent to purchaſe grain at Balleah in the coun- 
try of the Rajah; that they applied to the Fougedar of the place ſor his aſſiſtance 
in purchaſing the grain, which he not only refuſed, but he cauſed them to be 
beaten almoſt to death ; that 4heir*turbans and bayonets were taken away, and 
that no ſatisfaction could ever be obtained for this injuſtice and inſult to the En- 
gliſh government, nor was the Fougedar called to account for his conduct. The 
deponent further fays, that when the Rajah came to Buxar to meet the Gover- 
nor General, he had with him a fleet of boats, in number eighty or eighty-five, 
on which were embarked, according to the information which he obtained, 
two thouſand or two thouſand five hundred men, Sepoys and Matchlock-men, 
with four guns; that he came to, and encamped on the northern fide of the 
river oppolite to Buxar, and that he had ſeveral bodies of cavalry on the road on 
the ſame ſide of the river; fays that the Rajah came to Buxar to fee the Gover- 
nor General; that he brought with him only fiſty or fixty people, but that they 
were all hts relations and particular friends, on whom he depended, and that they 
were all armed. The deponent further ſays, that when hoſtilities commenced 
between the Rajah and the Engliſh, the Sepoys and others who' happened to be 
in the Rajah's country, were all driven out, and the road on both ſides the river 
ſo compleatly ſhut up, that no individual could paſs ; that four or five thouſand 
matchlock-men were to be collected by two brothers, Deir Sing and Beir Sing, at 

Serinjah agreeable to orders from the Rajah ; and that the ſaid Rajah wrote di- 
rections to the ſaid Deir Sing and Beir Sing, and to the Kelladar of Serinjah to re- 
duce the fort of Buxar, and to eſtabliſh his government in that country. 


The Deponent further ſays, that about twelve months ago three European 
gentlemen were attacked at Beerpoor in the country of the Rajah, about five coſe 
irom Buxar; that one of the gentlemen was deſperately wounded ; that a ſer- 
Jeant, a Jenimadar and fifty Sepoys were ſent from Buxar to ſeize the Zemeedar, 


but without effect that complaints were made to the Rajah, but no redreſs could

'EPOSITION of Sheakh Mahommed Aunicen Meyher, late a Com- 
mandant in the ſervice of Cheit Sing. Upon his oath ſays, he was the ſer- 
vant of Cheit Sing ; that he commanded a battalion of eleven hundred and fifty 
Sepoys in his ſervice; that he accompanied Cheit Sing when he went to Buxar 
to meet the Governor General; that there was with Cheit Sing at that time the 
following armed force : Two hundred and twenty-eight Sepoys under the 1m- 
mediate command of this deponent, fix hundred matchlock-men under the com- 
mand of Seuperſaud Sing, and three hundred Peadahs, or ſword men, called Huz- 
zZoory or guards; that the abovementioned troops accompained the Rajah in boats; 
and that the ſaid Rajah Cheit Sing was alſo attended by a body of ſix hundred 
cavalry under different leaders ; that the cavalry marched down on the ſouthern 
bank of the Ganges, and directed their movements by the motion of the feet of 
boats, in Which the Rajah and his infantry were embarked. That when the Ra- 
jah Cheit Sing arrived at Ghauzipoor he was joined by Bullum Daſs, the Au- 
mil, and the Dewan Ruggoobur Dial; and that, when he proceeded on from 
thence, a detachment of cavalry and matchlock-men (ſtationary troops at Ghau- 
zipoor) in number about five hundred accompanied the Rajah, marching along 
the northern bank of the river in the ſame manner as the troops on the oppoſite 
fide, moving when the fleet moved, and halting when that halted. That the 
Rajah arrived and encamped on the northern fide of the ganges, oppoſite the fort 
of Buxar: That the Governor General arrived at Buxar-the next day; that the 

- - Rajah croſſed the river and waited upon him; that he returned to his camp, and 
about three oclock in the afternoon put his people and fleet in motion, return- 
ing as he had went, and the troops on the banks of the river accompanying the 
boats. That the Governor General proceeded the next morning and came up 
with the Rajah at Zemeneeah, about twenty coſe from Buxar. That the Ra-

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Jah again waited on the Governor General on board his boat, and that the Gov. 
General then procecded on before the Rajah, the Rajah following at the diſtance 
of four or five coſe until they reached Banaris : That the Gov. General went to 
the garden of Mehadew Daſs, and the Rajah to Shewallah Ghaut, his armed 
people taking their ſtations in their neighbourhood : That his, the deponent's 
People, did not arrive with the Rajah, but that he joined him with fift) Sepoys, 
and took his ſtation near to Shewallah ; that two companies of Sepoys alſo joined 
the Rajah from Ramnagur. The deponent further ſays, that on the day that the 
three gentlemen and the two companies of Engliſh Sepoys came to the Rajah, and 
the circumſtance of his arreſt was known, the Rajah's people (who were then ſta- 
tioned round Shewallah) to the number of about four thouſand were armed and 
prepared for action; that at this time Munnihar Sing, Seuamur Sing, and Nunkoo 
Sing went to the Rajah ; that the diſturbance and diſpute at the gate ran high 
and encreaſed every moment; that the Huzzoories, Peadahs, and others with their 
arms, got upon the Chuppers which were erected againſt the wall on the outſide ; 
that the matchlock-men fired upon a company who were without Shewallah ; 
that the deponent counted ſeven matchlocks which were fired, and law a Sepoy 
fall by the firſt ſhot ; that the moment the firing was heard the Rajah's people for- 
ced their way ſword in hand into Shewallah, and cut the gentlemen and Sepoys 
to pieces: That the Rajah Cheit Sing eſcaped during the conflict to Ramnagur, 
and from thence to Lutteefpoor. | . 

The deponent further ſays, that after the detachment from Chunar was re- 
pulſed near Ramnagur and obliged to retreat, Soojaun Sing and the Buxey Sud- 
danund arrived with troops at that place, and that by orders from the Rajah they 
prepared ſcaling ladders &c. in order to make a night-aflault on the garden of 
Mahadew Daſs; that boats were prepared and guns and troops marched down to 
the Ghaut of Auſi Sungum : That the Sepoys belonging to the deponent refuſed 
to croſs the river until they had obtained ſome refreſhment, having been without 
food for two days; that the night paſſed away without any thing being done, 
and that the Governor General on that night quitted Banaris and arrived at Chu- 
nar; that Soojaun Sing and Suddanund Buxey wrote a complaint to Cheit Sing 
againſt the troops under the command of the deponent the next morning, and 
that Soojaun Sing ſent a company of his own Sepoys to take poſſeſſion of the gar- 
den of Mahadew Daſs; that they plundered the property of the gentlemen at that 
place, and returned to Ramnagur.

* HE Affidavit of Pie Colont William Blair n before Sir Eli- 
jah Impey, Knight, Chief Juſtice of the Supreme Court of Judicature at 
Fort William in Bengal. This deponent on his oath ſaith, that on the 2 iſt of 


and ſome - thing near an Hour after he had ifſued'orders for the 2d battalion of the 
bth regiment to croſs the river and march with all poſſible expedition to Banaris, a 
man was brought to him, who ſaid he had ſome particular intelligence to deli- 
ver; that upon hearing what he had to ſay, he acquainted the de ponent, that 
he had left Ramnagur in the night, and that it was there determined to attack 
the Fort of Chunargur the following night. He mentioned ſeveral of the leaders

names whom the deponent does not remember, and ſaid that ladders had been 
prepared at Pateeta for that purpoſe, and that a conſiderable force was expected 
to join thoſe at Ramnagur. The deponent further ſaith, that at the time this fel- 

low gave him the above information, he was going to the beach to ſee the batta- 
lion paraded, and to expidite the boats, and that he ſaw the ſame man upon the 
road as he was returning from the river-ſide. Lieutenant Colonel Blair further 
faith, that a ſhort time before dinner on the ſame day, another man Was brought 
to him with intelligence, who was dreſſed like a Fakeer; he ſeemed a middle aged 
man, and appeared very ſolicitous for the ſafety of the Engliſh. His informati- 
on correſponded with the former as to the time that the fort was to be attacked; 
the forces, he ſaid, could not in all conſiſt of leſs than between twenty and thir- 
ty thouſand men with artillery ; that they were to be led on by tha Rajah in 
perſon, and were to come from Lutteefpoor, Ramnagur, and Pateeta, The de- 
ponent remarks, that this man ſpoke ſo much more than meerly anſwering quel- 
tions that were put to him, that this joined to his ſeeming anxiety for the ſafety 
ol the Engliſh, created in the deponent's mind great doubts of his veracity, though 
he did not totally reje& his information. The deponent here obferves, that this 
man, and alſo the perſon that delivered the firſt intelligence, were perſect ſtran- 
gers to the deponent and every perſon about him, and that among other queſti- 
ons he aſked him what was his inducement to come to him with ſuch particular 
information; to which he anſwered, that he was a poor man and expected a re- 
ward. The deponent then told him, that if he called upon him next day he 
would moſt undoubtedly reward him accordingly. The deponent further faith, 
that as far as he recolleQs, between three and four o'clock the fame afternoon he 
was obſerving the laſt of the before-mentioned battalion crofling the river, his 
Jemmadar Hircarrah came to him and told him, that it was the general belief eve- 
ry where, that a large army was upon the march, and it was ſuppoled would reach 
Chunar that night, and that vaſt numbers of the inhabitants were flying the town: 
That he the deponent warned the ſaid Jemmadar Hircarrah to beware of bring- 
ing or ſpreading falſe intelligence, as he ſhould anſwer for it with his life. His 
anſwer was, that he ſpoke nothing of himſelf. 


The deponent after having ſeen all the battalion acroſs the river, and begun 
their march, ordered the Jemmadar Hircarrah to attend him to camp; that as 
the deponent was on the road he met a young man ſeemingly much out of breath, 
but could not underſtand what he had to ſay till he reached the camp, when he 
called Capt. Blair to interpret for him. The information this man gave was, 
that he was an inhabitant of Pateeta, and uſed frequently to come to Chunar up- 
on his own buſineſs ; that the deponent's Jemmadar Hircarrah knew him, which 
was acknowledged by the Jemmadar himſelf: He ſaid, that when he left Patee- 
ta there was about fix thouſand men getting ready to march towards Chunar, and 
that he underſtood that a very large body was to follow from Lutteefpoor. The 
deponent further ſaith, that upon reflecting upon the the various intelligence he 
had received through the day, he thought it neceſſary to acquaint Captain *

and Capt. Blair with his a pprehenfions of an attack being made that night ; that he 
the deponent ſaw out-poſts placed, and gave every neceſſary inſtruction to prevent 


a ſur prize, and to oppoſe the enemy with vigour, as he was conſcious that every 
thing depended: upon being able to keep the field. The deponent aſter this, when 
the troops were turned out at roll-calling, directed Captains Blair and Sparks to 
thank their men in the name of the Governor General for their late gallant be- 
havior at Ramnagur, lamenting at the ſame time the great loſs that they had ſuſ- 
tained by being imprudently led into a place where they could not act; but that 
he the deponent was confident they could in the fair field beat any force that the 
Rajah could bring againſt them; that the men expreſſed a perfect confidence and 
readineſs to oppoſe the enemy if attacked; and the Chaſſeurs exprefled the greateſt 
eagerneſs to embrace the firſt opportunity of revenging the death of their compani- 
ons and Commandant; and they remained upon their arms all night with the utmoſt 
cheerfulneſs. The deponent further ſays, that when the Goveror General arrived at 
Chunargur next morning, and that he was told the danger that threatened him 
and all the other gentlemen at Banaris, which he was perfectly ignorant of before, 
it then erouded on his mind, as no enemy had made the leaſt attempt either up- 
on the camp or fort, that all theſe pieces of intelligence, which had been brought 


in the day before, were entirely calculated for the purpoſe of detaining the troops. 


from being ſent to Eanaris, and thereby favoring the deſign of attacking the Go- 
vernor and gentlemen there; and the deponent ſays, that he is the more induced 
to this belief as he was not able next day or any time ſince to find the people that 
brought the deponent this intelligence, though every endeavour was made to 
diſcover them.

This deponent on his oa th ſaith, that on the evening of the 21ſt 
of Auguſt laſt, after having croſſed the river with his battalion, in order to march 


to Banaris agreeable to Colonel Blair's orders, ſeveral people came and acquainted 


him, that there were two thouſand armed men poſted in the neighbourhood of 
Becty-bur, to oppoſè his marching to Banaris; and not doubting this intelli-- 


| gence to be well founded, and night approaching, took every precaution to guard 
againſt a ſurpriſe and oppoſe the enemy; but, meeting with no oppoſition or 


his march there, or returning to Chunargur, therefore concluded the information 
to have been groundneſs. 1 2

* ATHANIEL M1DDLETON Eſq; on his oath ſaith, that he left Lucknow 
N on the 19th Auguſt 1781, and joining the Nabob Vizeer at about ten coſe 
| diſtant, proceeded with him towards Banaris with an intention to meet the Go- 
vernor General, who was expected ſhortly at Lucknow. 


That about three or four days after his departure, he heard of the diſturbance 
at Banaris, and of the maſſacre of three European Officers with a number of Se- 
poys at the inſtigation of Rajah Cheit Sing, which prevented the Governor Ge- 
neral's ſetting out for Lucknow as he had intended; and on his arrival at Doud- 
nagur, on the 24th of the ſame month, he received imperfect accounts, through 
the channel of the Vizeer's publick intelligence, of the retreat of the Governor 
General and his party to Chunargur ; and the ſame account as well as many o- 
thers ſet forth, that the Rajah Cheit Sing had iflued his moſt poſitive orders to 
all the Zemeedars and officers of his government to put every European to death 
that they could lay hold of, to ſeize and ſeverely puniſh any natives who ſhould 
be found in the ſervice of, or connected with, the Engliſh; and in general to 
uſe every means in their power to promote an inſurrection throughout the coun- 
try, for which they ſhould be liberally rewarded : That he had alſo written 
Perwannahs, or letters, to many of the Zemeedars of the Vizeer's country, en- 
couraging them to raiſe diſturbances in their reſpective diſtricts, and to aſſiſt him 
with troops, for which he promiſed them large ſums of money. That this re- 
port was made to him repeatedly, through various channels, and implicitly cre- 
dited, not only by himſelf but, he firmly believes, by the Vizeer and every man 
in his retinue. That in conlequence of theſe occurrences, the Vizeer who had 
left Lucknow with a very ſmall force, determined to wait for reinforcements be- 
fore he proceeded, and accordingly ſummoning his troops from all quarters, halt- 
ed at Huflanpoor until they joined him. That on the 31ft of ſaid month he, 
this deponent, in company With the Vizeer left Huſtfanpoor and proceeded to- 
wards Chunargur. That on his arrival at, .or near the village of Gopee Gunge, 
he heard from ſeveral different perſons, whoſe names he does not at preſent recol- 
lect that a number of dead bodies were ſeen, ſome ina well fituated near the road 
ide, and others lying on the open plain, partly covered with looſe earth or ſand 
that had been thrown over them: That theſe bodies were ſuppoſed, and gene- 
rally beheved, to be the bodies of Dauck Hircarrahs, and other travellers de- 
pendant on the Engliſh, who had been ſeized and murdered in conſequence of 
the aforeſaid orders of Rajah Cheit Sing. That this deponent did not ſee the bo- 
dies, but had not a doubt of the truth of the ſtory, as it was mentioned by ſeve- 
ral perſons at the time they were paſſing the place, and afterwards by others who 
had Ropped to {ee them. That in a ſmall mud fort, and village near the place 

| | where 
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where the bodies were diſcovered he this deponent heard from Almas Ally Khan, 
a principal farmer of the Nabob Vizeer, revenue, that there were ſeveral hun- 
dred armed men aſſembled in the ſervice of Rajah Cheit Sing, but for what par- 
ticular purpoſe he did not learn; that ſome days after his (this deponent's) ar- 

rival at Chunar, he was informed by two Hircarrahs, who brought him an ex- 
* preſs from the Aumil of Illahabad, that in paſſing through Gopee Gunge they 
had ſeen the dead bodies of two Europeans, who they ſuppoled had been murder- 
ed by the inhabitants of that place: That he heard at the time, and believed, 
and does till believe, that much encouragement, and ſome actual aid in the raiſ- 
ing of troops was given Rajah Cheit Sing by Behar Ally Khan, and Jewar Ally 
Khan, the two principal eunuchs, and counſellors of the Vizeer's mother at Fyz- 

abad ; and that their conduct, as well as that of their dependants, during the 
continuance of the diſturbances at Banaris, manifeſted a ſtrong diſaffection to the 
| Engliſh. That he further heard from his own news-writer ſtationed at Fyzabad, 
that a Vakeel or agent from Rajah Cheit Sing had been received at that place, 
and allowed to remain under the protection of the ſaid eunuchs; but for what 
particular purpoſe, or what was the nature of his commifſion or negociations, 
this deponent has not been able to diſcover.

LEXANDER HanNarY Eſꝗq; Lieutenant Colonel commanding a corps of his 
Excellency the Vizeer Aſlot-ud-Dowlah's Sepoys, on his oath declares, to 
the beſt of his remembrance and belief the following circumſtances reſpecting the 
| Rate of the country he was ſtationed in, and the reports that prevailed there du- 
ring the months of September and October 1781. That in obedience to orders 
he received from his Excellency the Nabob Vizeer for that purpoſe, on the 28th 
of Auguſt 178 1 he iſſued orders for forming a detachment conſiſting of one thou- 
ſand Sepoys, four guns, and five thouſand Horſe from the troops under his com- 
mand, to aſlemble at Akbarpoor, on the road leading to Jowanpoor: That 
eight companies of Sepoys, two guns, and about one hundred horſe of the ſaid 
detachment were ordered to croſs the Gogra at the Chowra Ghaut, and proceed 
to Akber poor; that two companies of Sepoys, two guns, and the remainder of 
the Horfe were ordered to croſs at Fyzabad, and encamp on the Rumna, until 
the arrival of the deponent, who was from thence to march them to Akberpoor, 
the appointed rendezvous of the detachment. That the deponent arrived at Fy- 
zabad on the evening of the 7th of September with the intention of purſuing 
his march to Akber poor the next morning; but was detained from the Horſemen 
| having been {ſeduced into the town, where they were tampered with by the ſer- 
vants and agents of the Begums to decline proceeding further with him: That 
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' the Subadars of the two companies of Sepoys repreſented to him, that guards were 
placed, ( ſaid by the authority of the Begums ) to prevent the Sepoys, or any one 
connedted with the Engliſh, from entering the town; and upon enquiry it ap- 
| peared that ſuch repreſentation was true: That the deponent learnt from vari- 

ous, and what he deemed information to be depended on, that the agents of Ra- 
jah Cheit Sing were publickly ſuffered to raiſe troops 1n Fyzabad, and that the 


eunuchs of both Begums encouraged the people to enter into his ſervice, parti- 


cularly Jewar Ally Khan, who was repreſented to have gone into the Chouk for 
this purpoſe : That the deponent was credibly informed, that two or three days 
before his arrival at Fyzabad, a man named Sheakh Khan, had marched from 
thence in order to join Rajah Cheit Sing with about a thouſand horſe and foot, 


and that ſeveral other detachments had before proceeded from thence with the _— 


ſame deſign. Theſe tranſactions were of ſo publick notoriety, and ſo generally 
believed, that the deponent deemed it his duty to repreſent their impropriety to 
the Bow Begum, * but could obtain no anſwer. On the evening of the 8th of 
September, the deponent received a letter from Lieutenant Gordon, who was on 
his march to join him at Akberpoor, informing him, that he had been attacked 
on his march from Chowrah Ghaut by great bodies of men aſſembled to oppoſe 
him; and that, on his arrival at Taundeh, the conduct of Shumſheer Khan, the 
Begum's Aumil of that place, had effected the loſs of his detachment, as appears 


from the following copy of his letter to the deponent relating the circumſtances. 
of that unhappy diſaſter. | 


Corr of a letter from Lieutenant John Gordon to Lieutenant-Colonel Hannay, 
dated at Taundeh the 10th of September 1781. 


” I nar the honor to write you on the 8th inftant acquainting you with the 
diſaſter which happened to my detachment, and I now beg leave to lay before 
you the particulars of that unfortunate affair. 


«© When I croſſed the Gograh on the 6th at Chowrah with the four compa- 

nies of Sepoys and about eighty horſe (in all near 400) I ſaw that the coun- 

try was diſaffected; my force, however, I judged to be quite ſufficient to join 

you at Akberpoor: Indeed I did not conceive that his excellency's troops 
| marching to join him by his order could meet with any interruption. 


* On the 7th at day-break I marched, and about half a mile from Chowrah, 
when croſſing a Nullah where I had ſent boats over night, I obſerved great 
bodies of men aſſembled to oppoſe my march; I immediately made what I 
judged to be the beſt diſpoſition of my ſmall corps, and the behaviour of the 
men did them great credit, for, though during the whole of the march of eight 
cole we were attacked and often ſurrounded by incredible numbers of people, yet 
we conſtantly beat them off, killing and: wounding many of them, and arrived 
| | Ws « with 
* The Nabob Vizeer's mother, called in the Narrative Navaub Allea. | a 
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ik very little loſs about one 0 clock 3 in the afternoon at the Terera Nullah, 
which runs by Taundeh, bringing the whole of dur Bazar and baggage in the 
moſt complete ſafety. I now imagined myſelf in a friend's country, and in- 
tended croffing the Nullah, that my people might halt for the day and refreſh 
after their fatiguing march; for this purpoſe I ordered my Bazar and baggage 
to be ſent over, and part of the Sepoys to ſtand to their arms. A great num- 
ber of our enemies were ſtill in ſight, but judge of my ſur prize when I was 
informed that the boats were all on the biber ſide of the Nullah, and that none 
of them were permitted te croſs. I immediately wrote to the Begum's Au— 
mil, Shumſheer Khan, acquainting him that I was marching with the Vizeer's 
troops by his orders to join him; that I was aſtoniſhed at his {topping the 


„ Ghaut, and deſired he would ſend boats for the tranſport of my detachment. 


To this no anſwer was made, but immediately three guns were brought near 
the Ghaut and pointed to us; and a number of Nujjeebs were poſted on the 
banks of the Nullah, who threatened to fire if any body paſſed. It is proper 


to remark here, that near the Ghaut there were a great many large boats be- 


longing to Mr. Scott, whoſe Gomaſtah notwithſtanding his moſt earneſt en- 
treaties, was prevented from ſending them by Shumſheer Khan ; and even 
the plunder of his factory, and his lite were threatened if he attempted It, — 
When I found this to be the caſe, I took poſſeſſion of a very ſtrong ground 
ſurrounded on three ſides by the river and Nullah; on the fourth ſide, where 
only I could be attacked by the country people, I ordered the Sepoys to make 
a breaſt-work, by piling up planks, of which there were a great number ; and 


as J had ammunition and proviſions, I intended to wait there until I could pro- 


cure boats, or diſcover a ford. While I was thus employed, I found that Ma- 
hommed Ruzza Beg, the Jemmadar of horſe, had ſwam acrols the Nullah, and 


| procured permiſſion for his people to follow him, which they immediately did. 


No anſwer coming from the Fougedar, I defired my Moonſhy to go to him 
and explain the matter. He accordingly went to the Ghaut, and demanding 
a pallage, he was refuſed and inſulted in terms the moſt opprobious to the 
Engliſh. He returned, and telling me this, I ordered him to take an elephant 
and {wim over; but when he attempted to enter the Nullah with the animal, 
the Nujjeeb pointed their matchlocks at him, and obliged him to deſiſt. The 
Sepoys leeing this, and that the horſe-men were permitted to ſwim acroſs, 
naturally imagined that the objection was to the Engliſh only and their ad- 
herents: They thought it label to abandon me, whom they muſt have con- 
cluded to be devoted, and throwing down their coats and arms, they followed 


the example of the horſe-men in ſwiming acroſs the Nullah, making a merit 


with Shumſheer Khan of giving me up to my fate One of the Subadars re- 
preſented to two others the folly of their ſuffering for one perſon, and propo- 


* ſed to them to deliver me up to Shumſheer Khan, or to the country people; 


but this propoſal they rejected with ſcorn ; the deſertion however was almoſt 
complete, for in a little time, of the four companies not twenty men remained 
« including

« including officers: It was now al moſt evening when Mr. Scott's Gomaſtah with 
« oreat difficulty at laſt obtained permiſſion from the Fougedar to ſend one boat ; 
« Hut it came too late to render any effectual ſervice ; for with the few Sepoys 
© who remained command was at an end, and as moſt of my ſervants had gone 
„off, my baggage was left a prey to the banditti, who ſoon carried off and deſ- 
« troyed it: Some things which a few of my ſervants brought with them, they 
% gave in charge of the Fougedar's people to take care of them ; but they reſer- 
ved them for themſelves, or rather for the Fougedar ; and though many of my 
« things were ſeen in his houſe, I never could recover a lingle article. | I am 
« fill in Mr. Scott's factory, which there is every reaſon to think will be attack- 
„ ed, as numbers of people are aſſembled in the neighbourhood for that purpole ; 
« andi as the Fougedar poſitively refuſes to grant the leaſt aſſiſtance, God knows 
«. what may be the conſequence! However, as it is evident that Shumſheer 
„ Khan was the ſole cauſe of this diſaſter, I hope that exemplary puniſhment 
« will be inflicted on him; and if I ſurvive, I doubt not but I ſhall be reim- 
„ burſed for what I loſt by his villainy. |

The deponent further ſaith, that both from obſervation and information, he 
doth believe, that a general and univerfal inſurrection took place before the 15th 
of September 1n all the country to the eaſtward of the Gogra, from Mangee to 
Baraitch ; and on its-weſtern banks from the borders of the Banaris diſtricts to 
the extremity of Kheirabad. That it was created aud lomented by the agents of 
Rajah Cheit Sing, diſaffected people at Fyzabad, and about the Vizeer's court; 
and that the expulſion of the Engliſh was its object. In the diſtricts of Gooruck- 
poor, and indeed in all the pergunnahs below Fyzabad, it was generally aſſerted, 
and the deponent never heard the aſſertion eontradicted, that the Rajah Cheit Sing 
furniſhed the prineipal Zemeedars, particularly the Rajahs Futteh Saw, Genoo 
Roy, Ajeet Mull, Zalim Sing, and Perty Pall Sing with conſiderable ſums of 
money, in order to ſubſiſt the force they colleQed on this occaſion ; and that he 
granted them oſtenſible certificates under his ſeal engaging to diſcharge whatever 
expence they might incur in the ſervice of the inſurrection. Theſe certificates and 
Perwannahs, they received, or pretended. to have received, under the ſeal of the 
Vizeer confirming them in their hereditary Zemeedaries, and appointing them 
Aumils on the part of the Sirkar, in their reſpective Pergunnahs, gained them 
an unbounded influence over the inhabitants. The Aumils of the country in ge- 
neral were obliged to fly from their ſtations, the Nujjeebs and 'Sebundy joined 
the inſurgents or diſperſed ; all ferry- boats were ſunk or deſtroyed ; many of the 
Dauck Hircarrahs were ſlain, and the reſt obliged to fly, which effectually cut off 
all correſpondence, as well as communication, and the country remained in a ſtate

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, of diſtraction, which eannot well be deſeribed, until the begining of Oftober, 
when the news of our ſucceſs at Banaris, and the Nabob's return to Lucknow cal.

T OHN MDONALD Eſq; Major, commanding the Nabob Affof-ud-Dowlab'z 
| third battalion of Sepoys, on oath ſaith, that he the deponent was ſtationed 
at Amora to aſſiſt the Aumil in collecting the Company's Tunka, alſo to prote& 
the ſubjects of his Excellency the Vizeer from the depredations of Zalim Sing, 
the rebel Rajah of the aforementioned place Amora ; alſo the attacks of others his 
adherents : That the ſaid deponent had been detached by Lieutenant Colonel Han- 
nay ſome time in February 1780, with a body of Horſe and foot in purſuit of 
the abovementioned Rajah Zalim Sing, who, beſides ſequeſtering the rents of the 
Pergunnah had compelled the inhabitants to quit the diſtrict, and further wan- 
tonly and without cauſe, murderd two of the principal Cannoongoes of the Per- 
gunnah aforeſaid. The deponent could not come up with the flying Rajah, but 
followed him until he took to a large Jungle that bounded the country of the 
Vizeer to the eaſtward, and is the weſtermoſt limit of the Zemeedary of Cheit 
Sing Rajah of Banaris: Zalim Sing was there received in the moſt friendly man- 
ner, and protection promiſed him. On this the deponent ſent proper ſpies to watch 
the motions of Rajah Zalim Sing, and returned himſelf with the troops to his 
ſtation at Amora : That the deponent learned by the ſpies left about Zalim Sing, 
that he was allowed to reſide openly under the protection of Cheit Sing, and had 
villages, alſo lands aſſigned for the maintenance of himſelf and followers, 


About the twentiethof Auguſt laſt the deponent was informed, Cheit Sing had, 
after putting to death three Engliſh officers, and two hundred and fifty Sepoys, 
fled from Banaris, and openly ſet up the ſtandard of rebellion, inviting all per- 
| ſons who could procure arms to repair to him, and by fighting under his banner, 
extirpate the Fringies. The road by which the poſt uſually travelled from Ba- 
naris became impaſſable from the numerous parties it was ſaid Cheit Sing had 
ſent out to cut off all communication betwixt the Hon'ble Governor General and 
the different ſtations of the army. As the deponent could not obtain any authen- 
tic account of the ſtate of affairs, he thought it beſt to ſend out perſons to all 
parts for information, that he might judge from the ſtate of the country how mat- 
ters ſtood at the place of the greateſt moment. The country of the daring rebel 
Cheit Sing, and the city of Fyzabad, ſeemed to the deponent the moſt likely places 
to furniſh the wiſhed intelligence. In the latter place it was reported, firſt, that 
the Hon'ble Warren Haſtings Eſq; had been maſlacred at Banaris ; then, vt 
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he had been (cut off on bis want Chunar, At laſt fit: was-faid,, he Hor hie Gor 
— — Was in Chunengum but muſt ſoon fall into the hands of the Ba- 
naris rebel, às no relief could poſſibly reach the place in time to amg it; aud 
that ſhortly the deftru&ion of every Engliſhman in theſe parts would-be effected. 
From the Banaris diſtriet the deponent learnt, Cheit Sing had ſummoned the Ze- 
meedars of his Raje to join him with all the troops they could raiſe, promiſing pre- 
| ſent pay to thoſe bearing arms, and a remiſſion of a year's rent to all Mho reparred 
to his ſtandard. Many rebels , who had fled the Company's and Nabob's territo- 
ries, and taken refuge in his Zemeedary, were furniſhed with money, and joined 
by ſuch Zemeedars belonging to che aforeſaid Banaris rebel as la =too far diſtant, 
from the principal ſcene of action, to make a diverſion both towards the Com- 
pany's lands and thoſe parts of his Excellency's dominions under the charge of 
Engliſh officers, and endeavour to cut them all off, and thereby prevent any aſ- 
ſiſtance being ſent from either Gooruekpoor or Bahraich. His Excclleney the Vi- 
zeer repaired to Sul tanpoor about this time, which prevented the rebel Zalim 
Sing, alſo Perty Pall Sing the rebel of Buſty, from quitting the Jungle; but they 
were buſy in making the neceſſary preparations, by raiſing of men with the mo- 
ney ſaid to be ſent them by Cheit Sing. In Fyzabad, the Khajahs“ of the Vizeers 
grand-mother, as well as thoſe of the Bow Begum, were raiſing men under va- 
rious pretences, and making every preparation that might be necefſary either for 
offenfive or defenſive war. [During the time the Nabob lay encamped at Sultan- 
poor, the deponent's people were inſulted and ill uſed in Fyzabad by the Peons, 
Sepoys and other ſervants of Jewar Ally Khan and the two Begums, as were all 
who made uſe of the Engliſh name, or were {uppoled to have any connection of 
the kind; but on its being known there, that his Excellency had moved towards 
Chunar, no one who was a ſervant of the Englith could get admittance into the 
city but by ſtealth, or in diſguiſe; even the Dauck from Lucknow was not al- 
lowed to paſs through as formerly; but obliged to make a large circuit, and the 
Hircarrahs put on different appearances to paſs unnoticed to Amora. After the 
departure of the Nabob from Sultanpoor, as before- mentioned, the rebels, who 
had been driven from the province of Gooruckpoor, began moving towards the 
Gogra. The Zemeedars of Amora, where the deponent then reſided, alſo thoſe 
of the adjacent Pergunnahs, held frequent meetings, and ſeemed big with ſome 
great plan. On or about the 29th of Auguſt the deponent received a letter from 
Lieutenant Colonel Hannay informing him, that is Excellency the Nabob had 
written to him Colonel Hannay, to join him immediately with a thouſand Se- 
poys, 4 guns, and five hundred horſe. Four hundred Sepoys of the deponent's 
battalion were ordered for this ſervice, alſo his battalion guns, and a hundred 
horſe that belonged to the Amora ſtation, were withdrawn to make up the num- 
ber required by his Excelleney. No ſooner was this made public, than the Ze- 
meedars abſented themſel ves, and the deponent learnt from all parts of the coun- 
try, that every man was getting ready his arma, and that Cheit Sing's name 
was in every body's mouth; that every Rajah in the country had declared for 
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eponie eee gte to ie date dale 6 ſopply's de 
of the tr 0 PCIe a Wa, bat all in vain.“ RVeſy attempt was rendered abor- 
tive by the machinztions of the Khajahs belonging to the te Begums at Fy- 
zabad; and every ſoul in that eity emed from their eoh]ꝭand coltooerlhtivir 
to Joo u upon the Engliſh as on the very eve o ex termination, forbidding! any 
one to ſerve the Fringies; but to repair to Cheit Sing and Saadat Ally: Nay every 
method and way were tryed to ſeduce the Sepeys from the deponent's s battalion, 
which however did not ſucceed while remaining under his eye, but had the de- 
fired effect upon the Nujjeeb and Sebundy. After the Sepoys, guns, and horſe 
had croſſed the Gogra, there was an end to all government in that part of the 
country where the deponent reſided; not an artiele of any kind was to be had, 
and but for the de ponent's having foreſeen the tuation he ſhould be in, and pro- 
vided accordingly, he would have been under the neceffity of leaving his Ration 
from the want of proviſions: "Thus furrounded on all ſieles' by lurking enemies, 
(for there was no knowing who to treat otherwiſe) the de ponent knew not when 
or from what quarter the blow was to be ſtruck; but on the Sth of September 
it broke out in all parts, all out- poſts were driven into camp, the roads in an in- 
ſtant ſecured by armed parties, Hircarrahs murdered, Sepoys attacked, and tho 
intended deſtruction of every Engliſhman openly declared, not only throughout 
the Pergunnab, towns, and villages, but even in the city of Fyzabad. To ſuch 
lengths was it carried by the people of Jewar Ally Khan and other Khajahs be- 
longing to the Begums, that the women of the deponent's camp that were ſent 
acroſs the Gogra to be out of the way of danger,” being obnoxious from the con- 
nection, were refuſed that protection which the ſex in every country meets with; 
but particularly in Hindoſtan claims as a right. From the above date the de. 
ponent was confined to the limits of his camp, nor had he any road open but 
that to Rye Ghaut oppoſite Owd; at which place Lieutenant Colonel Hannay 
then lay . wath a very {mall force, while the country around him, alſo the city 
of Fyzabad, feemed-ready- to commence hoſtilities. On the'1oth of September 
Rajah Zalim Sing, accompamied- by other rebellious Rajahs, appeared with a 
numerous force on the banks of the'Gogra, oppoſite to-Amora. The deponent's 
ſpies brought him intelligence from the rebels eamp, that his, the deponent's; 
property, likewiſe that of all his camp was already divided; that the deponent's 
horſes,*camels &c. things worth notice, the Rajah Zalim Sing reſerved to himſelf; 
the reſt was to be given np toithoſe. who could get it. Moreover, the deponent 
faith, his people informed him that Rajah Zalim Sing had produced a paper, 
which he the Rajah ſaid was aSunnud Tio the Nabob reſtoring him to this Ze- 
meedary, appointing him collector of the adjacent Pergunnahs, Buſty and Nag - 
ger; alſo that he had the Nabob's directions te drive the- Fringies out of his diſ- 
trids; that he only waited for the ſde * (boats being already provided from Fy- 
| zabad, which the deponent knew abſolutely: to-be the caſe) to croſs the Gogra, 
ard carry the Nabob's orders into execution: Further, that his Excellency had 
altered his ſentiments regarding the part he was to: take in the preſent conteſt»;

that his Excellency ſet out With tlie mitent df adhering to his treaty Wi thuthe 

Company; but that Mirza Saadut Ally wrote him he was to blame if he gave 
any affiſtance; that now was the dime tolſhake off the Engliſh' yoke; t 
might not be prudent to declare himſelf at once; that he Rad only to ſtand 
ter, and under pretence of defending themſelves, direct his fubjeas to take arms, 
and endeavour to prevent the junction of the Engliſſi foros, When the matter 
would work of itſelf:? Further; to direct the Aumils to ſend no more ſupplics 
of money, which would cauſe the Sepoys to leave the Engliſn ſervice forwant of 
pay, While themfelves Would have plenty of money, In tbe ät of Fyaabad che 
fame language prevailed as to the money part, and ſtoppirig of the Tunka, un- 
til the Nabob Saadut Ally Khan thought proper to iſſue the grants. During 
the night of the ioth of September, Rajah Zalim Sing eroſſed the Gogra, and 
advanced within four coſe of the deponent's camp; on the evening of the 11th 
the aforeſaid Rajah puſhed three poſts to within a mile of the deponent's dines, 
and was to have moved from his camp with his main body, hen the mooniroſe; 
Thus ſituated it was though expedient, for the ſafety of both parties, that the 
de ponent ſhould join Lieutenant Colonel Hannay, while yet a paſſage was open; 
accordingly about two in the morning of the 12th of September the deponent 
quitted his camp at Amora, and marched to Rye Ghaut; the deponent was ſcarce- 
ly out of his camp, When the Rajab's people ruſhed into it, ſeizing all they could 
find, and murded ſome unhappy perforis, who had neglected to movxrin front of 
the de ponent's party. The depenent reached Rye Ghaut at ſun-riſe of the 22 th. 
As ſoon as it was known at Fyzabad that Zalim Sing was in poſſeſſion of Amora, 
the whole city was in an uproar from joy, and dhe deponent heard the report, 
and ſaw the ſmoke of guns that were diſcharged at Fyzabad, he believes, o thie 
occaſion. The deponent faith he believed the reports as before related at that time, 
and ſtill is of opinion the threats therein contained were! intended to beredpricd 
into execution, had the league been ſucceſsful ; nor did the deponent then, (or 
even at this moment) doubt but what the Begums at Fyzabad, and their Khajahs, 
were in a league with Cheit Sing the Banaris rebel; and the deponent is of opi- 
nion that the whole of the diſturbances that happened in the parts where ha r& 

ſided took its riſe from the rebellion of Rajah Gheit Sing; and the dponegt 7 
further of opinion that it would net have extended itſelf ſo wide in the ſhort time 
it really did, had it not been a matter preconcerted, and brought to light / by 
mere chance, ere properly ripe for execution. And the deponent further ſaith; 
that he is of opinion, from the many converſations he the de ponent has held with 
ſeveral perſons inhabitants of the rebel Gheit Sing's country, that the rebellion 
has been meditating even ſome years; that theè deponent was informed the mat- 
ter was abſolutely debated in the year 1779, and prevented only by the voice of 
a perſon about the Rajah, to whoſe judgment much deſerence was paid by the 
Rajah Bulwant Sing, father of the rebeel.. th

Upon the 
road between Buſty and Mecrgunge a Sepoy belonging to Major M*Donald's, bat- 
talion overtook him, and gave him information that the xebels had attacked a 
poſt in the Jungle, which they had carried. On his arrival at Goeruekpoor the 
in the fort acquainted him, that the Rajahs Fu uttch 
Saw, Genoo Roy, and Ajett Mull had received a very conſiderable Sum of mo- 
ney from Rajah Cheit Sing, to enable them to commence hoſtilities in Gooruck- 
poor, and in the rb ht diſtricts, and that they had. crofled: the Gogra; and 
alſo that, they had promiſes of conſiderable; ſums of money, and ſupplies oſ men, 
upon cominencing their operations.

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On the ſeventh he marched with two companies and two guns, having previ- 
oully ſent orders to the ſcattered detachments to repair to Gungowah; there to re- 
main under the directions of the Aumil, agreable to Colonel Hannay's orders. On 
the eighth continued his march; on the evening of the ſame day certain accounts 
were brought him, that the boats on the rivers-and Nullahs were deſtroyed, and 
the whole country to the Gogra up in arms: And having alſo received intelli-- 
gence that Futteh Saw, Genoo Roy, and Ajeet Mull, with their banditti, were 
encamped on the road to Burragong, it determined him to return immediately 
to Gungowah, and proceed by the way of Burragong and Chuprah to Buxar, to- 
join Major Crawford's: regiment, with tho two Companies and two guns, by 
taking which route he would have had an opportunity of driving off that par- 
ty, Which would have freed the country from the principal rebel. On the ninth- 
he returned to Gungowah, and as the commotions in the country ſeemed evidently 
to increaſe ſince the detached parties, who were directed to repair to Gungowah, had 
been ſeverally attacked on their way as they came in, he ſent orders to Hurdi- 
al Sing Commandant ſtationed at Itchmul, to repair with all expedition to Gun-- 
gowah, with two companies and guns belonging to the Fougedar of that place; 
and in the evening informed the Aumit Mahommed Shuffy Khan of his intenti- 
on of proceeding by Chuprah to Banaris, and gave him advice reſpecting the de- 
fence of the country during his abſenoe. The detachment was ordered to march. 
on the tent: About one o'clock in the morning the Jemmadar attached to 
the guns came and informed him, that the companies had mutinied, and would 
not march without having their arrears paid them. In the morning he went to 
the parade and ordered the men to fall in: They paraded with reluctance and 
difficulty, particularly the left hand company, commanded by Khan Mahommed 
Subadar. When they were got under arms, he acquainted them that he was 
concerned they were not paid ſo regularly as he could have wiſhed, but if there 
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Pas in, arms. He ſent for all the black officers, and begged and intreated of them 
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were any of them that were: diſtreſſed for ſubſiſtance, he would advance them as 


muchjof his own money as they required as ſoon as they came to their ground 
that day; but that it, was indiſpenſably neceſſary that they ſhould march With 
all expedition to attack a paxtyrof Futteh Saw &c. “s troops which had taken poſ-. 
ſeſſion of the Ghaut in the Jerry Jungle, before they ſhould have time to fortiſy 
themſelves. They were filent; he directed them to march off. When they had 
gone about one hundred yards from the parade, one of the men ſtepped out of his 
file and demanded all the arrears of pay due to him. He immediately ſeized 


the bayonet of the mutineer with an intention of putting him to death; when 


ſix or ſeven men turned out, fixed their bayonets, and made the ſame demand. 
The black officers remained ſilent, and inactive; he ordered his Commandant to 


march on, and ordered the mutincers to take off their coats, as they were not wor- 
thy of being ſoldiers, and that his Moonſhy would pay them their arrears that 


inſtant. Many more joined them in a few minutes, loaded their pieces, layed 


hold of the Moonſhy, and were going to put him to death. When he found that 
to be the caſe, and that almoſt the Whole two companies were engaged in the mu- 


tiny, he ordered the party to return, as it Was in vain to proceed. A ſhort time 


aſter the whole party ſurrounded him; ſome with loaded arms and ſixed bayonets, 


having alſo loaded the guns with grape, and with one voice demanded their ar- 


rears might, be paid off. He remonſtrated, that it was impoſſible for him to com- 
ply with their demands; but that all the money he had or could get ſhould be 
diſtributed amongſt them, if they would obey his orders. For about three hours 
they, behaved in the moſt licentious manner, and were proceeding to break open 
the treaſure cheſt; at laſt however he prevailed upon them to receive three months 
pay. Upon this being given them they returned to their lines, but kept cen- 
tries at the Bungalow. . After this he ſent for the two Subadars, and defired them 
to ſound the men, and try if they could induce them, upon premiſe of forgive- 


neſs for what they had done, to return to their duty. They came back and report- 


ed, that they would conſent to obey upon thoſe conditions. He went to the parade 
in the evening and promiſed them forgiveneſs, upon which they took an oath to 
obey his orders, upon condition that they were not to march to Banaris; ſo that 


it became impracticable to proſecute. the intentions he had formed; however in a 
few hours more they again mutinied, and to the beſt of his recollection, they pro- 


poſed to march to Banaris and join Cheit Sing, and Saadut- Ally, who as they ſaid 
would pay them their arrears and make them great men; adding, that all the 
Europeans were cut off, and that he, meaning the deponerit, was the only per- 
ſon left in the country. In the evening the two Subadars, Khan Mahommed and 
Buctour Sing, came to him and propoſed to carry him priſoner to Banaris. On 


the twelfth he repreſented to them, that if they did not immediately march to 


attack Futtch Saw &c, Who had already poſted detachments within ſight of the 
cantonments, and as he was informed was lying near Huſſanpoor with near ſeven 
thouſand men, they would be diſtreſſed for proviſion, ſince the whole country 
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wü uſe their influenee oer the men Upon this'oteafion ;- but they were deaf to 
all he could fay. Had they eomplied be was confident of ſucceſs againſt the re- 

bels, as Dadjoo Sing and Gobindram Miſſer had engaged to make a diverſion in 

his favor upon their rear, whilſt he attacked them in front. In the evening they: 
came to a determination to march to Fyzabad to the Begum, who they alſo de- 
clared would pay them łheir arrears, and take them into her lervice'; but on the 
thirteenth, before they had carried theſe intentions into execution, he was joined 
by Hurdial Sing with two weak fickly companies, and having borrowed mo- 
ney ſufficient to- pay them the three Months pay which the others had received, 
and thereby render them upon an equality, they remained ſtaunch, though every 

poſſible means had been taken by the mutineers to corrupt them. Shortly after 
this he received information; that the fort of Gooruck poor had been attacked by 
near ſix thouſand rebels. There was a Jemmadar and about fifty men in the fort, 
who behaved moſt gallantly. The attack commenced near nine o'clock in the 
evening, they carried the outward fort Which Was toe extenſive, and the party 
were obliged to retire to the citadel, where there were upwards of two hundred 
priſoners confined ;- they endeavoured to ſeize the Sepoys, in which attempt nine- 
teen of them were put te death, and many wounded. The attack continued 
till near four o'clock in the afternoon; when Shawmut Khan, a Jemmadar and 
nine men, who had been ordered to march” there from Puroonah at the beginning 
of the diſturbances in the country, arrived in the town, the people told them 
to throw down their arms and run off to the Jungles, to ſave their lives, for it 
was impoffible for them to get into the fort, as it was ſurrounded by ſix thou- 
ſand rebels who muſt carry it in a few minutes. The Jemmadar with admirable 
preſence of mind replyed, that he was only the advanced party, and that the 
Captain and the guns were cloſe after them, called out to a man, to run and 
bring them up, that the whole of the rebels might be deſtroyed, and immediate- 
ly fired upon the rebels. The report inſtantly fpread, a panic ſeized the whole, 
and they ran off in the utmoſt confuſien- He joined the Jemmadar in the fort 
with his nine men: They ſallied out after the rebels, and cut off about two 
hundred of them. During the attacks, the rebels frequently called out to the Jem 


madar to deliver up the place to them, as they had Perwannahs from the Be- 
gum; Cheit Sing, and Saadut Ally for what they did. | 


Having received orders from Lieutenant Colonel Hannay to proceed towards 
him, and alſo a letter from Lieutenant Gordon acquainting him that-it was Co- 
lonel Hannay's wiſh he ſhonl@ join him at Amora, informing him of the loſs of 
two companies of his battalion which were with Lieutenant Gordon; on the fif- 
teenth he marched from Gongowah with the Aumil and Fougedars of the country 
and all the ſtores of his battation. The march proved exceedin gly fatiguing on ac- 
count of the country's being under water and moſt of the Nullahs unfordable, and 
no proper boats upon them for croſſing. On the twentieth arrived at Gooruckpoor, 
where. he found two.companies belonging to his battalion, which were directed

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to join Lieutenant Gordon; but not being able to eſſodt it, they had bean under 

the neceſſity of returning to Gooruckpoor, alſo a company o Major M Donald's 
battalion, which had been obliged to retire from Buſty. On the ninetrenth re- 

ceived a letter from Lieutenant Colonel Hannay, which determined him to re- 
main at Gooruckpoor till he received further orders, and wrote a letter in anſwer 
propoſing to march by the route of Mugger, and Buſty, to chaſtiſt Zalim Sing 
at Amora, and Lieutenant Colonel Hannay ſhould advance by the route of Ma- 
hadeah to Amora, which he thought would be the moſt practicable means of quiet- 
ing the rebellion in the country. He was under a neceſfity of borrowing mo- 
ney to pay his companies at Gooruck poor, and alſo Major M Donald's company, 
and to make up the ammunition that was damaged by the weather, and repair the 
tumbrils & limbers; his battalion being ill furniſhed with arms & ammunition, & 
the draft cattle very bad, which retarded him much during his march to Gooruck- 
poor. The thirteenth received a letter from Lieutenant Colonel Hannay, and 
wrote for anſwer, that he would march ſor certain on the ſecond of October; 
but the difficulty he found 4a procuring a ſufficient quantity of proviſions, and 
carriage for it, as the whole country was hoſtile and bodies of armed men to the 
amount of ſeveral thouſands were actually in the town, added to the heavy rain 
which fell on the fourth and fifth, rendered · it impracticable for him to march till 
the fixth. During the time he remained at Gooruckpoor it Was currently Teport- 
ed, and given out by the rebellious Rajahs, that they acted in-conformity to the 
orders they had received from Cheit Sing, Saadut Ally, and the Begums, to raiſt 
an inſurrection in the country, and to deſtroy the Engliſh Wherever they found 
them. Many letters were intercepted; but the neceſſary care was not taken of 
them, and they were either deſtroyed or loſt. Having the Raubty, and ſeveral 
Nullahs to croſs, he did not reach Baunſy till the ninth, which is diſtant about 
two and twenty computed coſe. On the ninth in the evening a violent ſtorm of 
rain began, which laſted to the fixteenth, with ſearcely an hour's intermiſſion, 
which rendered it totally impracticable to march during that time, as the whole 
country was overflow and the rivers quite full. The march from Sakrora was 
extremely tedious and difficult, great delays being occaſioned by the neceſſity he 
was under of making bridges, added to the interruptions he ſuffered from the fre- 
quent ſkirmiſhes he had with the people of the different diſtricts he paſſed through. 
On the twenty third he arrived at Goondah, and on the day following joined 
Colonel Hannay at Sakrora, with eight companies of his own-battalion, and a 
company of Major M' Donald's battalion. The Aumils and Fougedars of Goo- 
ruckpoor came under his protection, and a number of people in office in the col- 
lections. The gun belonging to the Fougedary he brought with him, being the 
only one in the diſtrict he commanded. During his march from Gooruckpoor to 
Sakrora, the rebels, who haraſſed, gave out, that every meaſure they took was in 
compliance with the directions they received from the Begum, Saadut Ally, and 
Cheit Sing. Since the time of his being appointed to the command of the batta- 
lion in January one thouſand ſeven hundred and eighty one, he has only received 
ä | | two 
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Wo Wönihe pay on its 4666tirit, from his excellency the Vizeer, to the preſent 
tithe; November the twenty ſevetith'; his battalion was diſpe rſed 3 in ſuch a man- 
ner, atid af ſo great a diſtance, that he hardly ever had — two companies 
with him, till they joined m by degrees during the rebellion, he continually 
adviſed Colonel Hannay of his fituation, but it dpprats ſew of his letters rcached 

kim, as the communication was ſhut up:

Ox Gorvox Eſq; Captain in the cor ps of Sepoys of his Excellency Afſof- 
ud-Dowlah Nabob Vizeer, on His oath faith: That he croſſed the Cowes on 
the 6th of September at Chowrah; with four companies of Sepoys, and about 
eighty borſe (i all near 400) under his command; that he ſaw the country was 
dilaffected, but adged his force to be ſufficient to join Colonel Hannay at Ak- 
berpoor z ; hide the de eponent did not coticeive that his Excellency's troops march- 
ing to join kr by his command conld meet with any mterruption. On the 7th 
at day -break the deponent marched; and #b6nt half a mile from Chowrah, when 
crolie a Nullah, he obſerved great bodies of men affembled to oppoſe his mareh 
he irie habe made what he 00 ed to be the beſt diſpoſition of his ſmall corps, 
and the behaviour of the men N dd them great credit; for though during the 
whole of the match of eight coſe they were attacked, and often Ne by 
mmcrediblè fumbers of people, yet they conftantly beat them off, killing and 
wounding. many of them, and arrived with very little loſs about one o clock ; in 
the aftefnooH at the Ferecn Nullah which runs by Taundeh, bringing the whole 
of the Bazar and DAgEage In the moſt perfect ſafety; the deponent then imagin- 
ed himſelf in a friend country, and intended croffing the Nullah that his peo- 
ple might halt for the day and refreſh after their very fatiguing march; for this 
1 he ordered the Bazar and baggage to be ſent over, and part of the Se po 
as d to their arms, as great numbers of their enemies were ſtill in fight; Nl 
his ſur prize was extreme when he was informed, that the boats were all on the 
0 fide of the Nullah, and that none of them were permitted to croſs. The 
depontnt immediately wrote a letter to the Begum's Aumil, Shumſheer Khan, 
acquainting him that he was marching with. the Vizeer's troops by his order to 
join him; that he, the deponent, was aſtoniſhed at his topping the Ghaut, 
and defiring boats might be ſent for the tranſport of the detachment. To this 
no anſwer was made, but immediately three guns were brought near the Ghaut 
and pointed to the detachment, and a number of matchlock-men were poſted on 
the banks of the Nullah, who Ihreatened to fre if any body paſſed. There were 
then near the Ghaut a great many 127 boats belonging to Mr. Scott, Whoſe Go- 
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maftah, -ri6twithitarding his utmoſt dds was 1 I * NEAR | 
by Shuniſheer Khan; who. threatened the plunder: of his factory, and even Dis 


life if he attempted it. This was told the deponent by. the (aig Gomaſtah re- 


peatedly, and the deponent believes it to be true, as it correſponds entirely with 

every other part of Shumſheer Khan's conduct. The deponent, upon being re- 
fuſed a paſſage, took poſſeſſion of a very ſtrong ground ſurrounded on three ſides 
by the Gogra, and the Nullah on the fourth ſide, whence only he could be at- 
tacked by the country people; he ordered the Sepoys to make a breaſt-work, by, 
piling up of planks, of which there were a great number; and, as he had ammu- 
nition and proviſions, he in tended to wait there until he could procure boats, or 
diſcover a ford. While the deponent was thus employed, Mahommed Ruzza 


Beg, the Jemmadar of horſe, had ſwam acroſs the Nullah, and procured permiſ- 


ſion for his people to follow him, which they immediately did. No anſwer com- 
ing from the Fougedar, the deponent defired his Moonſhy to go to him and ex- 
plain the matter. He accordingly went to the Ghaut, and 3 a pallage, 
he was refuſed, and inſulted in terms the moſt abuſive to. the Engliſh. He re- 
turned, and telling this, the deponent ordered him to take an Pa and ſwim 
over but when he attempted to enter the Nullah with the animal, the Nujjeebs 
pointed their matchlocks at him, and obliged him to deſiſt. The Sepoys 7 
this, and that the horſe-men were permitted to ſwim acroſs, naturally imagin- 

ed that the objection was to the Engliſh only, and their adherents: They thought 
it ſafeſt to abandon the deponent, whom they muſt have concluded to be 8 0 
ed, and throwing down their coats and arms, they followed the example of the 
horſe-men in ſwiming acroſs the Nullah, making a merit with Shumſheer Khan 
of giving the deponent up to his fate. One of the Subadars repreſented to two 
others the folly of ſuffering for one pexſon, and propoſed to them to deliver up 
the deponent to Shumſheer Khan, oꝶto the country people; but the propoſal 
was rejected with ſcorn; and one of che Subadars reported the behaviour of the 


other immediately to the deponent; the deſertion, however, was almoſt' com- 


plete, for in a little time, of the four companies, not twenty men remained, in- 
cluding officers. It was almoſt evening when Mr. Scott's. Gomaltah with great 
difficulty at laſt obtained permiſſion from Shumſheer Khan to ſend one boat; but 
it came too late to render any effectual affiſtance, for, with the few Sepoys who 
remained, command was at an end, and as moſt of the deponent's ſervants had 
gone off, his baggage was left. a prey to the banditti, who ſoon carried off, and 
deſtroyed it: Some things which a few of his ſervants brought with them, they 
gave in charge to the Fougedar's people, who promiſed to take care of them; 
but they reſerved them ſor themſelves, or rather for the Fougedar; and though 
many of the deponent's things were ſeen in his houſe, he could never recover a 


ſingle article. For many days during the ſtay of the deponent in Mr. Scott's 


factory, it was threatened to be attacked, and Shumſheer Khan, though often 
applied to by Mr. Scott's Gomaſtah, conſtantly refuſed to grant the leaſt aſſiſt- 
ance. Notwithſtanding this, Sumſheer Khan Was, and the deponent believes
